Brown contended that he had 
to apologize to members of the 
Board of Regents, state 
legislators, and university 
offkaab for LeVeille's all^ 
tardiness. 

LeVeilie, renouncing down's 
aOcSitkms add, 'i know of not 
one angle time Canter Brown 
has had to apologize for ray 
absence or tardiness to the BOR, 
a state legislator, or a university 
offidd. This letter (Brown's 
written endorsement) is 
indicative of the level of 
maturity and mtcgrity whfeh the 
Brown-Ruhinas administratiai 
has exhibited.* 

Brown, who had once 
roomed with LeVeilie. said it 
was "an extremely difficult" 
decision to endorse Rubinas,

good " Dick Gregory, comedian 
and civil rights activist, said 
Friday nj|^t. 

Gregory explained that white 
^chfldren in America are stfll 
learning the word 'nigger' from 
tiieir parent^ and continue to 
ingest discriminatory tacnl 
attitudes. "When that kid grows 
up now and calls somebody a 
'niner*. he's gnutt get hit te the

The greatest defense against 
communism, Gregory said, is the 
Constitutkm. As long as the 
United States is controlled by 

die capitalist instead of the 
constitution, emphasis will 
remain on property ri^ts 
instead of human rights, "This

An estimated crowd of 600 
listened to the talk, held after 
the banquet for participants in 
the junior college retreat 
sponsored by Student 
Government this weekend. Tall, 
gaunt and bearded, Gregory had 
earlier kidded Tallahassee 

-newsmen, saying "The Southern 
white man is a whole lot more 
hoBMt than the northern white 
man...and we can deal with an 
honest man Iflce Hixm, who 
admitted that he was going to 

dow up school desegregation, a 
lot easier than we cn with a 

dick one lice LBI." 

Gregory applauded the 
present generation of college 
Students as the most morally 
dedicated generation the world 
hai ever seen, and chided the 
'right-wing cracker newspapers' 
who portray them as 'bearded, 
'dirty, irresponsible kids'. The 
America -love-it -or-leave-it crowd 
was also jabbed: "Anytime you

Flambeau Editorials 



Here's Hoping 

This column may have been reaching for the stais the 
past several days as it proposed for Student Government a 
clearly defined, significant voice in many of the affairs of 
tlie university. Perhaps, it is asking too much when one 
asks for an autonomous studmt court system; final 
authoriJy in the recognition of student organizations; the 
exclusive right to draw up social regulations, including 
code, open house houis, and anfew; and a 
meaningful in the aBocation atstait^ ai^i^ties fees. 

But such authority is critical if Student Government is 
to be anything more than a show legislative body whose 
existence is allowed to deceive students into thinking tiiey 
do have some voice in the ranning of student affairs. 

How is such authority to be obtained? First, there must 
be a demonstration by students ttiey are capable of 
handling s«iificant responsibiBties without going off lurif 
cock." a condition which exists in the standards of both 
our generation and the administrations. The fear that 
students would, hi effect, salbotage Stodoit PaMkatioas, 
the Union, and other major student activities, and severely 
handicap inter-collegiate athletics by drastically cutting 
allocitions from die activities fees must be dspdled if 
students ever are to have more tfian m advisory, economic 
role. 

Guidelines stipulating a minimum level of goods and 
services to be provided m^t be a means of dispdSag the 
fear. For example. Student Publications shall produce a 
daily newspaper of approximately 16 pages, an annual 
yearbook, etc. The gnddines would be estabfidwd after 
negotiations with representatives of Student PuMications. 
who would be in the position to know what is desirable 
and fea.sible. and what is not. 

Similarly, guidelines would be established for the 
recognition of student orgtoizations, the dispensing of 
justice through student courts, etc. Again, the negotiations 
wouM involve persons competent in the specific areas. 
Provisions woldd be made for the ameatoent of Ae 
guidelines. 

After students had dehneated their objectives for 

Student Government, prepared justification for them, and 
established guidelines to provide some continuity, they 
would have to uegotiale with tte adnunistiation. 

Students-a dminis tration negotiations have, in the past, 
often proved ArtHe, non-productive. The administration 
reacted negativdy to many studoits* denumds because the 
goals weren't clearly defined, conidDt be logically justified 
(If students can justify somethmg to the administration, 
the administration can justify it to the Board of Regents. 
Unfortunately, the Regents must be accepted as a fact of 
life.), and could be abused. A delineation, justification, 
md estabSshment of guidelines, would, hopefully, produce 
MnoK positive reaction. 

Of course, nothing can be achieved until the 
administration evidences a faith in students' capabilities to 
accept meamngful responsibility. This faith has often been 
lacking. 

We may be reaching for the stars; proposing a student 
govern m ent whidi isn't possiMe now or. perhaps, never. 
But how many students, after examining the present SO 
and the over-ail role of the student in many areas of FSU, 
can be content to sit back and accept ttt^ the way ttey 
are? Hopefully, not many.

After moje than a 
half<entury of providing fresh 
milk to students, faculty and 
staff, the FSU dairy farm has 
ceased operation. 

The 3 58-acre t'arm had 
supplied fresh milk and dairy 
products for sale in the 
cafeteries of FSl' and Florida 
State College for Women since 
1917, when I he farm was located 
on what is now the main 
campus. 

In closing the farm, some 20 

dairy animals have been 
transferred to the Florida A <& M 

University Farm, and the 
remaining 127 animals were sold. 
The dairy equipment will be 
transferred to Florida A & M . 

'Originally theuniversitydairy 
served the necessary function of 
supplying products to food 
services for the students." said 
Dr. Cecil Mackey, executive vice 
president. 

'Advancing technology in the 
dairy field made equipment used 
at the university obsolete, and 
modernization would have been 
unduly expensive. Dairy 
products at oompenble costs 
were readfly avaflri>le from other 
sources' 

No firm plans have been 
made yet for the use of the Und 
and buildings, but it is expected 
that the properties will be used 
for future university expansion. 
Employees of the farm have 
been transferred to other 
departments of the University. 

An even earlier history of a 
university-associated farm was 
discovered in an artide wluch 
appeared in the Ocala Banner on 
May 18, 1928. 

The article noted that in 1909 
a nearby farmer was collecting 
garbage from the dining hall, but 
on many occasions was careless 



and failed to. collect the waste. 

J. G. Kellum, the FSCW 
business manager at that time, 
solved the waste problem by 
quartering five pigs on five acres 
of land then owned by the 
school. 

Milk for the coD^ in those 
days was obtained from several 
farms over the county. But, 
since the five-acre tract with 
hogs proved so successful, the 
farm was expanded to 250 acres 
with a dairy barn, silo , and 
good pasture land. 

Pastures included land 
extending from rampbcll 
Stadium to the Science Center 
and Smith and Kellum 
residence halls. The manager's 
home was located on Landts 
Green, across the street from 
Montgomery Gymnasium. 

Between 1917 and 1924. the 



vegatabies and pork to the 
FSCW dining room tables. 

During 1923 and 1924 poultry 
was added. In 1931, an additional 
farm of 430 acres within two 
and a half miles of the FSCW 
campus was purchased. A new 
dairy plant was constructed on 
that site in 1933 and 1934. 

The size of the old farm on 
the main campus decreased 
steadily as the growth of FSCW 
campus and the need for 
additional land increased. When 
the new plant was completed in 
1934, the dairy farm was moved 
from the main campus. 

From 1934 duough 1936. 330 

acres were added to the faun. 
The addition was luianced with 
profits from the farm's 
operations, making it

Student Government. 

We regret that the candidates could not answer 
several other important questions, but space 
lindtations, and the iHoad range of issues make 
this imposnble. 

The Flambeau hopes that this series has helped 
the student body in deciding which candidate you 
will support, and we hope every concerned student 
wfll get out and vote tomorrow. 

1. Do you feel that the student government has 
been in the past and vrauld be under your 
adminisuation representative of the student body 
as a -whde? 

SHERMAN- "No. I don't think it has been 
representative of the student body in the past, nor 
do I tliink the other two parties in this dection are 
representative of the student body. 

'The major effort of our party has been to put 
together a ticket wUch ii^ides repfCMBtatim 
fiom all the diverse groups on campus.'* 

RUBINAS- "Yes, I sincerely believe so. There 
are many minor splits among students. This is 
healthy, for the campus is a market place of ideas. 
On most, issues, however, there is a connnon goal, 
a common stand, and a common foe. The Black 
basketball player, the fraternity man, and the 
matiiematics j^uate itadmt aB thac the same 
concern about the tilings like tuition raises. On 
most general issues such as tuition, housing, 
cuniculum needs, and so forth, there is no 
question that chan^ is needed and that change 
must occur. Student government must provide the 
leadership for that change." 

LEVEILLE- "I don't think Student 
Government has been representative in the pest, 
because I don't feel the people who are in power 
now have made an effort to find out what students 
leaUy want. They have used the fact that they 
iHpnt elected tosupport the erroneous logic that 
atice they were elected, their opinions are the 
opinions of the student body. 

"We are not a totally Greek party. We have 
dormitory residents on our ticket, people from 
scholarship houses, we have Greeks on our ticket 
and independents. 1 think our ticket is very 
rqmaentatioaal. 

"The people on the ticket are not as important 
as the fact that they have the desire to go out and 
find out what ttudeats reaUy want." 

2. Q. What real power, if any, does Student 
Government have? Is it doing a good job now? 
Does it have any power it is not using? 

miERMAN - 'Tresently, Student Government 
is powerless. Its major function appears to be 
advising the administration on what students 
would like to see done. 

"However, it should be remembered that alumni 
and faculty groups are also giving advise to the 
administration. Student Government is not as 
influential with the administration as it should be 
because it only represents a small minority of the 
students on campus and does not have the weight 
of student opinion behind it. 

"Student goveraiaeat must develop 



The second kind of power is influence and 
Student Governnient does have an awful lot of 
influoice. The plain truth is that you can't run a 
imhersity without students, and you cant ran a 
university with dissatified students for very long. 
This is the base of power that Student 
Government rest upc». As kmg as Student 
Government is strongly supported by students, it 
has a great deal of inlluence. If Student 
Government is not representative of students and 
does not represent what they want and fed, then 
it has no power whatsoever. 

Action Party hu done something while in 
oHice, but I think they have often used thdr 
power in the wrong direction. What influence they 
have d hi a political dfaection and not in 




representative of all students in negotiations with 
faculty and administrators? 

RUBINAS - "Yes. It is absohitely imperative to 
the foundation of student government that it be 
the sole group with whom the administration deals 
with reference to the student body. 

"To say the stud;rt government is no't the sole 
voice of entire student body is tto enable the 
administration to bypass a strong stand by student 
government when that stand is not convenient or 
desirable to the adminstration. It would enable the 
administration to see house divided and to deal 
with whoever gave die nKMt favocaUe proposal. 

SHERMAN - "I think that Student 
Government is the only representative of broad 
student needs, but there will undoubtedly be times 
when nnaller groups should thamchw handle any 
discussion or negotiatk»i widi Hw admiaktfation 
or tfie public." 

LEVEILLE - "I do believe that in issues 
affecting all students, Student Government should 
be the sole representative of students. In matters 
wUd) dont dfect all studenta, tfaeie miglit be 
other parties which would better lepieaent the 
interests of a specific group." 

4. Q. If you ate elected Student Body Presklent, 
and a nrajor crisis were to arise on campus vrfuch 
was basically a student vs. administration crisis, 
and you reached an impasse using normal 
comnHinication dmnds to the administration, 
y/hit kind of action would you advocate? 

LEVEILLE-'I really fold it hard to beUeve 
that the administration could ignore students to 
any large degree, because there are so many 
courses of action students can take. For example, 
we could say, okay, if you ignore us and take per 
capita fees for athletics against student wishes, 
then we wcn't participate in Homecoming, no 
famfly wedceod, we drop out of circus, we quit 
gomg to games and minor sp<»ts, and ignore all 
servkes and atmosphere we jxovide for the acbooL 




the direction of reform within the university. 

RUBINAS - "The real power of stiKient 
government is influence throi^ reasoning and 
logic. Administrators are basically reasonable, and 
when presented with good arguments, even they 
understand and wffl concede the pofets of 
students. Our most powerful weapon, but the one 
which should be withheld and used the least, is the 
ire and the indignation of the studeM body vdiicli 
can be motivated on crucial issues. 

"Student government responsibility 
mcompasaes basically two areas. The first 
conc e rns the student government programs, whkh 
tavolve day to day programs such as housfaig, 
entertaiimient, legal aid, and so forth. 

"The second aspect of student goveriunent 
power is a siloit one that students only hear about 
if the student government fails to fulfill its 
responsiblities. This is providing a protective 
buffer between students and administrators. 
"Student govenunent coidd become more 
effective by getting off the third floor of the Union 
and out into the campus." 
3. Q. Do you feel that Student Govenunent 
should be considered the sole and ri^tful 



"Suppose the J£.'s who work without 
compensation were to say, if you vron't work with 

us, we won't work for you? You immediately 
create a disciplinary and organizational problem in 
the dorms. 

"There could be boycotts of classes and 
boycotts on dorm rent payments. There are many 
ways students could retaliate for such action." 

RUBINAS - "Assuming an impasse, with all 
posBble channels of communkation dosed, the 
first step would be to mobilize the campus. By 
mobilization, I mean notifying each segment of 
the campus wMdi could be effected, and then 
putting as much pressure on the administration as 
possible, up to the point of breaking laws. 

The next step, wUch has not been done 

before, would be to provide communications 
based on our point of view to the professional 
mass media ttuoughout the state. 

"Obvioudy, we would appeal further to the 
board of educatkm, and then the legidators. The 
administration does not realize that now, as never 
before, many l^slative aides are FSU students. 
This is an unlai^ped reaouioe wUdi, atsuming the 
cause would be just, could be fiital to the 
administration." 

SHERMAN - "These are many vrays to 
maMSixe opinion on camptu in support of studmt 
needs. Any type of action the student govenmient 
would take would depend upon the particular 
circumstances and an effective student goverrunent 
is not likely to reach a serious impasse if from the 
first the administration realizes that student 
government is very serious and sincere with the 
administration on that particular problan."

The Faculty Senate, meeting in a special 

M )iidj\ attcrn(K)n, received from the Black 
N idcnts Union 31 proposals calling for. among 

Mcr things, the hiring of Mack admoiirtratort at 
:\)c dean and vice presidential level, creation of 
day-care centers for the children ot non-academic 
employees, and the awarding of a grant to the BSD 
lor the purpose of combating b^try and 
discrimination. 

The senate, in the form of a resol i n 
instructed its steering committee to meet with 
K'presentatives of the BSU, Student Gofomment, 
and administration to determine jurisdictioo OJ* the 
various proposals and bring back to the senate 
those proposals ''that we can iiawe immediate 
•',\t upon tor our consideration." 

i lie resolution, introduced by Dr. Fred Stanley, 
professor of EngiiA, also instructed the steering 

tiHTiiitec to urge the administration to 
iiiinediately constitute "a group of represenUtives 
of students, faculty, and administrators to cimcem 
Itself with these and ctmttauiog i M o b l cMS and 
issues related to the student body ." 

[>\. Wayne Minnick, chairman of the steering 
coinnuttee, said he would attempt to set up the 
meeting with BSU, SG, and adm ini a tr a ti oii 
represent alivcs today llie resolution stipulated 
that the comnutlee report back to the senate at its 
next meeting, whidi is sdwdakd for Feb. 18. 

The proposals were presented by John Burt, 
BSl' president, and nine BSU members. 

In a statement prefacing the 31 points. Burt said 
the BSU requested a meeting with the senate 
because "past efTorts ... to ded with issues 
effecting the survival of black students on this 
campus have proven themselves to be patently 
ineffectual and frustrating. 

"Attempts to deal soldy with the 
(adniiiiistration) have resulted in characteristic 
responses-lack of trust and confidence m bbck 
student leadership; failure to respond in accord 
with the immediacy and gravity of the iawes as 
hla(.k si udenis perceive them; and primary concern 
only fur political nuances, rhetoric, and g»mes. 

"We have reached a point at whkh the prevalent 
mood among blacks, struggling for dignified and 
productive existence on this campus, is severe 
frustration," Burt said. "Hie situatun is rapidfy 
ictcrioraiing. the pressure is building." 

lie urged the senate "to mobilize its resources 
and its constituency to assnt the (administration) 
in the resolution of this einergency. We look to 
: <)u now, for the hour is late. We earnestly 
dvocate the preservation of tranquil and positive 
itmosptiere on the campus. 

"We insist that in the furtherance of this goal, 
!'k' (senate) accept the rcsjKinsibility of actively 
involving itscK in the unplementalion of our 
proposals." he said.

Disagreement between the BSU and the 
administration over the resident manager 
apparently precipiUted the chain of events which 
led to hte ' 1 proposals and yesterday's meeting. 

One BSU proposal calls for a grant to be given 
by the university to the BSU for the purpose of 
combatting bigotry and discrimination, both on 
campus and in the Tallahassee community. 

The funds would be used to provide breakfasts 
for black children in Frencbtown; operate family 
aid and guidance centers; and help finance 
day-caic centers for children of non-academic 
employees. 

The BSU proposes that a commission of black 
students and black and white administrators and 
faculty set up to organize the implementation of 
Softer 30 recommendationa. 

President Marshall, who presides over the 
senate, said the administration recognizes its 
jurisdiction and rcsponsibiiil\ to act on st)me of 
the proposals. "But some are outside of 
administrative jurisdiction," he said. "They may 
come within the jurndlctwn of the Faculty Sowte 
or elsewhere." 

He said the proposals warrant careful study and 
carefiil consideration. "Tliey are important to us 
because they are important to our studoits," he 
said. 



ManhaO said the administiation hasn't been lax 

in dealing with the problems of blacks on campus. 
"No member of my staff has indicated less than 
total sincerity in addressii% these probfems," he 
sakl. 

He said the proposals would have been received 
and studied by the administiatioii even liMi thoe 
not been the senate meeting.

Peirce has a master of business adminst ration degree with distinctim 
from Harvard. He also holds the AM degree in [^ysics from the 
University of Illinois. He received his AB degree (cum hude) in^rfiysics 
and mathematics from Miami (Ohio) University 

During the past three years at Southern Methodist he has taught 
regularly in the School cS Busniess. in addition to his vice presidoitial 
assignment. Peirce will serve as a professor of business at Florida State. 

He is the authoi or co-author ot three publications, including "Basic 
Principles of Cost Justifkation," published, by Texas Instruments, Inc., 
in 1962. Titles of his other publications are "Atomic Energy and*.

Dormitories, their financing, renovating and regulating, have been a 
piteie issue on campus for as long as anyong can remember. 
. Dorm governments deal with individual problems in each building 
and the Inter-Dorm Council, a group composed of dorm presidents, 
negotiates with the administration while corresponding with dorm 
councils around the country. 

What role can Student Government play in trying to sohw probtems? 

The Flambeau last week put this question to SC presidential 
candidates Wayne Rubinas. Chuck Sherman and Rock LeVeiUe. They 
were asked specifically what they thou^t the problems were and what 
they, as president, would do about them. 

LEVEILLE: "As far as the sorts of reforms which I advocate, the 
decisions should be left up to the residents. They should be the ones to 
decide whether they want more phones, air conditioned lounges or 
more kitchen areas. Reridents want some very simple things like ice 
machines and they haven't been able to get them. 

"As to where the money is gomg to come from, the fact is that the 
money is already there. Housing made a profit of over S200,000 last 
j^ear, and with that much money you can buy an awful lot of air 
conditioning units. We're being overcharged for what we're getting right 
now. At the University of Florida, in the Towers, students hve in 
two-bedroom suites complete with kitchen and study facilities. Four 
students share the area and pay only S 1 23 per quarter. 

"There's also S 1 40,000 profit being made from vending machines on 
campus. The money is there, it's just a matter of where the university 
wants to place its emphasis." 

RUBINAS: "The problems in the area of housinc center around the 
lack of revenue that the university is able to put mto renovation and 
remodeling m the dormitories. 

"As you might know, housing since 1963 has been forced to go on a 
self-sustaining basis, whidi means that no outside state funds can go for 
university housi.ng Therefore, because of the high cost of maintenance, 
many of the needed changes have been slow to come. 

"Another problem which I have perceived as being a rmgor one is tfie 
restrictive type of contract which students are forced to enter into, 
nuough out efforts of past months, 1 am pleased to announced that we 
have secured a definite commitment for one-quarter housing contracts 
beginning fall, 1970. This, I feel, will aotw many of the fmstraUoni felt 
by students in the area of housing. 

(According to Housing Director Edith McCuIlom Friday, there has 
been no change in the four-quarter contract poUcy. One-quarter 
contracts, she said, have mily been mentk>ned "in ccmversation.") 

"As I've already mentioned." Rubinas said, "a one-quarter contract 
was one way to improve housing. We have done this. Another thing 1 
think we need to do is to provide some housing for students who ate 
interested in toon comfortable tiving arrangements, whik designating j 
other housing areas for students who are more interested in economical 
housing on campus. 

"The University should begin getting out of the housing business and 
work towards lower oort private enterprte housii^ in the oomnnuity 
in which students would not be living under restrictive r^tilatkms of 
the university and the state of Florida." 

SHERMAN: "The dorms are in hoir&le diaBo in nevhr every area 
that one can think of. In terms of rent, vendii^ machines and linen 
service, the administntiCHi is making {Hofito off the operaUon of the 
dorms and yet is not using these profits to ke^ the dorms is a livd)le 
condition. 

'The only thing that cm be done to improve the dorms is to spend 
the necessary money for the service required. Inasmuch as the 
administration seems to feel that the money is more badly needed for 
academic buildings and other problems, it is umedistic to expect 
anything other than nty toicn impiovtnieuts in donns in the near 
future. 

"The Independent Student Party expects that it will be successful in 
adiievmg new rules in dorms for thii^ like curfews and open hours, 
which the students want, but fliougb we intend to energetically press 
for physical improvements we will not delude the Students 

prwnusing things that are not likely to happen."

No Leadership 

The executive ofder by Floridi's Governor Qaude Kiik 
directly contradicting a US Supreme Court ruling placed the 
Sunshine State's governor in the ranks with Lester Maddox 
and George WAne. 

The issue is no longer just one of racism but also of law 
and ofdef. It se«ns that some of those who have been 
soeanong law and older kMkfest tbaut stodnrt awest, 
rack festivals and disaent against the war in Vietnam, have no 
compunctions whatsoever about blatantly dnegaiding an 
order handed down by die hi^iest judicial body in the land. 

In addition to making a statewide embarrassment of 
himself. Kirk has put n great many educators in a very 
precarious position. Ai une school official said, "It puts us 
between the mdt nd the hard spot.*' This may be more true 
than the casual observer realizes. To say forget Kirk and obey 
the Supreme Court is easy for most of us but wljen one's 
entffe family income is in jeopardy regardless of the decision 
he makes, the Governor's action is totally unfair. 

When times are trying, red tape thick, detail confusing and 
patienee dwioAng mrniy sdiool offidds have found it 
increasingly dUBcoIt to appeal to students, parents and 
teachers to remain calm and business-like when chief 
executive of the state has discarded business mannersinis and 
law and order himself. This wis brought home quite clearly 
with the outbreak of the destruction in a Gainesville school 
last week. 

It seems a bit ironic that the governor, who vetoed the 
education apportionment bill shortly after taking office, 
SBddenly feds tiie wdfine of Florida's chfldien tugging at Ms 
hevtstringL 

P^haps we shoidd be accustomed to kirk's inconsitencies. 
(He felt coaipcHed by his consdmce to fly across the state a 
couple of months ago and rescue two joveniles from a jail 
because of mi^ieatment the boys would have been subjected 
to by adult crindnab. He then vetoed a bBl tiuit would have 
provided move mmey for jnvei^ deteniMm hnaes in 
Florida.) 

(We also cannot help wondering if Rap Brown were to

objectives. From the perfective 
of thow stadents wbo have 
participated in Student 
Govenunent this year 1 have 
gathered that there is Htfle 
disagreement with the objectives 
raised by the Flambeau. From 
the puMic utterances of the 
three major candidates for 
student body president I think it 
is obvious that they must agree 
also. The (Hily question 
' then-and this, imfortunateiy, 
the Flambeau has failed to 
comment on to date-is how we 
achieve thes objectives. 

The objective of expanding 
the scope and the extent of 
Studeat GovemmetU's power is 
not new. Three years ago Florida 
State's student body president, 
as Chairman of the State Councfl 
of Studeat Body Presidents, 
presented to the Board of 
RBgeots a conqriete series of 
refocms wlddi, tf adopted, 
would have resufted in the 
definition of the student body's 
influence much as the Flambeau 
wouU like it. The Regents 
accepted some of the 
recommendations which, at the 
time, greatly improved the 
situation. But lar^y the 
Regents rejected die obje^ives 
proposed by Student 
Govenunent and rejected the 
concept of ray unit widiia the 
universities having any power 
not directly under the 
supminoa ud control of die 
university president. Student 
Government's role was defined 
clearly and it is so defined right 
at this monent, whether we like 
it or not— advisory. 



The great advantage of m 
independent and iafhientiil 

Student Government within the 
university is very simple. Elected 
and appointed student 
leaderdiip is not directly subject 
to the "company line." If, fa 
example, a compulsory food 
plan is profitable to the 
uui v eiaity and an upper level 
administrator makes the decision 
Uiat we will have such a plan 
then the "emptoyees" of the 
university -including the 
counselors and others who deal 
directly with students- will 
generally be directed to < 
implement the program without 
objection. Which 
emptoyees— wtioi their jobs arc 
stdce as they often are- wOi 
represent the students'' Who can 
criticize the program publicily 
witlKRit threat of losing a job? 
This is the value of Student 
Government. 

Additionally, students will 
obviously be in a better position 
to determine what kind of 
activities they want and do not 
want and arc therefore in a 
much better position to allocate 
thp money designated by the 
Florida L^jislature as the 
Activities Fund. This we have 
done at FSU for some time. 

As the elected representative 
of the student's interest 1 feel 
that there will always be 
nusimderstanding and cunllict 
between students and the 
university. The 
misunderstanding is inherently 
bad but the conflict is mn 
Student Government is the 
diamel tlm>i^ which the 
students can exert an organized 
force to insure that the conflict 
it not always resohred to the 
detriment of the student's 
mterest.

Pope Nixes Celibacy 



VATICAN CITY (UPl)-Pope 
Paul VI appears to have removed 
the last possibility that the 

Roman Catholic law on priestly 
celibracy can be changed during 
hijL lifetime, Vatican observers 

said Monday. 

At the same time, the official 
Vatican press ^xikesman 
emphasized the authoritative 
importance of the pontiffs 
staicmeni Sunday rejecting any 
change in the law and any 
further discussion of the 
controversial issue.

Integration 

WASHINGTON (UPI> A 
subpoenaed Justice Department 
lawyer testified Monday he and 
another attorney were treated 
with hostflity by Supreme Court 
nommee G. Harroid Carswell 
when they repreaeirted a group 
of civil rights workeis ia hb 
Moiida court. 

B(Mh Norman Knopf of the 
Justice Department and Ernst 
Kosenberger, a New York civil 
rights lawyer, used the term 
"extronely hostile" to describe 
Carsweil's attitude toward them 
in the 1964 case. 

Both appeared at the Senate 
Judiciary Committee's hearing 
on Carsweil's noniinjtion Critics 
contend that as a federal district 
and appeals judge, Carswdl has 
been hostile to the cause oi 
integration and civil rights.

Answer that one and you'll open up a 
whole new field of solid state physics 
that just might come to be called 
"excilonlcs." Because the most excit- 
ing thing about excited molecules in 
solids, right now, Is that no one knows 
what to do with them. 

This intriguing state of affairs came 
about after physicists began firing 
Dhotons into molecular crystals and 
observing the results. Which were: 
"excitons." 

An exciton is a conceptual entity that 
has more "stateness" than "thingness" 
about it. When a photon strikes a 
nwlecule in an organic crystal with 
sufficient energy, it bumps an electron 
to a higher energy level, leaving a 
"hole" in the molecule.

"singlet" excited state: or the singlet 
exciton.

Flection Commissioner Bill Harris predicted yesterday that 
7,000-plus would register their votes beforethe polls closed at 
S pjn. He had projected several wedcs ago tfiat 10,000 would 
cast h.illots but said the earlier estimate was lowered due to 
the weather, apparent a^thy, and lack of campaigning by 
some hopefuls. 

Harris further predicted that runofb will be required to 

determine winners in inan> contesLs including that for the SG 
presidency. It has been three years since a second vote was 
required to determine the new president. 

Action nominee Wayne Rubinas and his incumbent party 
c.une into the campaign with substantia! support and a lead 
over the two new major parties, formed only late last year. 
The lead seemed to quickly evaporate, however, and it 
lcK>kcd by late last week as if Action washeadmg for its first 
los^s since its creation four years ago. But a change in baMc 
Action campaign strategy has once again propelled die party 
back into the race. A strong defense of the present Action 
administration keynotes this strategy change. 

The Now Movement, headed by their presidential 
contender Rock LeVeille, appeared before the party's 
convention last Tuesday to be a mere ifiosion. Littie support 
had surfaced but an intensive ad campaipi in the Flambeau 
and on WTAL, plus move oonventltnial tactics^have produced 
an appearenoe of nia« support. 

Chuck Sherman nmd his running mates on the Independent 

Student Party ticket have put together an impressive 

coalition of students that have traditionally had little to do 

wMh campus politics. Ttao group with a victory in the fal 

term senatorial elections came into the race this quarter 

confident of substantial, but not winning, support and 

hopoig for a fanrge turn-out. Deqiite being hamficapped by a 

lack of financial backing, the group has apparently continued 

to gain strength throuj^out the past week's canqMiign.

This is the toughest race in years anyway you look at it. . 

Action has received only what amounted to txriken 
oppoation the last two years dependfaig on the madnie baOt 
by former president Gene Steams. The defunked University, 
Undergraduate, Student Rights, Collegiate, and 
Neo^mmolationists have d put forward candidates for major 
and some minor offices but Action's clean sweeps in past 
mid-year elections have perpetuated its control over most SG 
executive and judicial offices. This year tiw di:dlenge appears 
serious. 

The only effective sani-organized opposition during 
Action dominance came from the Student Senate whidi is 
elected in a supposed non-partisan manner. This past fall, 
however, a de facto party ran a full slate of candidates and 
elected a working majority. This group of senators has 
formed the nudeus of the new Independent Student Party. 
Widespread support in the fall and in the current contest 
from new voters makes diis group a formidable foe. 

Past becfarodc of Action support, flie Greek houses and 
freshman women's dorms, have also provided the splinter 
Now 9'oup witii their bases of support. This division of these 
normal voters may be the determining factor in who appears 
in the runoff next Monday ( provided things are as dose as 
most observers think and one is necessary ). 

When contacted last night aD canfidates precBcted a large 
turnout and their own victory. Tomorrow's Flambeau will 
carry the results which will make some of the pro^osticatofs 
look good or perhaps slightly over-optimistic. Results for 
those who cannot wait will be posted in the UniM near tte 
escalator uid broadcasted over WFSU-FM.

To the bditor: 

The realities of American 
business has diown itadf at 
Florida State. Let us fimdy t^e 
■i icdUsiK appraisal erf" the FSU 
Foud Service. 

Odgen Foods, upon receiving 
"K tiHid coniract, promised to 
[cuin the standards of 
Morrison s, which were to retain 
and maintain the same size 
portiiins. and hold the level of 
food prices to that iminfained 
by Morrison's. 

On both accounts they have 
failed to achieve these rather 
rudimentary requirements. They 
have raised prices, cut portion 
size, and simultarwously lowered 
the standards of quality of both 
the ttRid served and the service 
rendered to their customers. 

As any steady customer of the 
University Union Cafeteria can 
testify, the price of vegetables 
has increased from ISceMs to 20 
cents, while the portion size on 
the main course items has 
decreased. Only on three 
occassions. that I can recall have 
dwy shown any brilhance In the 
planning of the menu, once 
each they served stuffed 
cabbage, corned beef and ihrimp 
Creole. These few dishes were 
ihe extent of their deviation 
irom the norm of starches, (the 
quantity of stschy foods 
available to the cuftotner has 
incieased appreciably) and 
starchy gravy with meat (of 
questioad>le qualtty aa meat is 
not required to be govenunent 



inspected if it does not cross a 
state line)... 

The size of the hambuqers 
sold in the Sirloin Room has 
decrease! to approximately 
sixty percoit of what had been 
the previous amount, and the 
sizes of the steaks have also 
suffered. The SI. 60 steak now 
looks like the former $1.40 
steak, which in turn has 
undergone a shrinking process. 
They now a^iear to be almost 
the same cut of meat. 

These decreases, while they 
may be attributed to inflation, 
(an enoneous defense when 
viewed under the analysb c( a 
cost breakdown versus profit 
scheme) have not been 
accompanied by an inoeate in 
the allowance made to members 
of the Food Plan, thus the 
student finds himself paying 
mofe ami more, and getting less 
and lets. Infhtioa is not the 
total reaaoa, or excuse, PROFIT 
is. 

Perhaps Ogden Foods had 
best reconsider the facts behiad 
the decrease in Food Plan 
monbers this quarter. Maybe if 
they elevate their standards 
they'll be able to rehire the 
thirty-two employees they had 
to dismiss due to the lack of 
soffkient business.

LONDON (UPI) - Kremlin has 
warned Washington London and 
Puis that the Soviet Unkm 
cannot stand idly by if the 

escalating crisis in the Middle East 
erruplsinto another full scale war 
between Israel and the Arabs, 
hi^ diplomatic totffca said 
Tuesday. 

The warnings came in 
personal messages from 5io>viet 
Premier Alexei N. Kosygin to 
President Nixon. British Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson, and 
French President Georges 
Pompidiui 

White House Press Secretary 
Ronald Ziegler said Nixon 
received a message from Kosygin 
concerning the Middle tasi crisis 
on Saturday. He said the note 
was being studied and a reply 
would be ghren in due courise. 

Soviet ambassadors delivered 
Ko^gin's message to WIson in 
London and Pompidou in Paris 
iin Monday. 

Kosygui did not spell out 
what the Soviets intended to do, 
the informants said, but left all 
options open for action 
depending on devdopmests in 
the Middle East crisis. 

TIm informants did not rule 
out Soviet intervention in the 
evmt of anotlier ail out war 
which wDidd threaten the Arabs 
with a new defeat on the sc^ of 
the 1967 w». 

The infonnaDts mid the 
Kremlin could not sit on its 
hands in the face of the growing 
hostilities and certainly would 
be in no position to swallow 
another cnnhiiv defeat of the 
Arab armies by Israel. 

The sources made clear 
Moscow does not want direct 
involvement in the Middle East, 
nor any confrontation with the 
United States, unless it sees no

*Tistol Pete" sounded quite 
sincere 1 7 months ago when he 
inated he had no interst in 
winning another national scoring 
title after setting un NCAA 
record (43.8 PPG) ui his 
sc^diomore year. 

We remember a visit with Pete 
in a Baton Rouge, La., motel 
room. 

He sat with one long leg 
thrown lar^idiy over the arm 
<'! an upholstercJ chair and 
trequently brushed his long hair 
out of his eyes while talking 
about "Tlie new Pete Maravich." 

Pete hadn't even begun 
practice for his junior season 
then, but he had made up his 
mind, or so he apparently 
thought at that time, to gunners 
and "concoitrate on becoming 
the greatest ball handler the 
game has ever known." 

But, if young Mr. Maravich 
really was more interested in

W ASHINGTON (UPl) -Sen. J. 
William Fulbright, D-Ark., 
opening hearings on Vietnam, 
said Tuesda\ there had been 
"signal unprovement" in US.

end to American participation. 

Long a critic of L S 
involvement in Vietnam, 
Fulbright toned down his attack 
on .American p<5licy as his Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
began a new assessment of the 
situation. 

He described the hearings as 
an attempt u. "assist the 
President in brmging an early 
end to this war which has 
divided and irritated the 
American people for the last five 
years." 

De-escakition pohcies begun 
by former President Lyndon B. 
I 'irwon in M.irch 1968 and 
continued by President Nixon 
were "far preferable" to 
prc\iu;iv military buildups 
1-uibriglit said. 

However, he questioned 
whether "it might not be judged 
as safe and wise to negotiate a 
prompt end to American 
participation in the war, leaving 
the Vietnamese factions to fight 
It luil anioim ificmselves." 

Sen. Charles t. Goodell, 
R-N.Y., urged the committee to 
approve his bill requiring total 
U S. withdrawal by Dec. 1. Ik- 



said the measure would be 
"shock treatments" to encourage 
the Saigon government to 
negotiate with the Communists. 

Members of Fulbright's 
committee gave Goodell no 
support, some of them saying 
any such withdrawal would lead, 
to anarchy in South Vietnam 
and end all hope of a negotiated 
peace fvmtk^ to the United 
States. 

Fulbright later told reporters 

the news media had been "pistol 
whipped" by Vice President 
Spire T. Agnew and that was 
partly responsible for the 
current "euphoria" about 
Vietnam. The broadcasting 
industry, said Fulbright, was on 
notice to lay off the Vietnam 
issue uless "they want to fed die 
lash of Mr. Agnew." 

He said that additional 
hearings would be scheduled 
sometime after the current two 
day session. Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers wUI be witness 
at later hearings, he said. 

For the time being, Fulbright 
said, there is considerable 
sentiment within the committee 
to give the administration ntore 
lime to end the war.

Rubinas led the field of five camfid^ wilfa 14^99 votes, 
SheriiKin tallied 1.422, Rock LeVeille of Now Party 
received 1 ,409, Kick Eyerdam of the Worthmgtonian, 60, 
and Bob Walker (independent), 9. 

The results were closer than in any election since the 
newh formed Action Party defeated the incumbent 
Lnivi-rsity Party four years ago. Action has since that time 
received overwhelming majorities for fteir preiidaitial 
nominees and avoided runoffs in the la.st two contests. 

The big surprise was in the newly formed Independent 
Student Pnly's dioivt^ Tldr Immc slralqDr ^ goi^ itfitar 
the votes of those students who had previously not 
iiariicipated in Student Government elections seems to 
have paid off. Along with Shermm, John Burt and Mary 
\l Im rnv. the party's men's and women's vice picridential 
candidates will be on Monday's runoff ballot. 

Opposing Burt wrill be Howie Acosta of Action Party 
vvho led in the first go-round 1,645 to 1,614. Now Party's 
Vlike RetUy trailed far behind the two leaders with 804 
votes. 

ISP's Mclneray wffl face the only major Now Party 
ciiiuiidate to make the runoff. ChrLs ,VlcI)evitt. The latter 
leads 1.650 to 1.229 with Action's Woodie Woodward 
receiving <Mily 971 . 

1 i:ink Johns, running on both the Action and ISP slates, 
was (lie only candidate to win a major office in the 
primary. He outiwUed Now P»ty's Mike Raff 2.440 to 
! .():<) Thi.s gave him the fav|ESt total Bomber of votes 
received Wednesday. 

***•«*• 

Despite a feeling of disappointiiuiii among some 
observers due to the lower than expected turnout, it seems 
remarkable that a substantial number of students on tfiis 
vampus waited in lines up to two hours to express their 
leelings on which candidates and parties should lead 
Student Government during the next year. 

No matter what the outcome of Monday's contest, a 
coalition of parties will most Iflcely control SG policy 
makuig. The ISP and Action parties both stand to gain a 
substantia nomber of inqx»rtant offices. And the 
tiintinued strength of the ISP faction in Sh'dcnt Senate 
wiiuld require any Action administration to make 
concesaoos fliat they have in the past not been required to 
iTJake. 

The poor showing of the Now Party candidates, with 
the exception of LeVeille and McOevitt, demonstrates 
continued strength of Action amoqg the Greek and 
Ireslmicn women voters. Independent students who have 
in the past not been known for tfieir participation can be 
tiled in ISP's rapid rise flris year and tfKir senatorial and 
primary victories. 

With the remaining races still rated as toss-ups due to 
the tight voting yesterday, votes erf former Now Party, 
supporters should be the deciding factor Monday. The 
>>iiterness which manifested itself between Now nd 
Action daring the fast few days of canpaipiing could hart 
the hitter's chances of picking up LeVeille stalwarts. An 
endorsement of eitho: remaining presidential candidate or 
his party seems extremely mnote at iSm tune.

Presidential candidates Chuck Sherman 
of ISP and Wayne RulHnas of Action Party 
both cUmed they were pleased with the 
results (rf yestercby's election and were 
anxious to wnqi op Hidr campaigns. 

Sherman, who entered the race late and 
was originally rated as a non-contender, 
surprised poll watchers by Tmishing within 
147 votes of Rubinas. Now Party candidate 
Rock LeVeiDe was eliminated from a 
possible run-off. but finished only 35 votes 
behind Sherman in the closest Presidential 
election in four years. 

Sherman, commenting on the results, 
said, 'it proves that the issues we raised 
have been well received by die campus. It is 
quite obvious that we have put together a 
coalition of students which appeals to ail 
segments of the campus community. 
Students obviously agree with us that tiie 
incumbent p.irty has failed to effectivdy 
represent their interests." 

Rubinas, favorite in the race until late 
last week, said of the returns, "We are quite 
pleased with the results. I want to thank all 
of the fantastic people who went out and 
did such a fantastic job for us. It is time for 
us now to consolidate our forces for the 
Monday run-off. We fed tfiat 4,500 was a 
good turn-out considering the inclement 
weather and the long lines at the voting 
boodis." 

Both Rubinas and Sherman had earlier 
comfriained about the insufficient voting 
madimes. nd pledged to increase die 
number used in the run-off Monday. 

Sherman said he was ^'ready to debate 
Wayne Rubinas any time and any pbce so 
dedde wWch candUale is the

moves with Now Party, Rubinas said, "We 
wdcome all the students who supported 
Rock LeVeiOe. We need to consolidate 
forces now to insure a strong Preadent iot 
the Studoit Body and a strong voice for 
Student Government." 

Sherman said, "We will wdcome ^ 
support of any students who are concerned 
about the job Student Government has to 
do. Our job now is to to work up a big vote 
on Monday so we can briiig a reaHy 
representative Student Goveminent to 
Florida State." 

"Ittunk that students realize now that 
our party is not made up of wild radicals 
nor individuals who want to harm the 
Gredc system. We fed that a reidBy 
effective student voice can come only from 
a more representative Student Government 
than die incumbents have provided," 
Sherman added. 

Rubinas attributed the success of Actjon 
Party ". . . on the fact that we are not a 
party of personality, but one which offers 
the student body a philosophy of 
government which is based on the maturity

The 
oppostkM to ROTC, springing largely from 
student opposition to the Vietnam War, took the 
position that teaching military science had no 
place on college campuses. 

Concurrently with ROTC-itudeat ddrmiihes on 
college campuan tfaioiiBhoirt the country, the 
military was qoiedy le^vilaatiag the p wu M B oa 
Its own. 

Last September a national Specid Committee 

: ROTC recommended to Secretary of Defense 
Melvm Laud such iiuiovatioas as the increased use 
of civite nntnicton, eliminalion of 

! commissioned officers as instructors, and 
iiiung ol a lung-standing ban on cadet marriages. 

The Comnrittee abo recommended that ROTC 
attempt to secure better idatiooi with the 
academic comaramty. 

Here at FSU, both OA. Water G. i 



of Army ROTC and Col. Edward H. Conner III, 
AFROTC are conooned with what Coimer calls 
"our image (woblem." 

"The anti-Vietnam feeling has hurt Air Force 
recruiting, but not as much here as in other 
places," Conner said. 

Coiuier said there has been a negligible effect on 
"the end resuh and the caliber of our students." 
He then added that the biggest effect "is that it 
doesn't allow us to bring in a broader range of 
stodent-ones who m^ht otiwnHae he interaied 
or concerned about ROTC but who are turned 
off because of the Vietnam controversy." 

In keeping with the recommendations of the 
national Special Committee, neither of the FSU 
programs utilize non-commissioned officers as 
instructors. 

in an effort to establish better rdatioos between 
FSlTs mflitary tad academic communities. Dr. 
Robert 0. Lawton, Dean of Arts and Sciences, 
formed the Ad Hoc Committee for the Study of 
ROTC. Ihe committee, formed bat Jane, is 
chaired by Dr. Elston E. Roady of Oe 
Government Department. 

The Committee, which is composed of Dr. 
Roady, four other faculty members and two 
stu den t s, b^an by reviewing all prinled 
instructiopal materials used in FSU ROTC 



programs. 

Committee members were invited to sit in on 
ROTC classes. ROTC kistructors then appeued 
befoie the committee to amwei queMions. 

Dr. Roady, in investigating the situation of 
ROTC on other college campuses, discovered that 
FSU is at the median as far as cndtt given for 

military courses. 

Roady says that his committee has no specific 
recommendations pending a ffaud meeting which is 

scheduled to take place sometime this month. 

Since committee members represent a q>ectrum 
of opinion ranging all the way from «]ctreiiiefy pro 
to anti-ROTC, Roady hesitates to antidptte the 
committee's fmal recommendations. 

He does fed that FSWs ROTC pnigram wfll 
continue to operate pretty much in the same 
manner with the exceptkm that there wiD be a 
greater attempt to involve it more in the afSttrs of 
the academic community. 

'We wfll try not to keep tfwm iadhted hi the 
ROTC building," Roady said. 

According to Roady, there is the possibihty that 
the cunem ad hoc oonoAtee may be eiqianded 
into a statKling committee to work on improving 
rdations between the military and academic 
communities. 



No Black Major

.'.nJ unsuccessful recruiting of 
•■ ia..k I acuity were major reasons 
tor FSU not offering a mqor in 
black studies, said Dr. Martin 
Roeder, associate dean of the 
College of Arts and Sdeaoes. 

Roeder's conmettts came 
during an interview following 
the Board of Regents approval 
Monday of Florida A & M 
Umersity's raqant to offer a 
major in Afro-American studies. 

The demand for black studies 
has not been that great, baaed on 
class enrollment, he sakl. 
"Secondly, we are recruitii^ like 
mad for black faculty," he said, 
but added that attempU had 
been largely unsucoearfiil. 

"We offer maiors to the 



capabilities of our faculty and 
tfie desires of studenU Roeder 
sakl, and reiterated that the 
classroom enrollment was not 
that high to warrant a msgor. 

Florida State does, however, 
offer courses in black studies, he 
said, and the course in "black 
rhetork is going great guns." 

"FkMTida A A M has a quite 
competent facuky in that area 
(black studies), and since our 
Students may take courses at A 
9l M, we see no mtA to have one 
(a degree program). 

Under an existing program, 
i tiid ti ata ftom FSU can register 
and receive credit for couraes at 
FAMU, and vice-versa. 

"We havent had an indication 
of a need for a raaior,'* Roeder 
sakl, but tf the demand existed 
the oniMnity warid meet it.

Secretary of Administration 
Samuel Tucker relented only 
slightly Wednesday on his 
decision to end the practice of 
allowing university system 
emidoyees and their spouses to 
take free courses, ahd Chmcellor 
Robert Mautz vowed to take the 
issue to the legislature. 

Tucker, who was empowered 
by the Governmental 
Reorganization Law to decide 
on all prerequisites to be given 
state employees, said the 
long-standing practice costs the 
state an estimated $13 milliMi. 



"The cost to the taxpi^ers is 
staggering," he said. 

Mautz said it means mily 
about $325,000 per year in lost 
revenue through tuition waivers 

but admitted Tudcer's estimate 
"is a more realistic figure" since 
it took all the costs of the state 
into accoimt. 

Tucker agreed to delay 
imidementation of the new 
pi^ey until the ^ring quarta 
because winter quarter classes 
are already underway. He said he 
would take another look at the 
practice as applied to faculty 
membors ooity.

Mrs. Moffett. 



In another attempt to interest 
the black students, the Program 
Council organized a Black 
Consciousness Week. November 
17, 1969, black artist Gylan 
Kain lectured in Moore 
Auditctfium and gave a poetry 
workshop in the Union 
Leon-Lafayette Room. Nov. 18, 
Bill Russell lectured in Westcott 
md the foBowing evening tlie 
Artist Series brought Odetta to 
Westcott. A panel of three 
Florida A&M professors were 
brought to Moore for a forum 
on Nov. 20. 

On the day of the Gylan Kain 
performance, I personally 



invited Black Student Union 
President John Burt to discuss 
invohrhig the bhdc students with 
Program Coutjcil the following 
afternoon in the Program Office 
but he newn- kq;>t the 
commitment. 

We have made every sincere 
effort and received no response 
from the black students and do 
not appreciate thefar accusations 
that they have been 
discriminated against in terms of 
joining the Union comm itte es.

Ctoaiit Court Judge Ben C. WiUis overruled the 
objections at thai time. 

Wilson, who requested today's bevteg. is txpeettd to mdce the same 

ariiument. 

A decision on whether the injunction should be made permanent is 
now pending brfore Judge WDk, foOowtaig the condusion of a hearing 
on the matter Jan. 22. 

Tomorrow's hearing, an appeal of the May rulii^, is scheduled 
iecond on the Supreme Court docket for tomorrow. It is expected to 
begin at about 10 ajn.

William J. Hutchison. Dr. 
Hutchison is chairman of a 
comprehensive health planning 
council serving an eight-county 
area. Griffith is coordinator of a 
feasilnUty study hne. 

Others on the program 
include Dr. Emanuel Suter, dean 
of the University of Florida 
Medical College, Dr. Don 
Smith, dean of the Unhrersity of 
South Florida Medical CoDege, 
and Dr. Keimeth Penrod, vice 
chancellor for medical 
education. 

Laymen who will present 
information are Dr. Robert M. 
Johnson, dean of the Fkvida 
Stete Graduate School and 
Director of Research; Dr.

Florida State got a pat on the back for its treatment of black 
students in an HEW report received ^sterday— but a warning that it 
needs to increase desegregation efforts in at least six areas. 

The report, a final list of findings from the Atlanta office of the U S 
Department of Health, Education, and Welfare, was based on 
investigations of the campus by two HEW men in kte November. 

Under the 1964 Civil Rig)iU Act. all institutions receiving federal 
foods must provide services "wfthont n^aid to race, color or national 
Ofllio.** HEW investigates to be sure the law is complied with. 

"Altfaoiigh our review of Florida State University revealed that black 
Students are in atteodraoe and that they are generally treated without 
regard to race," Dewey Dodds, chief of the education branch of the 
Office for Civil Rights, reported, "we did find some indications of 
possible problems ia idatioa to THie VI of the QfB Ri|^ Act at 
1964." 

TIk "poaflrie problems" are in tiie areas of bbdc p art i cip a tion in 

organizations; recruitment of black faculty; records of the 
of blacks on campus; int^ation of Florida High; 
non-diacrBninatioa in finaaciri aid and gradoate reaeardi; and 

recruitment of hlack students 



The leport indicated that HEW would not ^pvove if the new, and as 
yet, unkihabited. Black Studnt Uinon is used by Uadn oidjr. 

"It should be understood that in order for the operation of the 
"bouse" to be in compliance with the requirements of Title VI," Dodds 
said, "an aspects of Its operation must be avafiaUe to studeaU and 
faculty without regard to race, color or national origin. 

"If the "house' activities or facilities are utilized solely for Negro 
.students, we request that you tafoim us.of Ike litartloB as aooo ai it 



Dodds noted that there are only three blade faculty monbers in a 
total of 1,100 at FSU. 

"The university has engaged in the recruitment of faculty, however, 
tfaeie is some qnestion as to whetha efforts to recruit minority or Uacic 
facuhy have been comparable with cSaitB to ncmit wi^ fiddly 
members," the report said. 

While praising the university for its Horizons Unlimited program to 
btip kwer income blacks attend college and for iU regular student 
recnntment efforts, Dodd concluded that "special emphasis AovM be 
placed on the recmttment of studeats."

FSU Medical Program Proposed 



The possibility of establishing a basic medical sciences program at 
FSU was recomnMnded Thursday to a ^i«:ial committee of the Board 
of R^ents. 

The program woldd, in ^ect, provide the instruction necessary for 
the first year medical Student. It is called the pre-clinical phase of 

n)edical study. 

Dr. Robert Joiinson. graduate dean and director of research, who is 
chairman of an inter-university committee to implement the 
curriculum, said his committee "believes that establisiung a program in 
Bask Medical Sciences at Florida SUte is possible and desirable if such 
a program can be adequately funded and be provided with sufficient 
space and faculty to offer a quality progiam." 

The Board of Regents Curriculum Conimitiee, which is holdmg a 
series of meetings on the subject throughout the state, will later make a 
report to the full Board. The object of the committee is to plan an 
innovative medical education program which Mrill help ease the shortage 
of doctors in Florida . 

Dr. Louis Murray, an Orlando physician, is chairman of the 
committee. Other members are Fred Parker of Tallahassee and Pat 
Dodson of Pensaco!a. 

FSU would work closely with the University of Florida Medical 
College if the program is implemented. Local committee members said 
ihe University of Florida cduLalors arc enthusiastic about the plan 
because it would provide more students at the clmical level of study 
where facilities are available. 

Dr. Kenneth Penrod, vice chancellor of medical education, said 
rlinini! frirtliiio- I'M^tirn- niflicil v hook in C.ainesville and 



preclinical. He said, "They woldd be adile to accept many tiansf«sinf» 
the clinical level of instruction." 

Dr. Penrod made rt dear that the proposed plan should not be 
considered as a one or two year medical school with separate selection 
and identification of the student. In fact, he said, students who 
complete the basic course would be eii^le for entry at the clinical 
level into human medicine, vetermary medicine, doitistry, oi 
acceptable for advanced standing in graduate school if they chose to 
pursue the PhD degree. 

Dr. Uoyd M. Beidler, professor of biological sciences and a member 
of the local study committee, said ''there is a great revolution in 
medical school education. It may even be possible for a talented 
student to take part of his first year medical studies while in his senior 
year at the university." 

Dr. Penrod said a significant increase in medical education 
opportunities would require some additional outlay of money for 
equipment and faculty but said the result "can be a doubling or even 
tripling of the output of our state's medical schools in the next decade 
at a cost considerably less than could be anticipated for replication of 
the existing system of medical education." 

The Florida State report said the three factors essential for a 
successful basic program here are all avaifaible now. He listed tlwm as: 
( I ) an established program in basic sciences, (2) available nearby 
facilities to piovkle necessary clinical exposure diuing pre-clinical 
trammg, and (3) assured entry into an established center ccmtaining an 
excess of chnical teaching faciUties.

There were numerous scuffles and several students were repor; 
arrested, including two white youths carrying k>aded shotguns. 

There were no AoU find and OSun^i pcriice were equipped wn 
tear gas, none was used. 

It was the third day of racial turmoil at Manatee Hi^ School, whiclil 
has been integrated since 1966 Some of the unrest was attributed bJ 
authorities to unhapphwss on the part of bladu from nearby Palmetto 
who are being bused here this year for the first time because theii 
school has been closed down. 

A meeting had been scheduled Thursday to talk over Wednesday's 
massive rock-tiuowmg mdee between Macks and whites. 

But the Negro students apparently were unhappy with the blacks 
chosen to represent them and about 250 walked out of school and 
mfled arotmd. School Sopt. Jack Davidson left the school board 
meeting and tried unsuccessfully to talk the students into leaving 

Hemleted police and sherifTs deputies were standing by and riot 
equipped highway patrol trocqwis were called in. About 100 of the 
students had left when ordered to do so. The ofHcers formed a line a 
began a sweep down the street, herding the rest of the students ahead 
of them. 

In Tampa, Ftorida, about 100 demonstrators, most of them Negroes 
wearing one black golve, paraded in a diow of black power to protest 
against school integration plans which call for the busing of Negro 
students to white schools.

Limitation of the federal faim 
subsidy progmn— whicfa last 
year ran to some $4 billioa, 
benefited 2.5 million of the 
nation's 3 million farmers and 
has been criticized as a not<»ioiis 
misuse of funds while many 
other Americans go hungry-will 
be examined on the public 
television network debate, "The 
Advocates," Sunday, Feb. 8, 
t'lom 10 to II p m., EST. 

The live debate wflJ originate 
KCET in Los Angeles and 
be carried over most of the 180 
DoiKonimercial stations of the 
public television ^stem. The 
program will be the 19di in a 
series of 39 weMf debates oa 
major issues.

The exact question of the 
debate is: "Shoidd Congres 
limit farm subsidy payments to 
no more than S20^ per 

tamily farm? 

Advocate Max Creenberg will 
argue in favor of the subsidy 
ceiling, and advocate Howard 
Miller will present an opposing 
ase. Moderator will be Victor 
Palmieri. 

Of the 2.5 million farmers 
■-ho annually receive federal 
jyments, 10^ of them get 

ore than $20,000, several get 
nuire than $1 million, and one 
California farm has received 
more than $4 iniiioB. 

In hiiildinfs oppoation to this 



payments program, critics point 
to Stn. James O. Eastland 
(D-Miss.), a member of the 
Agricuhure Committee that 
backs subsidy, and point out 
that he, as a farm owner, has 
received some $1 17.000 in sudi 
payments. 

Proponents of unlimited 
subsidies state that withoot such 
a program, production and 
{Mrices of food and fibers will 
either increase or decrease m a 
maruier damagii^ to the 
economy and ultimately to the 
disadvantage of the comnaMr, 
who will have to pay more. 

Hurt Small Fanners Most? 

It also is argued that limited 
payments wfli hurt small farmen 
most because large farms are 
more effkirait and could better 
sustidB a drop in suppcnt, and 
the government would not ^ave 
any money because by law, the 
federal government must replace 
direct payments with loans, 
purchases and sales of farm 
produce. 

Subsidy reformers claim large 
payments are not necessary to 
control producticn or income 
and oooM be justified only as a 
form of protection for small 
farmers against price 
mniiMdation by faugB ftrm 
organizations. 

It » chaned that the 



controlling Congressional 
cmnmtttees are manned mainly 

by Southern legislators, and that 
politically powerful Southern 
cotton farmers beneflt the most 
from subsidies. It is also charged 
that big wheat farmers are 
protected by certain members of 
Congress, and in return deliver 
mi^r campaign contributions 
periodically. 

Farm payments, it is argued, 
are better used for funding food 
programs, where the need has 
proved urgent, with an estimated 
10 to 15 million Americans 
hungiy or undernourished. 

In 1969 the Department of 
Agriculture spent $3.9 biUion on 
subsidy programs, SI .2 billion in 
food prc^nuns.

Quality of entotafaunent at the Lower Room, 
located in the Baptist Student Union, is erratic 
tanging from exceOent to unbearable. On a given 
Friday ni^t, one migjit be lucky enough to catch 
a 45-minute set by FSU freshman John Paris. 

Paris, who may be lonembered by some for his 
perfomianoe during the Oct. 15 moratoriuni, 
performs a mixed bag of contemporary folk (Pete 
Seeger's "Waist Deep in the Big Muddy") and 
tastefully arrar^ed "fcikBA-vp" rock such as the 
Bee Gee's "I've Gotta Get a Message to You." 

On the other hand, if one is not so lucky, he 
may bhinder in as an aionymous sorority giil 
performs what she claims to be an orig^lal 
composition.

WASHINGTON (UPI)- Twenty-six coi«ressmen, including former 
Otympic champion Bob MatUas, have sponsored a resolution to create 
qiecial committee to investigate all aijpacts Ot tfie Natioaal CoUesiale 
Athletic Association's operations. 

Rep. RfllMft N. Qamo. DConn., joined by Rep. Robert H. Mfchel, R- 
III., as original authors of the resolution, said the proposed select house 
committee also would seek to smooth NCAA relationships with the 
Amateur AtUetic Union (AAU). 

Glamo, in a sUtement, urged immediate House actkm on the 
measure because "the recent increase in the NCAA football schedule, 
upcondqg tournaments in other major sports and the fact that the 
Olympic games are now only two years away make our task even moie 
urgent." 

While Giamo angled out the NCAA for investigation, he also 
criticized the AAU and said the two organizations "have proven 
ihomselves to be stubborn, arrogant hierarchies more ooncemed with 
their own power tium with the future of amateur athletics or the 
athletes and schools they are s upp oae d to r^reaent."

Or. Robert Johnson, dean of the graduate sdKxd and director of 

research at FSU, said, "Our desire is that the university will move in the 
direction uf an innovative program in biomedical sciences that will 
fulfill the needs of the pre-clinical portion of the medical student's 
education. Florida State is (sesently working through an 
inter-university committee to develop an acceptable basic curriculum. It 
is our desire to have the work <^ ttdt conmiittee completed by the end 
of this academic year." 

Dean Johmon said FSU committee members are wMking with 
representatives of the University oT Florida Medical School, FAIIU, and 
representatives from the Tallahassee medical community. 

At Tlninday't meeting with the Board of RegenU curriodum 
committee, Tallahassee physician WUIiam J. Hutchison said "the 
shortage of pliysicians in the north Florida area is more critical than in 
the nation in general." He said the national ratio of phyriciut per 
100/)00 is 139. The Horida ratio is 100 and the 8<ounty area 
surrounding Tallahassee is just S8. He siaid Leon County alone right 
now is in need of an additional 25 primary physicians plus one or two 
additional ophthamologists, p^chiatrists and anesthesiolpgists. He said 
projections by 1980 indidated Tallahassee wil need 300 new 
physicians. 

Dr. Hutchison listed these medical facihties in TaDahaaee widdi 
could be used in educatkm: TaOahaaiee Manorial Hospital, a 3804>ed 
general hospital; the 100-bed Florida A & M University HosptUl; the 
Bureau of Crippled Children (which has approximately 1,000 active 
patients); Extended Care of Tallahassee, a 52-patient convalescent care 
home; Sunland Hospital, a 500-bed facility for retarded and physically 
handicapped cfaidiea; Leon County lioitil Health Clinic, wtth 700 
active patienta; and die Euibtt Seal RehabaUattioa CeMer with 900 
patients. 

In addition. Dr. Hutdiiaon said, a Regional Medical Prognun has been 

established here and the eightcounfies around TallahasKe have j(^tly 
formed a Comprehensive Health Planning Council. 

The Board of Regents curriculum committee Ls assembling 
informaticm on medical education at a series of meetings around the 
state and will eventually make a report to the Board. One previous 
meeting was held ki Pennc(4a rad three more in other Fk»ida cities are 
scheduled.

A trend away from violent 
protest, an increasing number of 
graduate students, and a pressing 
housing problem are in store for 
FSU in the 1970's, according to 
Herb S. Reinhard. Dean of 
Student Services. 

Reinhard said that changes in 
the university system allowed 
for increased participation in the 
fiinctioiiing of the university 

"Some changes have been 
made-most of them loi^ 
overdue— which have involved 
students in all aspects of the 
university. I think they will be 
hard (vessed to fuid a blocked 
door which has not been 
opened." Reinhard said in 
Sunday's Tallahassee Democrat. 

Reinhard predicted an 
increased amount of protest 
from muHVity students, as an 
increasiitf number of black 



students flock to universities 
once closed to them. 

He said that many college 
administrators were becoming 

concerned over what they feel is 
an overly sensitive attitude on 
the part of some blade students. 
These students are quick to 
accuse the administration of 
discrimination if the student's 
demands are not met quickly 
enough, Reinhard said. 

"Because of this sensitivity, 
and the feeling of many 
minority students that change is 
not coming quickly enough, 
black student protest may be a 
major problem of tiie 70's," 
Reinhard said. 

Reinhard also expressed fear 
that white studenis who believe 
in equal rights may come to 
resent it if large concessions are 
made to blacks 

"Already, i have seen this 
attitude," he said. "The feeling 



HEW Difctivi 

FSU and FAMU To Develop 
Complete Planof Desegregation

The US r>epartment of Health, Education and 
Welfare has told FSU and FAMU to develop and 
implement by September a "complete {rian of 
desegregation for students and faculty." 

The Tallahassee Democrat reported Saturday 
that F SI s 6.'^-ycar-old kindergarten through 12th 
grade experimental school may be slated for .some 
drastic changes by next fall. A&M's 50-year h)W first 
through i:th grade experimental school will 
probably undergo similar changes. 

At the FSU school there are 55 white teachers 
and one black with a 94 percent u hiic student body 
while A&M's school has 25 black teachers and one 
white with 468 to 2 black/white ratio. The two 
university schools have enjoyed relative calm over 
the past several years while the other public sciu)ols 
in l.con C ounty h.ive been in a constant state of 
turmoil with studenis being juggled from school to 
school because of federal court orders. 

The FSU school director. Dr. Fdwin Bass, said 
desegregation was already in progress before the 
HEW directives were issued a week ago. He said the 



Univo'sity School Board of Directors recently had 
recoitunended both m<we dudent and faculty 
intention and discontinuance of special privileges 
for some VIP cnrollces. 

Bass also said a goal of 20 percent black students 
had been set for next fall compared with the present 
six percent. This will mean an increase in black 
pupils from the present 50 to approximately 175. 

H. K. Holt, assisUnt principal at FAMU's 
experimental school, said they re-making plans to 
integrate next fail, in line with HE W's directives, but 
said they differ from FSU in that there is seldom a 
waiting list and there has always been a cross-section 
of the black community among the student body. 

Both schools are funded by the Florida 
legislature. 

Florida Board of Regents Director, Robert 

Maut/. said there will be problems due to lack of 
transportation, voluntary attendance and the 
charging of ieev tur attendance. But Bass indicated 
the worst problem may be in finding enough 
qual^ black teaclwrs. "But we will actively seek 
them," he said.

"This is an area administrators 
will have to move in carefully; 
it's potentially explosive," 
Rnnhard continued. "1 think 
the best answer is to be fair to 
everyone and patroni^ing to no 
one. The showering of favoritism 
along racial lines is nothing more 
or less than reverse racism." 

Reinhard also predicted an 
increased percentage of graduate 
students in the Florida 

university system. 

"Obviously, they (the graduate 
' students)wfll represent a segment 
of our campus population with a 
more mature, serious attitude 
towards education," Reinhard 
said. 

"As such, they will probably 
tend for the most pan to be 
more conservative. They won t 
have time for protest rallies and 
marches, and may have a lower 
tolerance for such activities on 
the part of others." 

Reinhard expressed hope thai 

the gicaier number ol graduate 
students will be balanced off bj 
undergraduates. Reinhard said 

that hewould not enjoy leachiii'-' 
at a strictly graduate insiiiutioii 

"For, just as graduate 
Students have less time for 
protest, they have less time for 
the social life which is so much a 
part of the coll^ e:qperience," 
Reinhard said. 

Reinhard pointed out that 
FSU was facing a great housing 
shortage. 

Most undergraduates cannot 
afford the high rents charged b> 
private apartments, said 
Reinhard. ".\nd I don"i liave to 
spell out for you the problems 
that black and foreign students 
have in finding off -camp us 
housing." 

"The only answer is to pul 

more money into building 
campus housing which will be 
more than a place for students 
to come in out of the rain, 
Reinhard insisted. 

"The philosophy of campus 
housing used lo be that resident 
halls were a part of the total 
educatioad process."

FSU and Leon County officials have bigger and 
betta footbdl ttadfanm on tbek minds. 

Aldioi^ the 43,000-ieat Campbell Stadium is 
filled to capacity only when the FSU— Florida game 
is pl^ed in Tallahassee, speculation continues about 
plans for a new stadium or additional seating for 
Campb^ &adiwn. 

Expansion of the stadium would necessitate 
changes in the proposed Seminole Expressway 
whidi would pass too dote to the facility. 

In talks to the Leon County Commission last 
Thursday , a delegation of FSU executives headed by 
Executive Vice President C. Ceci Mackey taid the 
commission that the expressway plans as revealed 
thus far indicated an all-too-close alignment with 
the sudium's southwest boundary. 

The ddegation appeared before the special 
meeting of the commission to say the university is 
contemplating possible expansion of Campbell 
Stadium and w91 determme the impact of the 



expressway before ^hms are formalized. 

The university officials also eotCTtained inquiries 
involving available land wert of the city for the 
locatiOD of a propoied new stadium. 

But Mackey said the funding invohnd in stadium 
building might provide a barrier smce, 
Ray Green, director of planning, estimates the cost 
of a 60,000 seat stadium would be about $120 per 
seat. 

"At thb pc^, we have not been able to figure 
out how we could finance a stadium of this 
magnitude," he said. 

Mackey said the univeristy might consider adding, 

5.000 seats to the existing stadium worthwhile if 
the project could be done without interference from 
the Seminole Expressway. 

A track of former federal land near the Federal 
Correctional institution east of Tallahassee was the 
focus <^ discusrions by local governing bodies 

concerning the possible 55,000-seat public i 
for use by FSU and for other purposes.

Proposed Food Refor] 



To the Editor: 

The actual FSU food plan is a 
nuisance costly and 
uneconomic for both customer 
(stiKlenit ind distributor in its 
rigidity and bureaucratic aspects. 

The student is bound to 
consume two or three meals a 
day and loses his "pre-bought 
right of consumption" if he does 
nut consume exactly in 
accordance with Ms rig^ |riaa. 

As i>rton happens, he will be 
oiii will) friends, invited or out 
of town and, thus, he greatly 
reduces the slight econcHnk 
advantage of entering the food 
plan by forfeiting one or more 
iikmU. Many students do not 
join I he plan jm because of this 
oiisulcr.it ion and the 
uiiplicalioiis on their liberty of 
clioicc. 

I1K dislrihuloc (or food 
sorvt<:c> has found a most 



unrewarding and 00^ way of 
employing manpower: two 
women stand at the cash register 

with paper and pen in their 
hands to check the food plan 
people; this procedure for 
several hours a day-a most 
rational way of reducing 
unempioyimnt and lowering the 
costs for the service, i e., the 
basil for the piice-calcul of the 
food delivered to the students! 

The solution for both evils is a 
coupon system, where eg. $100 
worth of coupons ( UtO oi'upons 
for SI or 200 coupons for 30 
cents worth of food) are strid to 
the student at a reduced price 
(say S80 or $85) to be used for 
his meals whenever he wants to. 
This gives liberty of choice to 
the students, attracts a greater 
number to buy coupons and 
liberates the two tuideremployed 
(ki the economic sense) 



a^ttkmal wtnnen at the cadi 

reg^er for a more rewarding 
and useful employment. The 
student just presents his coupons 
at the cash register and 
eventually pays the balance in 
cash. 

This system is practiced at 
many European universities and 

in a variation on all French 
campuses. The coupons with 
otdy their vahie (SI, 50 cents, 
etc., in different colors) and no 
date on them would give more 
liberty to the user Bid rdfeve 
the two supplementary and 
uiBiecessary bystanders at die 
cash register for another use, 
thus attracting more people to 
johi tim kind of food and 
makaig it more efficient and less 
costly. I think it deserves 
consideration.

There are tmly 102 practkang doctors for every 100,000 

people in Florida today. 

The already high cost of medical insurance is expected 
to doaUe by 1975. 

The doctor shortage and soaring medical costs are two 
inseparable problems which must be solved if Floridians 
are to retain their rights to "healtii" as well as happiness. 

Adoption of the "Indiana Program for statewide 
Medical Education" would be a good start. It is now under 
study by the Flmrida Board of Regents. 

The plan promises to produce more and better doctors 
for less money. Admittedly, that sounds like the boasting 
of a not-so-shck 1880 medicine man, but it just might 
work. Here an tte geocnri stqp oatlned yesterday to the 
Regents: 

The state's four-year medical schools, covering the total 
ciffricoiinn firom baac medical ^taMng to dinical practice 
would be cut to three or even two-year institutions 
offering only the advanced clinical work. 

Stodfes in d K uriBUy , hMegy mod other pre-dmical 
subjects would be offered at non-medical coUegBS and 
universities during the student's first years. 

TMs wooM leave tfie purely medical sdio(4 fiKffities for 
advanced students. The University of Florida, for instance, 
accepts 65 medical students each year. If the first two 
years were takoi dae^dtee. tfiat sdioot omceivaUy could 
add 130 advanced stodmts to iteproffranrad graduate 65 

more doctors each year. 

Indicia has created a statewide system of internships 
and residencies, setting up what amounts to region^ 
medical campuses in hospitals throughout the state. 

A $2.5-miIlion legislative appropriation in Indiana 
provided participating hospitals tfiere witii $1,500 
mbsidies for each intern or readent accepted. It also 
provided a color educational tetevisimi network within the 
taiedical ptoffam. 

Such regional enters in Ftetida would eliminate the 
wastefuU construction and equipping of full-blown 
ho^itals in small uiuvmity comoMurities at a time when 
urban areas need ttem deaiieiat^y. 

The number of intern and resident slots abo coidd be 
expanded to keep yoimg doctors from leaving the state. 

The televiaton network is m obvious advantage. The 
best of Indiana's medical minds mt avaUMe iwtudy to 
every student in the state. 

Flmida can benefit ftmn Aia pbn. The Board of 
RggWta has shown foresight in seriously considering it. We 
hope the taBt soon will be translated into action. 

We hope tiw Florida legislature will make an bivestment 
HI reasonably priced medical care for its constituents-by 
^ppropriatiiv whatever fmds are needed to put such a 
faito effect.

'i^ropress can come up laughing," remarks the narrator, as a white 
foremen carefully amends the word "fellas" to "men." Blacks and 
whites then begin a more iitf<»mal and pressure-free dialogue about 
theii ambitions.

Recruiting starts in earnest on 
the college level. Most of the 
nation's colleges recruit or are 
selective about all their students. 
And 'op high school athletes 
frequently gel special atlentii' i 
first from alumni volunteers, 
then from coaching staff 
rccruituig specialists. 

Basketball star Lew Alcindor, 
for Distance, says he had 50 
"legitimate" offers before 
settling at UCLA five years ago. 
But just one is enough to start a 
coD^e athletic career. 

Then the pro scouts take over. 



They're outnumbered by college 
recruiters but their methods are 
definitely more refined. 

Three different scouting 
combines in the National 
Football Le^ue comb the 
nation and evaluate college 
prospects by sophisticated 
computers; their member clubs 
then dip into the grab bag for 
what's available in the college 
draft each January. 

QuarterbadL Teny Bradshaw 
of Louisiana Tech, who m^t 
have been lost in the shuffle in 
the uid days, went no. 1 overall 
when the lowly Pittsbwi^ 
Steelers picked him to start the 
1970 coUege draft. 

Chuck Burgoon, a 240-pound 
linebacker from little North Park 
College of Chicago, was the third 
Jioice of the NFL ChampicHi 
Muinesota V&ings. 

Baseball, whkh abo has a 
draft of free agents, is 
developing its scouting program 
on an even more massive scale. 

Fventually, probably in 1971, 
it will go nationwide. 

"With central scouting in a 
few years, each club is saving 
about $250,000 a year," says 
general manager Lee MacKiail of 
the New York Yankees. 

"Furthermore, we're covering 
a wider territory and going it 
more thoroughly. It simply 
means there is no duplication of 
effort in prelimiiuiry scouting. 

"Naturally, where a hot 
ftotpect is uncovered, every 
club will get a man on the scene 
to look hfan over. But now you 
won't find 24 clubs looking over 
a boy who has no chance 
whatsoever." 

Vn, haskelball teams still go 
their own way but their task, 
with fewer positions to fill, is 
somewhat simpler. 

Nevertheless, Dick McGuire, 
chief scout for the New York 
Krucks, says he has seen nearly 
all of this year's college seraors 
play at least once in the past 
three years. Other teams, 
presumably, are equally 



thorough. 

G<^ers, tennis players, trade 
stars, boxers and swimmers 
come under the watchful eye of 
national associations as well as 
colleges. Certain Olympk 
development programs, notably 
swimming, even dip to the 
pre-teen level.

WASHINGTON (UPI)-The Democratic Party 
replied Sunday to President Nixon's SUte of the 
Union address with a televised film intended to 
show "a not so silent majority"" blaming the 
administration for inflation, unemployment, urban 
decay, pollution and poverty. 

But the professionally produced one-hour fflm, 
beamed aaoss the nation free of charge by the 
three m^ tetevislon networks, repreaented m 
obvious departure from past presentations in 
which portly politicians followed one another to 
the microphone with tong-winded ipeeciies. 

This year the party turned to its best-looking 
legislators, found a supporting cast of angry 
shoppers and unemployed workers and p<rt timn 
in a variety of settings including a supermarket, an 
abandoned housing development, a smog covered 
valley aitd an outdoor coffee ihop. 

Initial Republican reactimi came from Rep. Bob 
WUson. chairman <rf the CW Congressional 



Conuiiiitee. v»h(i said -'The Democrats pinptiinted 
many of the problems lacing the country on their 
TV diow-re^ual problems left over from eight 
years of Democratic administrations and they 
sounded just hke a group of disgruntled heirs 
arguiiV over their meager inhnitance." 

The best-known Democratic figures, with the 
exception of Sen. Edmund S. Mudcie, r>Maine, 
were not shown or were relegated to minor roles. 
The stars were attractive newcomers like Reps. 
Patsy Mink, D-Hawaii, and Wiffiam Clay, D-Mo., or 
candidates facing tough re-election contests, like 
Sens. Albert Gore, D-Tenn., and Ralph 
Yarborou^.D-Tex. 

The Democrats did manage to squeeze in a 
minute for a traditional behmd the desk with the 
flag message from 78-year-old speaker John W. 
McCormack, Mass., who praised "yoang 
Democrats" and "emerging leaders." The film's 
producers spliced in sboU of yooog people wfafle 
BlcCormack spoke.

Southern Governors 
Fight Desegregation 

MOBILE, Ala. (Un)-Four deep South governors, appearing somber 
and hurried, huddled in a fourth floor conference room overlooking 
Mobile Bay Sunday in an effort to find some way to fight strict federal 
school desegregaticm ordm. 

"We need to determine the bes'. course of action and pursue it ." said 
Alabama's Albert Brewer, who talked with reporters for a few minuics 
before hurrying into the dosed door sesskm in the International IvMh 
Center, a new, four story buildirig on the waterfront. Georgia's Lester 
Maddox and Louisiana's John McKeithen also paused to talk with 
reporters, but John Bdl WaHamt ef Mioiaappi walked briddy into the 
room and ignored questions. 

"We're being treated like second<lass citizens and we resent it as 
deeply as we can," said McKeithen. "We're going to do exactty what we 
can. We expect to be treated like first-class citizens." 

Statements by the governors before the conference nude it clear that 
they would make a concerted attack on federal court orders requiring 
busing and establishing racial balance, rather than trying to totally 
avoid desegregation. 

Maddox has filed suit in U. S. District Court at Washington claiming 
that the civil rights act specifically prohibits busing of students to 
adiieve racial balance. Brewer has filed a suit seeking to have the 
government apply the same school int^atnn standards in all parts of 
the nation. Wa&nns is trymg to force a legal ibowdown on the 
constitutionality of the "total intepatkm plans ordered by the U S 
Supreme Co urt."

and biased against theu cases. 

Asked be had any memory, 
favorable or unfavorable, of 
Carswdl during the time he was 
attorney general, Ctark said: 
"No . I have no inqveaskm at aO. 
That mearu something, too, 
because I had a clear impression 
of those judges who we thought 
were particularly effective in 
fulfilling the rights of American 
citizens. And there were a good 
many hi the Soudi."

Dr. William Wharton, 
President Stanley Marshall is <me more step closer to an 
administrative staff which is solely of his own choosing. 
Few major administrators who are left over from the days 
of President Jolm Champion or before, now remain. 

it is natiural for a imiversity president or other duef 
administrator to surround himself with men who are 
coinputible with him; men of Ul^e political and 
philosophical views. MarshaO admitted this shordy after 
the resignation of Arnold. "There must be a feeling of 
^-oniplete " compatibility among the members of an 
administrative team." he siod. 

The tragedN is wh;it this search for compatibility does to 
members of the outgoing administrative team. Many are 
uprooted, forced to leave Tallahassee for comparable 
positions. 

As was the case with others who resigned since Marshall 
was named acting presi<fent and later president. Dr. 
Wharton was, in effect, given the word. Ilie resiyiation 
was not of his own choosing. 

Sources close to Wharton said he met with Marshall 
shortly after Champion's resignation. In "a 
straightforward talk." they said Wharton asked Marshall if 
it was desired that he step down as registrar. The sources 
said Wharton was told he was doing a fine job and was 
asked to stay on. But last week, they said, Wharton was 
told his services as registrar were no longer desired.

advantage of entering the food 

plan by forfeiting one or more 
meals. Many students do not 
join the plan just because of this 
consideration and the 
implications on their liberty of 
choice. 

The distributor (or food 
service) has found a most 

unrewarding and costly way of 
employing manpower: two 
women stand at tlw cash register 

with paper and pen in their 
hand.s to check the food plan 
people; this procedure for 
several hours a day— a most 



rational way of reducing 

unemployment and lowering the 
costs for the service, i.e., the 
basis for the price<alcul of the 
food delivered to the students! 

The solution for both evils is a 
coupon system, where e.g. $100 
worth of coupons (100 coupons 
for $1 or 200 coupons for 50 
i-cnts worth of food) are sold to 
the student at a reduced price 
(say $80 or S8S) to be used for 
his meals whenever he wants to. 
This gives liberty of choice to 
the students, attracts a greater 
See REFORM pg.

Health Investment

There are only 102 practicing doctors for every lOO.OOO 
people in Florida totby. 

The already high cost of medical osmrance is expected 
to double by 1975. 

The doctor shortage and soaring medical costs are two 
inseparable problems which must be solved if Floridians 
are to retain their rights to "health" as well as happiness 

Adoption of the "Indiana Program for statewide 
Medical Education" would be a good start. It is now under 
study by the Florida Board of Regents. 

The plan promises to produce more and better doctors 
for less money. Admittedly, that sounds like the boasting 
of a not-so-slick 1880 medicine man. but it just might 
work. Here are the general steps outlined yesterday to the 
Regents: 

The state's four-year medical schools, covering the total 
curriculum from basic medical training to clinical practice. 
wouW be cut to three or even two-year institutions 
offering only the advanced clinical work. 

Studies in chemistry, biology and othw pre-clinical 
subjects would be offered at non-medical colleges and 
universities during the student's first years. 

This would leave the purely medical school faciUties for 
advanced students. The University of Florida, for instance, 
accepts 65 medical students each year. If the first two 
years were taken elsewhere, that school conceivably could 
add 130 advanced students to its program and graduate 65 
mofe doctors each year. 

Indiana has created a statewide system of interiisliips 
and residencies, setting up what amounts to regional 
medical campuses in hospitals througtwut the state. 

A S2.5-million legislative appropriation in Indiana 
{MTOvided participating hospitals there with $1,500 
subsidies for each intern or resident accepted. It also 
provided a color educatifMial teievision aetwcwfc within the 
medical program. 

Such regional centers in Flwida would eliminate the 
wastefuU contraction and equipping of full-bk>wn 
hospitals in small university communities at a time when 
urban areas need them desperately. 

The numbCT oft intern and resident dots also couki be 
expanded to keep young doctors from leaving the state. 

The television network is an obvious advantage. The 
best of InOma's medkri mMs are available instantly to 
every student in the state. 

Florida can beneflt from this plan. The Board of 
Regents has diown foicsi|g^t in seriously considering it. We 
hope the talk soon will be translated into action. 

We hope the Florida legislature will make an investment 
in reasonably priced medical care for its coBStltnents-by 
appropriating whatever funds are needed to put aach a 
program into effect.

Two years ago. Dr. J. 
Anlhony Uewdlyn, associate 
prurcssor of engineering science 
ai FSU exchanged his academic 
robe for the fliglrt soit of an 
astronaut. 

Dr. Uewdlyn uiswered an 
advert iscment in a scientific 
journal, while a member of the 
faculty at_ FSU, and was 
recruited by NASA as a icientist 
astronaut. 

His first week as an astronaut 
wM spent imdeigoing j^ysicals 
at the School of Aerospace 
Medicine at Brooks AFB. San 
Antonio, Tex. Afterwards his 
tine was spent at the Maimed 
Spacecraft Center in Houston. 

"Living on an Air Force base 
as a civilian was an interesting 
experience," Uewellyn said, 
mostly because he was often 
mistaken for an unkempt 
officer. "I was given the rank of 
ligh. (lieutenant) colonel for Air 
lorcc purposes, and wore a 
fbght suit arrayed with squadron 
patches," he said. 

He never wore a hat (a 
military must) and the sight of 
his flowing silver k>cks and 
buane uniform brought on 
confrontations with outraged 
brass. "1 thought one was going 
to explode until he saw the 
NASA patdi on the front of my 
flight suit and realized I was one 
of the two "odd birds" on the 
base." he said.

blue glow on the upper edges of 
the earth's atmosphere from an 
orbiting laboratory. Dr. 
Llewellyn said, was his incentive 
for joining the astronaut 
program. 

The skyglow. he said is the 
result of X-rays and gamma 
particles hitting the atmosphere 
at tremendous speeds. The 
bombardment causes chemical 
reactions in the atmosphere that 
emit light. He called it a very 
esthetic phenomenon. 

The manned oibitnm lab (not 
the military MOL) from which 
he {^nned to observe this 
phenomenon offered the 
advantage of allowing an 
overview of the entve earth, 
much as the ESSA weather 
satellite pictures afford the 
meteorok>gist greater predsicni 
in forecasting. 

Another distinct advantage is 
that the scientist is able to 
observe for much longer periods 
(rf time, he said. 

Aside from his regular 
teaching duties. Dr. Llewellyn is 
constructing an apparatus which 
will simulate skyglow in lai 
laboratory. 

He resigned from the 
astronaut program when the 
orbital flighu, origiiially 
scheduled for fall 1969, were 
postponed until 1972. 

He saki that the other reasons 
for leaving were complex, but 
that the main ones were the 
lengthy jet training, and 
frequent consultations with 
aerospace contract<MS which left 
little time for hit primary 
interest in researdi.

If the astronaut program were 

to be stabilized and not reduce 
his research time to such an 
extent, he said, he would 
wekomc the opportunity to 
return to it. 

He does not beUeve that the 
recent cutback in space funds 
win stop the progress of 
exploration, but slow it doini to 
a rational pace. 

He believes tiat the problems 
of social welfare and 
environmental control are more 
pressing and need at least equal 
empha^.

"I did not, replied Lathiop. Lathiop said he started drafting the 
charges against Calley last August and went to the Pentagon for legal 
a.ssistance in making oul the specirications. 

Lathiop was the fust witness called by the prosecution in an attempt 
to knock down defease dakns that "command influence "-from 
P'c ideiit Nixon down through the Army chief of staff to the Ft. 
Benning commander— resulted in the Army prosecuting the 26^ear-old 
lieutenant from Ifiaou.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. 
(UP1)-A House Ribcommittee 

approved a MD to permit 
collective bugaioiiig by piAlic 
enqdoyMa Monday, fortiUdiiig 
strikes but aUowing unkn 
officials to make strike threats. 

Rep. George Baumgartner, 
D-North Miami Beadi, said 
attorneys for the Hoow Labor 
and Industry Committee advised 
him the state could outlaw 
strikes by its woricos, but there 
was no way of stopping strike 
ialks without infringing upon 
I reedom of speech. 

If a public employee 
organization called an illegal 
strike against a government 
agency, it coukl be fined $5,000 
to S20,000 per day during tiie 
strike. Each officer or official 
representative of a striking union 
wouU be sidijeet fofloMof $50 
toSlOOperday. 

The bill deflnes a strike as 
"the concerted stoppifB ai 
work." including mass 
resjgnatiwis, picketing and 
refusal to crosi pidut lines, and 
boycotting at a means of 
"inducing, influencing, 

.midoning or coercing a change 
in the terms and conditioiu of 
emptoymeot." 
The bill would create a 



an 11 -member advisory council. 
The commission, made up of 
independent citizens, would set 
regulations for collective 
bargaining and investigate 
diarges of labor law violatians.

Procedures 

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI)-A House committee approved a bil! 
establishing procedures for legislative investigations Monday after 
chopping out a provision permitting some bearings to be closed to the 

public. 

The bill's sponsor, House Republican leader Don Reed of Boca 
Ratoo, in(Bcaled.iie wouU fig^A to reinstate the provision when the bill 
reaches the House ftorar. It was ddeted by a 3-2 vote of the 
administration committee. 

"As you know, the press has never been disposed to the protection 
of anyone's ri^ts if it makes a good story . . . they'll go suaight for the 
jugular every chance tfiey get," Reed said. 

As drawn originally, the bill would have permitted any investigatini 
committee to exclude the pubhc by majority vote. A committee would 
have had to affirmatively vote to permit any televising, filming oi 
recording for broadcast of any hearing. 

Reed said the closed hearing provisions-although a sharp 
modificatk>n of the "government in the sunshine" law-wa: 
"insignificant" in conqmison to the importance of passing the bil 
settii^ up investitive procedmes. 

The bill requires tiiat any legislative investigation be mandated by i 
resolution or statute. It gwes witnesses the right to be represented by ai 
attorney md piovules a fine iq> to $500 and tq> to one year in prisor 
for as^one convicted of contend

FSU and FAMU To Develop 
Complete Planof Desegregation

The US Dqtartment of Health, Education and 
Wct&re has told FSU and FAMU to devekip and 
implement by September a "complete pin of 
dea^egatioo for studenU and faculty. " 

The Trilahiiirr Demooat reported Saturday 
that FSU's 65-year-old kindergarten through 12th 
grade experimental school may be slated for some 
drastic changes by next fall. A&M's SO-year^dd first 
through 12th grade experimental idMMl will 
probably undergo similar changes. 

At the FSU school there are SS white teachers 
and one black with a 94 porcent white student body 
whle AAM's school has 25 bbdt teachers and one 
white with 468 to 2 black/white ratio. The two 
university schools have eigoyed rdative calm over 
the past aeveid yean wfaOe the odierpiAik schools 
in Leon County have been in a constant state of 
turmoil with students being juggled from school to 
school because of federal court orders. 

The FSU sdiool director. Dr Edwin Bass, said 
desegregation was already in progress before the 
HEW directives were issued a week ago. He said the

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Sherman Sees 
'New FSU'

"I think our victory and the Action Party loss indicates an alienation 
from the costly media politica we have seen at Florida State. It is also 
an indication that students want their representatives to change as the 
university has." 

These were the thoughts of Ftorida State's new student body 
president one day after his election. Chuck Sherman, a 24-ycar-old 
graduate student in govermnent, consklers himself part of the "new 
FSL! ■■ a university and a student body which is reflecting the changes 
being made in our society. 

"One of the nuior reasons for the apathy at FSU is the fact that ilie 
university has changed, but student aovernmeni hasn"t. the 
Independent Siuderii Party represents the ideas and altitudes ot the 
new PSU." Sherman said yesterday. 

"One of the basic problems with student government in the past has 
been a lack of real representation. Most student politicians came troni 
an elite group, mostly Greek, which simply lost sight of the needs and 

desires of the average student. The dormitory resident, the black 

student, manied students and older students were ignored. We plan to 
change things." lie said 

When asked about his ability to deal with the university 
administration and the Board of Regents, Sherman replied that he 
would "... be able to talk to them, but it's up to them whether or not 
they want to listen. 1 am sure we will have our disagreements, but 
hopefully we can work them out like reasonable people." 

Sherman, like his opponent in Monday's election, consders himself 
an activist student. He says he decided to run for the presidency 
because he felt studenis vvere not being adequately represented, and 
because student government had become too isolated from the avenge 
«udent. 

It cannot bo said that Sherman has shied away from the problems of 
the university, and his friends claim one of his attributes is his 
frankness. In a televiswn interview yesterday, Sherman openly endorsed 
recognition of all groups on canqNis. induding mcfa dtfcrae 
organizations as YAF and SDS. 

He has also endorsed a number of proposals whidi have received 
varying degrees of support from administrators and faculty. 

"Living conditions in university housing have been a problem at FSU 
for several years, but have resulted in very little positive action. The 
university has a large and varied income, induding such things as 
vending machine revenues, which it allocates on the basis of its own 
value juducnientN I Icel rather strongly that more of this revenue 
should gu to improvements uf living areas, and will do my best to see 
that it does in the future," he saM .

The adminisuation is planning no civil action against the four 
students who allegedly stole about 15,000 Flambeaus from their racks 
Monday. Dr. Cecil Mackey, executive vice president, said Tuesday 
aftcriKxjn after a meeting wiih the Board of Student Publications. 

Mackey said normal university procedures will be followed which 
Would include turning the students over to Dr. Gerard Fowler, director 
of disciplinary and judicial aftairs. 

At the meeting, the board agreed that Editor Sam Miller had acted 
beyond his authority when be signed a waiver of civil prosecution 
Monday night. 

Miller, when contacted by Campus Security officials, decided not to 
press cwa charges of grand larceny against the four who, if convicted, 
could have received up to five years in prison. 

Members of the board agreed that error was made on the parts of 
holh Miller and Campus Security in assuming that the editor of the 
peqKrr is authorized to mike such a decision. The final decision rests in 
the hands of the president, they sakl. 

l owlcr received Campus Security reports on the theft and the four 
suspects Tuesday afternoon. He said the students probably will be 
turned twer to Honor Court. He said arraignment would probably take 
place Thursday if the four are to be tried m the studdit courU.

V. • . in Monday's Student Government elections a 
reason for being optimistic about the future, but one for 
being a little sad. 

We are encouraged by the impressiw shewing of Chuck 
Sherman and the Independent Student Party; not alarmed 
as arc some persons who see ^lerman and flie Iff M 
ultra-liberal, radical. 

To us, he Is a relief from what had become elitism, an 
ultra-formal, and at times, unethical Student GoveronMt. 
It is safe to say thaw wiH be changes made. There wfll be 
innovations* sndi as the Center for Participant E^cation. 
which woirid dlow studoits to, in effect, create cotvses hi 
the areas they fed are icaBy relrrant. 

Sherman is, in a word, refreshing. His dress is as the 
normal FSU student (how many average students wear 
coat and tie every day?). His ideas are easBy 
understandable; they call for a basic participatory 
democracy, or, as Dan Brady, Sierman's campaign 
manager md key advisOT pat H, "a bringing of Stndent 
Government to the students and off the HM floor of Ae 
Union." 

His campaign was lefrealiing. It wasn't conunerchdized, 
so to speak, because the ISP had little money. There were 
no full-page newspaper ads or radio ^ts. The ISP 
campaign was conducted almost exclusively on a 
person-to-person basis. .\nd the personal appeal worked. 
Students voted who h:id never before voted. The turnout 
was the largest e\er lor an FSU student election. And as 
the returns indicated, many of them voted for 9iennal in 
answiT to llie pmonni appeal. 

.\n with an> new administration, the promises are 
flourishing, the goals, perhaps, idealistic. But the 
.ipproai'lu'v u ill Ix- now And, it is felt here, the chances for 
success are ijood. 1 his is reason to be opUinistic. 

But the elections caused a note of sadness. TTiey 
proh.ibU nK\m the oiid (it WMXiie Riibinas" participation in 
FSL Student Government. Kubinas served SO lor three 
years as senator, men's vice president, and lately, vice 
president. Mis s^TNicc u:is tlmoied .mil umi:i11v effective. 
One of his most important areas of intluence was in the 
establishment of the Black Student Uimm. 

Mosi tragic \v;is the inanner in which Rubinas" 
reputation was tarnished by his campaign, which included 
back-stabbing and star tactics. It k felt here that RabinaB* 
campaign was not really Rubinas" campaign. It was not 
the way he has done things during his three years in SG. 

F<iually tragic was tte impact cm Rubinas of "the great 
Flambeau robbery." Neither Rubinas nor Action Party 
leaders were responsible, but because of past party tactics, 
they were suspected. This suspidon undoubtedly 
influenced many voters. 

The sadness is in the probable departure of Rubinas. He 
niaj look back and see little that he has accompUshed. Let 
it suffice to say, for whatever it is worth, he acccnnpUshed 
much.

Whrt happoHd to Action Party (AP) at tha 
polls in Monday's run-off waf boiiad to imfftm 
sooner or later -the "machiee** fiaaHy broke 

dOWB. 

AP had been ia coooand of Studmt 
Government for three years and lai bidt its 
strei^th on a platform of charge, bat Ana years 
of ncoBK at the polls forced the parly to adfocM 
the itatm quo at a thne when atodeat actMnn it 
tKe darion call at FSU. 

AP simply was unabk to outplay the 
ludapendant StodeaU fMy (KP) in avpoiting 
student activtsm 

But this alone was not the primaiy cause of 
AFt demise; internal pioUeDU racked die ousted 
party throughout the cimpaign. 

Some of the problems which beset AP are the 
follow ing: 

—Outgoing president Canter Brown's inability 
to mend potitkal fences widi Rock LeVeiDe, who, 

although defeated at the poBs ia the primary 
election, still had strong support -cspeciaBy with 
the Greek organizattons; 

A letter attributed to Wayne Rubinas but 
actually written by AP campaign coordinator Jack 
Whitley calling Chucl< Sherman "anti-everything" 
even tboii^ ISP had an ROTC member, a black 
and two athletes running for office. That letter 
served to polarize wiicr> jt j iinie when AP's 
tfrength depended upon uniting tleeing coalitions; 

-Rock l-eVeille's endorsement of Sherman. 
This had to hurt Action because LeVeille had long 
been associated with AP and had come to 
symbolize the personilication of Student 
Government. Nancy Noel's endorsement and that 



of CharUe Banks served to soothe many of the 
fears harbored by the Greeks; 

-The theft of the Flmbeam wWch contained 
the LeVeille-Noel endorsements had to cast some 
doubts 1900 thi conduct of the AP campaign; 

-Bat peihept the most significant reason 
behind the AI' defeat lies in the nature of the 
campaign itself. At 00 time during the campaign 
was AP aUa to gnwoto dM eadnaam needed to 
instill a sense of urgency in the voter. It is 
axiomatic that when large nimibers of voters turn 
out, chances are they are govag to vote fot a 
change in the existing order. Gene Steams realized 
this three years ago when AP took its first victory 
and,in ao doing, ousted an incumbent party. 

fai Monday's run-off. a large number of voters 
timed out to chaise die exiitiBg order. It's as 
simple as that. 

But the matter doesn't end here. For several 
weeks there have been internal grumblings among 
AP members over Jade Whitley's conduct of tlie 
campaign. Several candidates |vivately vowed to 
oust him from the Student Goveimnent "inner 
circle" upon assuming office. 

There were reports that Whitley painted a false 
picture of confidence and failed to engender any 
political spaik which is necessary for victory In 
short, AP's failure must in some measure be 
attributed to Jack Whitley, who privately told this 
writer that Action would win no mailer what 
happened. At least several AP officials got theii 
privately expressed wish— Jack Whitley soon 
be out of Student Government.

The eirtiie protect is coordinated 
by the three-year-old FIO. 

According to the St. 
Petersbtog Times, mtroductory 
courses in oceanography will be 
oflered as well as more 
sophisticated courses. The 
i iuxluctory courses will offer 
i^li instruction as how to use 
;vaah/cd equipment required 
in gatheruig algae, maring plants 
and animah, and how to take 
water and bottom samples. 

In the more advanced studies, 
samples are analyzed to 
determine the chemical 
c()mp<5nents deposited there by 
pesticides. insecticides, and 
other pollutants carried by 
rivers, which may have a 
! Iicant effect on marine 
j<lants and animak, and humans. 
These studies also investigate the 
;iossibi!itics for aquacuhurc (sea 
'arming) and to bcatc places 
favorable for such projects. 

Dr. Robert V Smith, director 
(il FIO, interviewed by a St. 
Petersburg Times 
correspondent, said the entire 
[Miijcct will take one year to 
Miiplete. Il will be funded with 
N 'O.OOO of stale iunds and 
200,000 from federal grants 
"li private funds 

James I. Jones. ass»n.iate 
profes.s«>r of oceanography at 
I SI) and one of the leading 
cicniisls in the piogiam, 
dtNcnbed FSU's part in these 
piojccls. 

FSU established the idea of a 
synoptic, multi-ship projeci in 
I he eastern Gulf, according to 
l)r Jones.

TAI.l.AHASStl:, Ha. (UPI)-SeCTetary of Administration Samuel 
lucker agreed Tuesday to permit sUte iniwenity on^oyees to 
continue taking I rcc courses through the end of the Spring quarter but 
said the practice would stop then. 

Tucker, who was empowered by the Gomnmcntai Reoiguiization 
Act to specify any perquisite for state officers and employcef. Mid he 
was permitting the free course policy to continue for the remaioder of 
the academic year only because it was promised to employees in the 
opcraiins manual of the Bowd of R^ents and is iachided ia cunent 

contracts. 

University Chancellor Robert Mautzsaid he will Uke the issue to the 
legislature, contending the free omines are "uaditional in universities 
throughout the nation and are part of tihe warp and woof of that 

society." 

Tucker said it costs the sUte about S 1 3 million per year and appears 
to be contrary to the legislature'* iatmt in aw ig n i wg Un to paike 

perquisite . 

Tucker also refused to authorize the continuance of diaoourts for 
faculty members and employees for purdiaaeDrt book stores and for 
tickets to athletic events or other university propunt, deq^ Mwtz's 
contention employees get lower prices through a "two or three tier 
piicc structure" rather than discounts. 

Althoi^ he tonporarfly continued the free oourses-iq> to six hours 
per quarter-avabbie to aB teacUng and iian4MGiiBg oiployees. 
Tucker refused to permit free courses for erapioyees' spouses and for 
retired employees and their spouses. He said he ooidd And no authority 
to grant perquisite to rayone other than enytoyees.

WASHINTON (UPI)-President Nixon proposed 
Tuesday an ambitious plan to dean America's skies 
and waters, rid the countryside of junk, open up 
more park lands and develop within fwe years a 
virtually pollution free automobile. 

Except for his $10 biUi<m five year program of 
federal state efforts to curb water poflution, the 
President gave no estimate of the total cost of "the 
rescue of our natural habitat as a place both 
habitdile and hoipitaUe to man." 

But he made clear in a lengthy special message to 
Congress that everyone - government, industy and 
citiaBn»wffl have to pay the price for generations of 
oe^t of the country's once seoningly endless 
natrual resources. 

As an example, Nixon proposed payment of a 
federal bounty, to be financed by an added excise 
tax on new car saks.toencoura^ prompt scr^)pmg 
of old automobiles now often abandmided by itt 
wayside. 

In aH. die President made 23 VepOaXnt proposals 

and ordered 14 steps by executive order or 
adminisuative action to improve the environment. 
Among them were other provisions for: 
EstaUiAment of nationwide federal air and water 
poUution cmitrol standards, including for the &st 
time intrastate as well as interstate waters and ocean 
waters wtthm U.S. boundaries. 

Violations of these standards would subject 
industries or cities lo maximum court fines of 
S10.000 a day, and the mterior secretary would be 
authorised to aedc emergency inunctions against 
serious water pollution. Tightening of federal 
controls on emission ol carbon monoxide and 
^dfOCKboM font automobile exausts. with new 
curbs on mtiogen oxides by 1973 and particle 



matter, induding lead, by 1 974. 

Federal regulation of fuel composition and 
additives, as well as exhaust emissions, and required 
tecthig for emissions, and required testii^ for 
em-ssion in ai tomakers' production models rather 
than voluntary testing of prototypes. 

Reasearch aimed at flnding ways to reuse more 
solid waste material and make others, expecially 
containers, more easily disposable. 

A governmentwide review of current use of the 
750 million acres of federally owned land, with an 
eye to converthig or idling some <rf it for park or 
recreational land, with anftesis on areas dose to 
the crowded cities. 

Ordering the MS. Patent Office to give priorty to 
application? for pollution control devices. 

UPl Semor Editor Joseph L. Myler said Nixon's 
message was a call for revolution against pollution 
whfch, even if not fully heeded, demonstrates the 
President's understanding of the magnitude of the 
problem. He noted that Nixon did not try to 
identify "viHains" in the fight against pollution, 
which the Prendent said was the result of n^lcct by 
all Americans. 

As he had promised earher, the President asked 
for authority to spend $4 billion to hdp states and 
cities modernize their sewage treatment facilities 
over the next five years, with localities providing S6 
biUion in matdung funds. 

To help localities which cannot borrow the 
money, Nixon proposed creation of a special 
environmental financing authority to buy city waste 
treatment omstniction bonds and sell its own bonds 
on the taxable market. Cities woidd be required to 
impose a user fee on industries sufficient to meet 
the cost of treating their wastes.

Patriots May Need Home

BOSTON (Un)-Mayor Kevin 
H. WUte met with the 
Democratic l^islative leadersliip 
Tuesday in an effort to shore up 
foundering plans to build a S16 
million football stadium on the 
banks of the Neponset River. 
Defeat of the proposal would 
kill any chances the city has of 
saving the Patriots, who are 
under pro football orders to 
have a S0,00O4eat home at least 
in the works by the time the 
American and National Football 
Conferences begin coBibaMd 
play this fall. 

The Democratic mayor. 
House Speaker David M . Hartley, 
and Senate President Maurice A. 
Donahue both of Holyoke, 
conferred behind ckned doon in 
Hartley's office. 

No aimouncement was made 
of the resulu of the meetiag, 
held while Republican Gov. 
Francis W. Sargent's staff 
continued to study the proposal 
of Bin Veeck, President ci 
Suffolk Downs Horse Race 
Track, to finance construction 
of the ftadium which was 
necessary to preserve the Boston 
Patriots' firandiise. 

Reportedly , problems arose 
when Veeck's plan to give the 
sute SlJIniffionfiomtlieaan 
racing diys wtfe doi^ 
scrutinized. 

Doubts reportedly were raised 
by members of Sargent's staff 
and others involved in the effort 
to build the stadium that 
Suffolk could not be counted to 
prodiKe the (riedged $1,2 
, million . 

Based on last year's per-day 
income from racing at SufToBc, 
the track would be hard-presMd 
to net an amount close to the 
SI .2 million, observers said. 

The average handle at SuffoU 
wasS995,000a day, from wfakh 
the track only kept 7.5 per cent 
or $74,625 a day. Should the 
trade average that anmiint 
during the proposed 12 extra 
racing days, it would be able to 
donate only $895,500 to the 
state: S31OJ0OO kn thai 
expected. 

Thus, state tax revenues from 
the extra racing days would have 
to be contributed to the pot to 
reach the $12 million figure, 
cited as necessary to guarantee 
the proposed bond issue to 
finance the s j Imr,!

Communist Gunners 
Aim at U.S. 

SAIGON (UPI)-Coinmunist ground forces are using World War II 

vintage anti aircraft weapons to fire on U. S. helicopters and other 
low-tlying aircraft in South Vietnam's rugged central highlands. 
American mfiitary sources repwted Tuesday. 

The sources said the old, but effective, weapons have confused 
American pilots, many of whom were children during the last world 
war and have not come face to face with the less modern anti-aircraft 
Hrc. 

Rounds of the Communist guns are about 1 8 inches long and less 
than two inches in diameter, about the size of 20 and 40 mm guns used 
during World War II. They also are similar in si/e to the 2.75-inch 
riKkels fired by sophisticated U. S. helicopters used in Vietnam. 

Till- disclosure came in the wake of a helicopter crash that killed 12 
Americans near the Ua Nangair base Tuesday. 

In war actkm. Communist gunners shelled 19 targets or mortar 
rounds ill a 24-hour period Tuesday. U. S. spokesmen said Thev said 
lom ot the attacks caused casualties or damage but no Americans were 
killed or wounded. 

Allied communk|ues reported continued light and scattered ground 
whkh 77 Communists were killed in clashes Monday and early 
I'uesday. Amerkan casualties were at least one killed and nine 
wounded.

Arab Terrorist 
Bombs Airport 

MUNICH, Germany (UPl) An Arab terrorist threw a bomb mi!- , 
bus at Munich's Reim Airport Tuesday in an apparent attempt lu 
assassinate the 25 year old actor son of Israel Defense Mkiister Moshe 
Dayan. One person was kilted and 1 1 other iniured in the blast and 
ensuing violence. 

After the attack, the terrorist fought his way through a gunbattle with 
police to an airport waiting room where two other explosions occurred. 
The terrorist and two other Ara'is were arrested. 

Assaf Dayan, 25, the only son of the Israeli defense minister, was 
aboard the bombed bus but escaped unhurt. An airport spokesman said 
the bus was being loaded with passengers to be driven from the lernuna: 
building to a London bound El M Israeli jet when a "snuA thin Arab" 
tossed a grenade inside.

'Dog Eat Dog' Policy 
To Increase Taxes 



TALLAHASSEE. Fla. 
(UPl) -Key members of the 
House General Legislatk>n 
Committee, agreeing that the 
moral decision already has been 
made, said Tuesday they would 
support year-round operation of 
pari-mutucl tracks lo increase 
state tax revenue. 

One member advocated a 
"dog eat dog" poUcy of letting 
each pari-mutuel plant set its 
own dates, even if it means goiiig 
into head-on competition with 
nearh) operators. 

"If they want to run 365 days 
a year, let 'em run," suggested 
Rep. Harry Westberry, 
D-Jacksonville. 

The Sute Racmg CommisskMi 
currently allocates the racing 
dates to the various pari-mutuel 
pkinls and tries to avoid 
competition between nearby 
operatnns. Each trade is open 
104 days per year. 

Committee Chairman Louis 
Wolfson, D^tami, said he was 
not prepared to go along with 
racing and jai alai on Sundays 
but was in favor of repealing the 
current limits on the number of 
racing dates at each plant to 
permit much longer seasons. 

Wolfson urged the sptaA 
subcommittee on pari^utud 
affairs headed by Rep. Cary 
Matthews, another Miami 
Democrat, to draw up an 
"omnibus" bill affecting the 
pari-mutuci industry. 

Matthews presided over the 
subcommittee's first meetii^ last 



week in Miami and sakl there 
wouU be about four mure 
hearings m the south FkKida 

area before the April Icgislaiive 
session. The subcommittee plans 
to make its recommendations in 
time for the session, he said 

Foreign Aid 

WASHINGTON 
(UPl) President Nixon signed 
into law luesday a SI. 8 billion 
foreign aid appropriations bill 
delayed for months by 
congressional controversy. 

It provides just under SI -'^ 
billion for ccornnnic assistance 
and S3S0 millk>n for military aid 
for I he current fiscal year, whkrh 
ends June 30. 

Most of the controversy 
centered on House proposal for 
an additional $54.5 million to 
bi^a aqindion of Phantom jets 
for Nationalist China. That was 
dropped from the bill before 
final passage late last month. 

In addition to foreign aki, the 
bill provides approximately 
$600 million for rclaled 
programs includmg the Peace 
Corps, the Inter-AmerKsn 
Development Bank, the Asian 
Development Bank and the 
International Devetopment 
Association.

The schBdulwl performance of the play 
"Rosencrantz and Guildenstem Are Dead" 
last night was cancelled due to an impasse 
over contract negotiations between the 
university administration and Local 909 of 
the Stage Riggers Union. 

The decision to cancel the performance 
was made about 3:30 p.m. by administration 
ofTidab after a member of the phy's 
production company refused to permit 
(iiiloudmg of Hags equipment by non-tmion 
workers. 

FSU General Counsel James Clark said 
that the contract with Producing Managers 
foinpany spceificatiy slated that the 
university's auditoriums were non-union and 
therefore uses iwn-wiioa labor. He added 
that sucii provisions were standard in all 
such contracts due to a section in the 
Florida statutes prt^biting the state from 
negotiating with mgnizttions which assert 
the r^t to strflce. 

Local 909, m a release to the Flambeau, 
said its members felt no alternative existed 
but to use the inioo's power to stop the 
production 

"Our frustration, the statement said, 
'^¥ith the university's refusal to recognize our 
bargaining posit mn has forced us to use what 
powers we possess to make our voices 
heaid." 



The union listed a series of complaints 
and charges spaiming several years against 
the univenity including excessive working 
hours without overtime, hazardous working 
conditions, the need for professional 
handling of expensive production 
equipment. and the administration's 
supposed bad faith in bargaining. 

It was uncertain late yesterday whether 
tonight's performance would take place. 
Arnu^ements wfll be made during the next 
few days concerning required ticket rounds.

A coalition of FSU activists is 
squaring ott for what may be a 
kog f^t with the manafement 
of the Union Cafeteria over the 
layoff of 26 employees. 

A group of 30 students, 
including members of the Black 
«5tudent Union and Students for 
a Democratic Society, tried to 
meet en masse with Food 
Service Director Tom Phifer 
yesterday just afternoon. 

niifer, who said later "I can't 
speak ti) 1 5 people at once who 
are all shouting at me," refused 
to meet with more than three 
persons at a time. 

The students, who stayed just 
outside the glass door to Phifer's 
office on the east side of the 
caf<;teria building, said no, they 
were united and they woiddn't 
be fragmented. 

Phifer offered to talc with 
fisU leader Harold Knowkt, but 
Knowles said "we stick 
together" and wouldn't comply. 

Finally someone in the group 
said, "don't harrass the man, 
let's go," and the gtthermg 
broke up, minutes aftti it began. 

Phifer made a point of the 
fact later that "I didn't invite 
Debbie in." Debbie is Debbie 
Russdl, a fornWT emptoyee at 
the cafeteria, a student and a 
member of SDS. 

At issue is the Jan. 26 layoff 
of five white and 21 black part- 
and full-time employees by 
•gden Foods. Inc., which holds 
the contract to operate the 
Union Cafeteria mi the 
Seminole Dining HaU. Twehwof 
those laid off were women. 

The workers were mformed 
on Friday and Saturday, Jan. 23 
and 24, that they were no loager 
needed and were instructed not 
to show up for work Monday 

"1 think maybe tlie way we 
went about it was wrong, not 
givii^ them much notice." 
Phifer admitted yesterday. "We 
were abaoiutefy wnmg hi that 
case. 

« In an SDS flyer handed out 

by activists Tuesday, students 
said the layoffs woe in effect 
firings and mass ftarii^ have 
one purpose-more profits for 
Ogden, Inc., a hu^ corpwation 
which has grown 1S.3 percent in 
the last year." 

Ogden Foods, the flyer said, is 
rated 94th in Fortune 
magazine's list of the 500 largest 
corporations. The flyer accused 
Ogden of supporting racism by 
"hiring blacks at sub-minimum 
wages-cafeteria workers get 
! III hour." 

^oikcrs al FSU who have 
tried to unionize have been 
lurrassed. the students s;nd. One 
was fired. Women, they said, are 
the worst paid and fffst to be 
laid off. 

Debbie Russell said yesterday, 
■"Out demjiid riglil now is to 
relitfc just lluee black women." 

"The main thing we are trying 
to talk .ihoiil." SDS member Bill 
lioyd said. "IS the way racism 
and male cliauvinism are 
ivrpciuatcd in this society. You 
can'i gel a good job if you're 
black."

'The most important thing ," 
Debbie added, "is that Ogden 

takes advantage of black people 
by paying them low wages, 
them no job security and 
poor working conditions. These 
jobs are really important, 
without them the cafeteria 
wouldn't function." 

Sitting in his paneled, 
carpeted office yesterday 
afternoon under a dancing 
mobfle of blade and white 
cardboard peace symbols. Phifer 
contended that food service 
contract holders have been 
laying people off periodkalty for 
the last 13 years. 

The majority, he said, have 
been laid off around the first of 
the year and not rehired until 
fall. At every college in the 
country, he said, student 
attendance at cafeterias 
decreases as the year progresses 
because itudents drop out, join 
fraternities and sororities or find 
somewhere else to eat.

Let This Election Be 

A i^ebdOii lo Us All 



To the Editor: 

Sunday, February 8, 1970, 
Tallahassee SDS voted to 
dissolve, abandon the name SDS 
and cease hokiing meetings. This 
depk)rable action represents a 
major set-back for working class 
politics in the South. What was 
at one time one of the most 
militant SDS chapters in the 
country has voted itself out of 
existence! 

This liquidationist tendency 
first became apparent in 
October, when Tallahassee SDS 
found itself un;ihie to align with 
the national SDS office in 
Boston. This short-sighted 
decision, combined with a 
blatant anti-communism, 
ultimately caused the SDS 
Southern Regk>nal Conference 
hdd here in October to end in 
chaos with a major defeat for 
SDS, the passage of a resolution 
that in effect equated Boston 
SDS and RYM. the group whose 
unprincipled walk-out ui 
Oiia^ caused the proent spUt. 
This resolution advising 
iKMi-al^nment with either group 
was railroaded through by 
Tallahassee SDS. While another 
legkmal conference held a 
month later unanimously 
reversed the resolution, the 
damage to SDS in the South had 
already been done. 

Tallahassee SDS, in rejecting 
the most vigorous left student 
organization in America, Boston 
SDS (even the ever-hostile 
National Guardian was recently 
forced to describe it as "the 
moA succesrfid of the spKnters" 
COTiing out of the recent split) 
gave notice at this time of its 
intention of turning its back on 
class strug^, and the results can 
now be seen in a retreat into 
mindless anti-Marxist 
pragmatism. Serious 
revolutionaries can only 
condemn this action in tlw 
strongest terms. 

Having taken leave of 
working-class politics, this group 
is now wandermg aimlessly in 



the direction of the Student 
MoMisatim ConuiHttee, a 
group that has a long history of 
single-issue organizing aiound 
anti-war work and whose most 
notable accompUshment i., 
has been to attract suppon lor 
bourgeois liberal candidates o! 
the left wing of the Democratic 
Party (Senator McGovem, for 
example, addressed the Lug. 
MOBE rally in Wasliingiun thb 
fall). While the (nationalj 
Revolutionary M;ir\ist Caiicusof 
SDS is totally opiuKcd to 
singje-issue organi/ini; jcross 
class lines of the MOllt lype. we 
do not turn our backs on the 
anti-war movement. Rather, we 
attempt to connect the war to 
American imperialism abroad 
and to the class struggle at home 
while also raising the poUticai 
coasck>usMss of students and 
workers through educational use 
of the slogan "Victory to the 
Yietooag." Thus it is e^cially 
disheartening that one 
once-promising member ol the 
former Tallahassee SDS has 
joined the Young Socialist 
Alliance, an organization that 
has consistent Iv pposed 
support for the Vietcong within 
the Student Mobilization 
Committee on iirounds of 
supposed "expediency." 

All of this has dealt 
Tallahassee SDS a serious hlo>.^ 
and It would be folly to tl 'u- 
our eyes to the fact. But some ol 
us refuse to turn our backs on 
working-class politics and wish 
to continue the sirui;i;ic. 
Tallatiassee SDS is not dead. We 
caD on all those who desire 
meaningful chance in luir societ) 
to attend a meeting toniglu ji b 
p.m. on the front porch of 
Moore Auditorium with the aim 
of reorganizing Tallahassee SDS 
as a n<Mi-exclusionist chaniei iii 
alignment with the national 
office in Boston.

Harvest Cuban Cane 



BOSTON (UPl) - Chartered 
buses loaded scores of 

knapsack -laden youths at 
scattered points around Boston 
Wednesday on the next-to-last 

r a trip scheduled Id end in 
iiic sugar cane fields of Cuba. 

The youths, believed to 
number about 400, expected to 
cross the border to Canada at 
( jiais. Maine, about midnighl 
.!'id proceed to St. John. N.B . 
where the Cuban cattle boat 
Luis Arcos Beraes was to take 
ilK in to Cuba to help hanest the 
sugar crop. 

The young people from 
various areas across the country 

ctmverged on Boston which 
seemed to be the agreed starting 
point tor Canada. The group 
included about 70 from the 
Boston area. Another 200 
volunieerN rcponcdly were 
flying to Cuba from Mexico. 



The volunteers, self-styled 
monbers of the "Vinceremos We 
Shall Conquer Brigade." will 
spend ax weeks cutting cane in 
Cuba, where this year's sugar 
harvest is the focus of a national 
drive for a record crop. 

Greyhound Corp. confirmed 
buses were chartered in Seattle, 
Cliicapo, Cleveland. San 
i-rancisco, Madison, Wis., and 
Washington. The Allstate Bus 
Corp., Brooklyn. N.Y., said it 
had booked 1 1 buses for the 
organization and had been paid 
in advance. 

It was reported the volunteers 
raised the money themselves for 

the trip to Si John, but the 
Cuban government has offered 
room and board to any who help 
with the cane harvest. 

The \}S. State Department 
has banned travel to Cuba by 
American citizens.

Matthew's letter said "I'nless 
you have information not 
avaihd>le to the general pubfic 
regarding statements or behavior 
of Judge Carswell since hh 
pabfic recantation of racist 
views... we must find your 
opposition to him ill-considered 
and detrimental to the wcliare 
of black America," the letter 
added. 

Matthew never disputed the 
government "s citarge that he had 
failed to pay taxes but said he 
spent all his money to help 
Macks. He toU a news 
conference last spring thai 
"starting II years wffi, I have 
taken the risk of uang ail my 
personal resources, including 
taxes due the federal 
govemntcnt, to estabKih the first 
national Negro philanthropic 
agency to promote economic

dwellers."

Changes Needed 
In Language Dept.

Florida State presently 

requires a candidate for a 
bachelor's degree in the college 
of Arts and Sciraioes to 
demonstrate proficiency in a 
modern or classical foreign 
language, or to take courses in a 
foreign language up to the 203 
levd. 

The traditional justification 
for this requirement is that 
many professional studies of 
interest to graduates in the Arts 
and Sciences areas are written in 
fore^ languages. Another 
justification may be that 
candidates for graduate degrees 
m theK flddt nmst demonstrate 



proficiency in a foreign 
language. 

The validity of these 
arguments is seriously open to 
question, because most of the 
wmk done in foreign languages 
is readily available in English. 
Tlie undergraduates who do not 
coniinue their education 
obviously do not need it to iiiooi 
graduate requirements. In 
addition, many of tfiose who do 
pursue graduate study and need 
a language will forget their 
undergraduate and have to 
repeat courses. 

The intent behind this 
reqinremeM an^ neveitiKiett be 



justified; the purpose of this 
series is not to condemn the 
requirement. It is rather to put 
forth objections to the present 
system of instruction in the 
Modern Langui^e department, 
whne most students dect to 
meet the requirement in a 
language. 

The whole argument may be 
summed up in one 
word --proficiency. If the 
requirement is proficiency or 
taking courses up to the 203 
level, isn't it? iUogicaito assume that 
by the time a student has 
completed the 203 course, he 
should be proficient in the 
language. 

If this is not the case, then the 
whole requirement is a farce If 



this is the case, then the results 
may be open to question. How 
many students who complete a 
foreign language requirement 
couW demonstrate proficiency 
on the test? It would be 
interesting to see how many 
people who complete the 203 
course could pass the 
proficiency examination . 

Something must be clianged 
in the Modem Language 
Department. Students are paying 
for their language courses. If 
they must take the course for 
degree requirements, or if they 
want to take the course as an 
elective, they deserve the 
opportunity to master the 
language, not merely memorize 
enough to pass the courses to 
meet the requirement.

For perhaps the first time in 
their school careers a group of 
FSU students were able to relate 
classroom woik to everyday 

reality. 

Students from Dr. Edwin 
Hartz's interviewii^ classes, SOC 
365, learned how to keep cool 
when a full-si/ed hog answered 
the uiterviewer'& knock on the 
door. A bisck student was faced 
with a p<x)r white who was 
indignant because the student 
had not come to the bade door. 
Ihey saw poverty for 
iluiiiselves, which no classroom 
lesson could have demonstrated 
nearly so well. They gained a 
first-hand insight into the 
pioblems of this area's 
puverty-stridien families. 

The students got their 
opportunity to gain experience 
when Dr. Bernhard Scher, Dean 
of Social Wetfiwe. wascoMacted 
by the Community Devdopnent 
Foundation for h^ in 
completing the Quincy area part 
of the White House Survey on 
Food. Nutrition and Health. 
I'-csidenl Nixon had called lor a 
nation-wide survey to gather 
more information on the 
< Dmmodity Food, Food Stamp, 
and .Schotil Lunch programs. 
The presidential conference 
needed to know whether or not 
existing program.s are beneflcal, 
and which areas need improvii^. 

Thirty-eight volunteers from 
Dr. Hartz's classes gave their free 
imic to interview Quincy's 
poverty -level families, 
com|rfetiag over tail of the 
survey questionnaires. These 
families wac interviewed on a 
person-to-person baas in tm 
effort to establirii good rapport. 

Although most of the famiUes 
genuiady tried to help, there 
were a few antagonisU. Many 
were distmstfid at first, feaful 
thai they were welfare people 
who had come to take their 
children away or stop their 
welfare checks. But the students 
generally managed to wm 
confidenoe through simple, 
sincere interest in their 
problems, according to student 
Bruce Mills. 

In another interviewing job, 
Hartz's students were called 
upon to talk to mothers of 
preschool children in the two 
tiny LflKrty County towns of 
liiislol and Hosford. 

I he two communities were 
forced to share educational 
facihties since neither could 
provide them alone. 

Bristol has become the fifth 
community in the lutktn to 
obtain a government grant to 
establish a new educational 
sysieni. Its experimental stage 
will bepn in September 1970. 
At that time, the project wOl be 
jble to work with 25 preschool 
children, using all of the latest 
equipment and developments. 

To determine which 25 would 
be allowed to participate, ail I.S7 
mothers of preschool children 
had to be imerviewed. Again, 
Ilarl/.'s ciassfs were asked to 



The volunteers were called in 
as a third party, rather than 
having local people work on the 
questionnaire. An outsider is 
more beneficial in interviewit^ 
because he can be objecthw and 
impartial. 

The students had learned 
some basic interviewing 
techniques in class, so I hat ihey 
were somewhat prepared for the 
job. But they learned much, 
much more than any textbook 
could show them -lessons that 
only practical expoience codd 
teach. 

The FSU studenu who 
participated in aU this 
survey -taking are undergraduates 
from many of the university 

schools. They are qualified only 
in that they are not satisfled 
with learrang thewies and 
for tests.

Anti-busing 
Movement 
In South 

By United Press International 
Anii tnismg moves mounted 
across ihc South Wednesday and 
informeU sources said the 
Louisiana Legislature would be 
called into special session toded 
with education problems. 

North Carolina Gov. Bob 
.Sciitt told a news conference 
that stale funds would not be 
used to bus school children out 
of their neighborhoods, and the 
Florida caboiet adopted two 
anti-busing resolutions. 

The Tennessee Senate also 
paaed an anti-busing measure by 
a 24-2 vt)te, with the only 
opposition comuig from the 
Senate's two Negro members. 

Sen. James B. Allen, D-Ala., 
meanwhile, called on all 
southern governors to push for 
anti-busing and freedom of 
choice kws. He suggested they 
be patterned after New York 
Slate's statute which has been 
approved by federal courts. 

Moves already are underway 
in the legislatures of Georgia, 
South Carolina and Mississippi 
to adopt some form of "freedom 
of choice" legislation. 

InloriiR'd sources in Louisiana 
predicted Wednesday that Gov. 
John J. McKeithen wfll caB a 
special session of the legislature 
Feb. 18 to deal with public 
schooh. The source said 
McKeithen will give the 
legislators five days to deal with 
two bills-one dealing with 
unitary school qrstems and the 
other with a New York-type 
buMiig law. 

U)v. jde Kirk intioduced 
tme of-^. FkN-ida anllMi^ 
resolutions lo Ihc cabinet, and 
Slate Lducalion Commissioner 
Floyd Christian presented the 
tulicr.

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Yale, Langer Continue to Fight NCAA

NEW YORK (UPI)-Let's 
have no more jokes about the 
Ivy League-especially about 
Yale University. In view of 
recent developments, that 
wouldn't be very kosher. 

Thanks to Jack Langer, a 
6-root-8 substitute center on the 
varsity basketball team, the 
image of Yale is no longer one of 
the stodgy, weil-toHlo, epitome 
of establisliment. It has become 
a part of the "now 
generalion'*-a rebellious, 
idealistic institution wilUng to 
suffer greatly for what it believes 
is right. 

For the past six months Yale 
has become involved in a war 

with the "big daddy" of 
Lollegiate establishments-the 
National CoUcgiate Athletic 
Association. It began when the 
university aiiuwed Langer, a 
member of the Jewish faith, to 
play on the United Sutes 
basketball team in the 
Maccabiah Games at Td Aviv 
last summer. 

The NCAA, which has been in 
power struggle with the 
\inateur Athletic Union over 
control of taternational athletic 
iinipetition, had declared the 
Mat-cabiah Games' basketball 
competition off-limits to college 
players, evoi though it had 
sanctioned other events at the 
umes; Yale, however, claimed 
the NCAA was infiingiiig on the 
religious freedom of athletes and 
I'penly defied the order by 
albwing Langer to participate. 

Yale's arKurocM was based on 
principle. Langer is no Pete 
Maravich. He has averaged only 
4.4 points and 52 rebounds per 
game this season as a backup 
center, and his value to the Yale 
team is negligible. But his value 
as a player wasn't the point. It 
was his worth w » iadhridaal 
that Yale was concerned about. 

The NCAA, angered by Yale's 
insurrection, took its wrath out 
on Langer by declaring him 
ineligible for further colegiate 
basketball competition. But, 
when Yale remained defiant by 
allowing Laanger to continue 
playing varsity basketball, the 
NCAA punished the univeristy 
by placing it on a two-year 
probation. That meant none of 
Yale's teams or athletes could 
lake part in NCAA 
championship events during that 
time. 

The l astern Collcec Athletic 
C onlerence, of which Yak is 
also a member, also took action 
t'v pldcint; Yale nn j IT-inonth 
probation, then witliUrcw its 
decision for farther study. The 
ICAC has put off any action 
until its meeting on Feb. 2^ but 
has asked Yale to "show cause" 
why it should not be disciplined. 

Yale has told both governing 
'niiies where In stow their 
Jt^^iions. In lis latest retaliation 
the university officially accused 
!!u NCAA of "gross misuse of 
■ In power" and charged that the 
'• > AC has no right to punish 
Yale or any of its athletes as the 
result of this issue.

in the whole mess is Langer. It is 
not really his fig^it. It is Yale's, 
although he was the catalyst 
much like Helen of Troy was the 
spark which ignited the Trojan 
War. He could easily have 
prevented the whole thing by 
deciding not to go to Tel Aviv 
just as Yale could easily have 
prevented it by refusing to 
sup'-v)rt his itand. The fact that 
neither backed down says a lot 
for both. 

"Tlie Langer jase has become 
a matter of principle," said 
DeLuiey Kiphuth, athletic 
director at Yale. "Yale has no 
intention of letting Jack Langer 
be used as a pawn between two 
groups seeking control over 
amateur basketball and we will 
not punish him by denying him 
the right to play basketball." 

Langer is pkued A the way 
Yale has stood by him, but he is 
not surprised . 

"If Yale had taken the 
two-year probation and done 
nothing about it, I would have 
been disappointed," says Langer, 
a jiuiior econontics major from 
Fort Lee, NJ. "I diink a gross 
injustice has been committed by 
the NCAA in the punistunent it 
has handed out. I didn't expect 
the NCAA to act as strongly as it 
did. 1 expected them to take 
some action with me but not 
agamst the entire school. 

"if you take mto 
consideration other things Yak 



had done in the past, such as the 
stand it took on the 1.6 

scholastic average, I am not 
surprised it has backed me all 
the way. There are certain ideals 
the NCAA should uphold that 
they're not upholding. Yale has 
kleak. They believe it's a right 
for someone to go to something 
like the Maccabiah Games. The 
Ivy League feels the individual is 
important. I've gotten several 
letters from people telling me 
they admire what Yale is doing, 
and they tell me not to buckle 
under pressure." 

La.nper has no intention of 
succoinbmg to the pressure. He 
has played in every varsity game 
this season and expects to play 
again next season. 

The fans, for the most part, 
have treated him well and even 
staid old Harvard, Yde's bitter 
rival, paid Langer tribute at a 
recent game when its band 
struck up a Jewish festival song, 
"Hava Nageela," upon Langer's 
entrance into the contest. 

The entire Ivy League, in fact, 
has backed Yak in this f^t and 
Langer believes Yale can make 
the rest of the ECAC 
membership see things its way. 

"I'm hoping Yak wffl 
influence the ECAC governing 
board into adopting its pohcy," 
says Lnger. "I think there's a 
good chance. But I don't expect 
the NCAA to resc^ its 



DesptCe all that has happened 
Langer feels he probably would 
do the same thing again. 

"It's hard for me to say 
because I don't know what the 
outcome will be. If I thought the 
NCAA would be more receptive 
to other ideals and not be as 



harsh in its actkMis, then I would 
do it again. And, if this action is 
followed to its logical 
cmchisicm, namely, that the 
NCAA is no longer the complete 
ruler of collegiate athletics then 
1 would say that it was worth 
it," Langer sa\ s.

More than 100 Egyptian infantrymen invaded the Israel-held east 
bank of the Suez Canal for several hours Wednesday, captured a 
fortified position and inflicted heavy casualties on an IsraeH armored 
column It surprised in ambush, a Cairo military spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the Egyptians knocked out three armored cars, 
killed or wounded at least 20 Israelis and captured two prisoners. 

Two formations of Egyptian bombos abo attacked Israelt positkMis 
in the central sector of the canal. An Egyptian spokesman said one 
groiqi destroyed Israeli fortified positions at El Ballab and a second 
formation set Israeli positions Alaxe at Deversoir. 

It was the 1 3th Hgyptian air attack on Israeli positions along the 
Sue/. Canal and in the Sinai Desert in 1 1 days. 

IsrMl s»d its jets pounded Egyptian military instalhtions in the 
northern sector of the Suez Canal for one hour anii 40 minutes 
Wednesday. A spokesman said the planes returned salcly to base after 
blasting I gyptian army outpottsjMUikers, nK»tar em|dacanents and 
anti-aircraft batteries. 

An Israeli ground force killed two Ar^ guerrillas and captured 
another diiiing a raid on a suqwcted Arab gueiTilla base on the east 
bank of the Dead Sea. 

The spokesman said all the raiders returned safdy after the attadc on 
the guerrilla base. 

In Amman, Juidaiuan government otiicials and Arab guerrilla leaders 
began top-level talks in an attempt to avert a civil war between 
guerrillas and Jordanian government forces. 

Informed political sources said the talks were seeking to resolve the 
dispute over King Hussein's plan announced Tuesday for ti^tening 
security and controls over Arab guerrilla activities inside Jordan.

'Value Added'

WASHINGTON (UPl)-The Nixon administration is still considering 
aslcing for a "value added" tax plan, although the measure was 
considered too complex and too controversial to send to Congress this 
year, a top govenunent official said Thursday. 

Edwin S. CtAen, assisUnt treasury secretary for tax pcriky, said a 1 
percent value added tax would produce SS billim a year, as much 
revenue as a 6 percent corporate income tax. 

But Cohen said the levy, althoi^ widdy used in Europe, is little 
understood in the United SUtes. He said it would take a major 
education campaign to generate enough support for the measure to 
assure its enactment.

Albee Has 'Audience Appeal'

Playwright Edward Albee, author of "Tiny 
Alice," captivated an overOow crowd at Opperman 
Music Hall Wednesday night. 

Somehow he managed to combine sophistry, 
brilliance, and apparent nonchalance widi witty, 
complete audience appeal. 

Albee emphasized the importance of all 
creativity, especially in the theater. He doesn't feel 
it can ever be replaced by movies or television 
because "the theater always exists in the present 
tense. It's a real experknce. It tells us who we are, 
what we've been, what we can be in relation to 
that." 

However, he believes that the relationship 
between creator and recipient needs improving 

because "'I think our playwrights are being used as 
servants by people who should consider them as 
equals." 

On writers, he said, "Good writers define 
reality; bad writers restate reality . . . Good writers 
die, and bad writers reproduce ... a good writer 
creates his audience; a bad writer creates himself." 

As for oitics, Albee (who is known for his bad 



relations with them) expressed the opinion that 
true critics of an art form are its practitioners. The 

others arc rccritics, destructive forces that act as 
brick walls between public and the arts. "Critics in 
this country fall-or sometimes collapse- into two 
groups: critics whom everybody reads, and critics 
whom nobody reads. 

"What are my feelings on government subsidies? 
It depends on who's in power!" It should 
subsidize, but not try to understand, because "one 
can't ask foi that " Albee's answers were very 
tongue-in-chcek, and very enlightening. 

When asked his opinion of the movie version of 
his "Who's Afr:i)d of Virginia WiHiif" he said he 
thought Bctte Uavis and James Mason should have 
had the leading roles. "But considering what could 
have happened, what did happen was a miracle, 
and a vast tribute to Jack Warner." 

The closing question was whether or not he was 
writing another play at present. "Am 1! Yes, I'm 
writing four plays. WeD. actually I'm writing one 
play and thinking of three . . One of them is 
about evolution: Has it really taken place.' . . . One 
of the other ones is about death or something."

Ruling Welcomed 

The recent ruUng by U.S. District Court Judge W. 
Artfiiir Gsrrity Jr. in Boston that student newspapers have 
the same constitutional rights of freedom of the press as 
the private enterprise press is welcomed by the Flambeau. 

Ganity's nilli>g ovatumed an action by Dr. James H. 
Hammond, president of Fitchburg State College, who had 
tried to censor the college's newspaper for printing an 
artide wMdi Black Panther leader Eldridge Cleaver had 
'written. The article contained allegedly obscene words. 

The precedent has now been set by the Fedwal judge, 
which, unless overturned by the Supreme Court, is a 
milestone for students' voicing their opinions. 

Tlie Marsliall adminislration. wiiich has Ix-en (he subject 
of more than one Flajiibcau editorial, is the legal publisher 
of the FSU newspaper. Dr. Stanley M^-shall by virtue of 
being the titular head of the uraversity is, in fact, the 
publisher. 

Thus far, he is to be commended for press policy. 
Unlike some of his predecessors. Dr. Marshall has not 
attempted to censor tl^ Flambeau. 

However, a Maik history does not denote m 
uninterfering future. 

The channels between students and adnunistration must 
be maintained open, if there is to be any sincere expression 
of feeling on the issues of both the university and nation. 

Garrity in his ruling summarized the situation: "Because 
of the potentially great value of a free student voice in an 
of stadent awareness and invest, it would be 
inconsistent with the basic assumptions of First 
Amendment Freedoms to permit a campus newspaper to 
be sifl^^ a vdUde for ideas the stirte or college 
a dmini rtratkMi deemed jfipn^iriale."

All ihey received 
was a small statement typed up 
by the Food Sernce to give all 
the answers. None were valid 
enough ii> explain the reason the 
workers were laid off, (and still 
jobless.)

Nixon Opposes Busing 



WASHINGTON 
(UPI>-Prcsident Nixon 
Thursday came out in full 
suppori of having the same 
school desegiegalion rules for 
both the North and the South 
and said he was opposed to 
bubing students to achieve racial 
balance. 

His views were contained in a 
White Home memorandimi that 
was distributed lo a few 
Republican senators on 
Lincoln's Bkthda^ wMIe Htm 
President was on a riMMrt 
vacation in Florida. 

"It is the view of this 
administration that every law of 
the United Slates should apply 
equally m all parts of the 
country. " the message said. 

The memo was widely 
inlcrprcii.-d on Capitol Hill as an 
endorsement ot an amendment 
by Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss.. 
thai would force the federal 
guvcrnincni to apply the satJie 
desegregation yardsticks in all 
parts of the naticm. 

At the vacation White Home 
at Key Biscayne. however. Press 
Secretary Ronald Ziegler said 
the President supported "the 
concept" of equal application ol 
the laws, and not specifically the 
Stennis amendment. 

Prcsseil hy reporters. ZiegJcr 
noicii Je lacio segregation-that 
resulting from normal 
neighborhood patterns— had not 
been considered by the Supreme 
Court. He aJded llial the 
President believed that if de 
facto segregation is permissible 
in the North, then it should be 
allowed in the South. 

As for busing, the memo said, 
"the President has consistently 
opposed, and still opposes, 
compulsory busing of school 
children to achieve racial 
balance . . . 

"It is the President's firm 
judgement that in carrying out 
the law and court decisions in 
respect to desegregation of 
schools, the primary objective 
must always be the preservation 
ot quality education for the 



school children of America " 

The memo also restated the 
adminisuation's position that 
the voting rights law passed in 
196S also should be applied 



equally across the nation. The 
1965 law silked out Alabama, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
South Carolina, Virginia and 39 
coiuttiet in North Cirduia. 



FT. BENNING, Ga. (UPl)-A 
military judge swept aside all but 
two defense motions Thursday 
and ruled that Lt. William L. 
Calley Jr. must stand 
court-martial, beginning May 18, 
lor the alleged My Lai massacre 

The ruling by Lt . Col. Reid W.

The military judge set May 15 
for further hearings on the 
"command influence" issue, but 
the fact that he set a 
court-nuutial date and his earlier 
comments ooncouing the matter 
gave ample evidence of his 
leanings.

NASA to Perform Faculty Members Experiment 



A slantwise look into the 
earth's atmosphere, proposed by 
an FSU meteorologist, has been 
tentitiveiy st-hedulcd by the 
National Aeronautical and Space 
Administration for 1973. 

Dr. John C. Gille received 
notice that his "Limb Radiance 
Inversion" experiment will be 
included by NASA in the 
payload of weather satellite 
Nimbus F. The launch is 
scheduled for the first half of 
1973. 

The angled look, which has 
never been done before, will 
reveal much more about the 
character of our atmoaf^e, 
Gille said. 

Heretofore, Gille said, 
satellite-bome sensors have been 
directed stra^ht downward 
toward ihe earth. Iiniiling their 
effectiveness to the first 12 miles 
of the earth's atmosphere. One 
advantage of the Limb Radiance 
Inversion is that measurements 
of such phnnmeaa as 
tenqienai», witer 
distribution and ozone wil be 
extended toibma.40 nuks. 



Another advantage to sensing 
at an angle, said Gille, is that the 
device wffl be aUe to "lee" 
about 60 times as much of the 
rare atmoq)heric gases such as 
water vapor and ozone as from a 
nadir, or verticaBy viewmg. 
instrument. 

Further, these rare gases can 
be seal much more readily 
because they will be viewed 
gainst the black emptiness of 



space instead of the earth's 
surface. Another advantage will 
be that it wffl reond mudi more 
accurately the rapid changes of 
temperature, water vapor and 
ozone with heigjit. 

Gille just started a (me-year 
leave of absence to work at the 
University of Colorado and at 
the National Center of 
Atmoq>heric Research. Final

surface. 

The initial phases will be 
funded for approximately 
SI 00,000. The total experiment 
is expected to cost about S2 
mflUon.

CLEARWATER, Fla. (UPI)-Republican gubernatorial candidate 
Jack Eckerd said Thursday Gov. Claude Kirk raised "phoney emotional 
issues" in he controversy over forced busing of school children to 
achieve racial balance.

Riggers Dispute Continues 



The continuing impasse between the Stage 
Riggers Unk>n Local 'iW and the university 
administration forced Ihe second cancellation of 
"RosciKiani/ and Giiiidenstem . Are Dead" 
scheduled fur Thursday night. 

The university production of Edward Albee's 
"Tiny Alice" was not affected by the stoppage, 
however, "finy Alice" is an FSU Department of 
Theater production rather than a professional road 
show, and labor for the show is provided by 
students of the Theater Department. 

Local 909 has accused the university 
administration of refusing to submit to collective 
bargaining. A member of the play's productkm 
company refused to allow the unloadmg of stage 
equipment by non-union personnel. 

In a statement released Wednesdsqr. Local 909 
cited working excessive hours- once 47 hours 
without a break lor the production of "Sister 
Angelica" and "Trouble in Tahili"-withou( 
overtime pay: hazardous working conditions and 
Ihe alleged refusal of the urnvn-aty to live up to 
agreements. 



"In good faith, we told the university that we 
would work these shows ("La Traviaia" and 'The 
Book of Job") without any interference if they 
would iiaigain with us after ihe Christmas break, 
Tlie university's half of the 'gentleman's 
^eement' has never been fulfiHed, The 
universiiy's position appears to be an adamant 
one, therefore, we have no alten»tivc than to 
demand that we be heard and receive a civ9 
answer." 

According to the university office of 
Information Services, the univeraty is prohluted 
by state law from negotiating with any union 
which asserts the right to strike. 

.An estimated 1.000 lickcls had been sold for 
the iwo-nighi run of the play. Kelunds for tickets 
for RosencranU and Guiklenstem w8l be avaibfok 
in Ihe University Union Ticket Office beginning at 
9 a.m. Tuesday. Feb. 17. No final deadline lor 
refunds has been announced.

ML Department Conducts 
Self-examination 



To the Editor: 

1 regret tlui i have not had the pleasure of 
meeting and talking with Mr. Bonapfel, author of 
the very intere^inf editoriai, *'Changes Needed in 
Lmguage Department," which app»red as the 
first of a series of three articles in a receni issue ot 
the Flambeau. As far as i am aware, Mr. Bonapfel 
has not contacted any adrnmistratiye officer from 
this depaitment. 

This must be regarded as particularly 
unforiunaic. since we would have Heen pleased to 
indicate thai ( I ) ue agree with several ot the 
major points made in his artide; and (2) we have 
been at work for nearly a year on a thorou^ 
revision of the elementary-intermediate course 
structure lor modern languages. This revision also 
involves emphasis on pioficiency objectives and a 
modification of the present placement exam 
firocediires 

It IS premature to present details of this 
proposed revision at the present time, since all 
problems of implementation have not been solved 
and the necessary approval at all levels has not yet 
been oblaincii A lew words on the general nature 
of the revision may be useful. First of all, the 
proposal was devetoped by a student-faculty 
committee first appointed almost a year ago. in 
February 1969. This committee is composed of 
those professors most ckisely connected with tlie 
undergraduate program, as wcU as undergraduate 
and graduate students. 

The charge to the committee was to scrutinize 
criticaUy all elements and aspects of undergraduate 
language instruction at FSU, and to prepare a set 
of recommendatuns for such dianges as were 
considered necessary and apfnopriate. After a 
number of lengthy meetuigs, this task was 
completed early in January. 1970. 

The proposal was then submitted to the 
Student-Faculty Advisory Committee of the 
department, and was approved by this policy 
group at Its most recent meeting; it will now be 
presented to the entire faculty of the department, 
and then to the Humanities Area Curriculum 
Crnnmittee and the Academic Standards 
Committee of the college. 

From the above, it will be abundantly clear that 
the Department of Modem Lai^uages is now and 



has been loi some time deeply and actively 
concerned about several matters mrationed by Mr. 
Bonapfel. 

Our sole objective in developing the proposed 
course modifications is to improve the quality and 
effectiveness of our services to the students of 
FSU. We feel that a more flexible, 
proficiency-oriented language sequence will 
contribute significantly to this objective. 

We recognize that within the FL requirement 
sequence we cannot bring the student to a |xiint of 
lull fiuency in the second language. Such a 
comparably sopiusticated control of the subject 
matter is not and cannot be achieved in any 
department in its introductory levels. 

c.in pi'ividc. as do the oihei depart menis. a 
defimte, if Umited, control of the subject matter, 
as wdl as a base upon which further achievement 
can be built, if desired and elected: but we do not 
feel that FL experience should be evaluated solely 
on the basis of its immediate pragmatic utility. 
Indiscriminate application ot' this criterion would 
lead to a vocationally oriented "libcrar" 
education: surely a contradiaion in terms. 

The youth of today wish, admirably, to 
emphasize relevancy. We propos? to work with 
them in the difficult task of developing a more 
precise appreciation of the relevancy of a selected 
foreign cuhiwe and society. 

The principal tenets of our pr(tgram. vastly 
over-simplified for the sake of brevity, are: we 
believe that an educational process fully 
appropriate for today's world should provide the 
opportunity to develop proficiency in at least one 
foreign language and some direct contact with its 
cukure; we reject the notion that comprehension 
and appreciation of a foreign culture can be 
acquired solely on the basis of translations of its 
literature and abstracts of its technology; and we 
are convinced that useful insights into the 
mechanisms of one's own native langtiage are a 
valuable by-pioducl of FL study. 

In closing, I wish to applaud the concern 
expressed by Mr. Bonapfel on matters related to 
our discipline, and to reiterate that we share his 
concern as well as some of his views.

Although this activity should 
logically be a part of the 
t'niversity Counseling Service, 
no ufiiversity counselor is 
knowledgeable about the draft,

the cenier The literature 
distributed by the center is 
available from no other source 
on campus. Cenier counselors 
assist conscientious objectors 
who have relipous questions. 
This aid should be available from 
the University Chaplain's office, 
but is not. In *ort, the center 
offers an essential student 
service which is available Irom 
no other source. 

The operation of the center is 
an entirely voluntary activity 
Fifteen experienced counselors 
have donated nearly 1,000 hours 
of their time to counseling 
research, and the training oi 
other counselors. The money 
from the Student Senate 
appropriation would furnish 
additional literature and supplies 
to improve the services it offers. 

The work of the center will 
continue without Col. Arnold's 
approval. It is regreilablc. 
however, that he has chosen to 
hinder the valuable service of the 
Tallahassee Draft Counseling 
Center. 1 he students of FSU can 
only be hurt by this action.

Serious Attitude Must Be Taken 
To Promote Art And Afaisic 



There must be an increasingly serious attitude 
taken by school administrators if they really want 
to promote art and anisic in American hi^ 
schools. 

The humanities receive much less attention in 

American high schools than in European ones, 
according to Dr. Russell Thomson, a Scotsman 
who is a visitii^ aswciate professor of art at the 
University's experimental schcxil, Florida High. 

Art in Scottish high schools, for example, is 
seen as an integral part of every individual's 
cultural heritage and not just an elective course 
secondary to mathematics, science and sports. 

Thomson has been impressed by American 
teachers' concern for the individual student, but 
said not enou^ resources were devoted to the 
humanities. In Scotland, a high school with 1,500 
students would have at least three art rooms and 
tour art teachers

With 11:50 remaining in the 
half. Wjllunis went to the foul 
line. The big senior missed tlie 
charity toss, got his own 
rebound, and put in a jumper 
from the foul line to give the 
Seminoles a 22-lH advantage 
Maeklin added a layup to up the 
lead to six.

four, 24-20. But, Ron Harris

In that span of 4:50 seconds, 
the Seminoles outscored Tulane 
19-3. The tight Seminole 
half-court press forced the Green 
Wave offense into numerous 
fk>or mistakes, and for a perkxi 
of close to two minutes Tulane 
was shut out while FSU scored 
nine. 

But Tulane came back from a 
16-point deficit and climbed to 

within 10 behind the scoring of 
Sutler and Sylvester.

Arnold Reverses on Allocations

Vice Preadent John Arnold yesterday abouc-faced on his blockade 
of student tunds to the TaMahassee Draft Counseling Center and the 
Blade Student Uniun. 

Arnold told a Flambeau reporter that he is now prepared to approve 
a S2S0 Student Senate to the draft CL-nior which he soni hack without a 
ruto« last week. He also said he inionds to release S3,000 in "operating 
funds" to the BSU. 

He said of the center that, 'There was never any doubt in my mind 
but that this is a good purpose . . . (hull the bill wasn't clear the 
organi'ation was not connected or affiliated with the university." 

Asiied why he chai^ his mind, he said he had simply restudied the 
matter and decided on the "individual merits of the case and the 
purpose of the center " 

The money for the Black Student Union is part of a $7,040 
allocation approved Dec. 3 by Student Senate. Arnold sat on the bill 
while controversies raped over a proposed center for the BSL!. 

The center is available, but no black students have moved in. The 
BSU has argued with the administratioaover whether or not the center 
should have a live-in manager. This and other issues involving blacks are 
now before a special Commission on Black Student Affairs 

Appio\iniatel\ S.vCXK) of ilic S^,()40 was earmarked tor general 
operations of the BSU, Arnold said yesterday, and this is what he will 
release. The remainder is meant specifically for the center and will be 
held until the controversies are settled. 

Arnold's decision on the draft center came m the wake of charges in 
the Fhmbeau yesterday, from draft counselor Paid Mivray, that 
"Arnold is rducUnt to take any action on a potentially controversial 
issue." 



Murray further charged that Arnold was trying to pass the buck to 

his successor. 

Arnold, who will step down as vice president for student affairs 
March I , said last week that the three bills he has turned bade to senate 
without rulings could be reviewed by his successor. 

Arnold said Monday he has judged each senate bill sent to him on an 
individual basis. "I wiU not be holdii^ off on any biD because I am 
leaving," he said. He has apimved many Senate bills in the last few 
months, he added. 

Bills sent back include the draft center aUocation; an allocation to 
WFSU-FM; and legislation which would require all groups receiving 
student money to keep complete financial records and submit them at 
the end of the year lo the senate. 

Arnold said yesterday that the WFSU allocation would have 
intruded into a lunding area reserved for the state. FSU, he explained, 
asked for three Umes what it got for its radio station last vear. This 
means, he said, that the state had thii^ to pay for with higher priority. 
Senate, therefore, he said, should not be allocating S3,457 for items 
considered low priority by higher authorities. 

"It wouldn't be good business," he said. 

Arnold said of the bill requiring financial reports that, "1 hated to do 
it, ■ but the biU would take months to imptement and some portions 
would have to be changed if they are to be enforced. 

For instance, he said. "I can't order Vaugfin Mancha, director of 
inter-collegiate athletics, to comply with the bill. 1 don't have the power. 
His division receives money from Student Go««mnwnt." 

Some points of disagreement with the senate, he said, may be 
cleared up if and when a university committee completes a review of 
the entire budgetaiy procedure on camptts, "wMiA needs to be dmie 
fairly quickly."

Buchwald was born m Westchester and raised 
on Long Island, leaving home ui 1942 to enlist in 
the Marines. There he gamed his early journalistic 
cxpeiiciice in the I'acilic. editing his company 
newspaper on Hniwetok, where he was stationed 
for three and one-half years. 



After his discharge from the service, the 
University of Soudiem Califomia welcomed his 
talents. He was managing editor of the college 
humor magazine, columnist for its paper, and 
author of one of iu variety diows. Budiwdd then 
went to Paris as a student and aftenwd got a job 
with Variety. 

Early in 1949, he took a trial column to the 
editorial offices of the European edition of the 
New York Herald Tribune. Entitled "Paris After 
Dark. " ii was Idled with off-beat tidbits about 
Parisian night life. The editors Uked it. and he was 
hired. 

B\ I ''52 his column, then called "liuropc's 
Lighter Side," was syndicated ui the American 
press. Ten years later he moved his typewriter to 
Washington, where things have been getting liwiin 
ever since. 

He is now syndicated m over 400 newspapers 
throughout the U.S. and the world.

By following a TV cameraman he has created a 
situation of media and subjects which, in the end leads no farther than 
where it began. The newa is watching the media (the movte itselOnd 
that media is watching a viewer (the cameraman) whu is watching the 
media (the TV films he it taking) and that media (TV) is w«tcliii« the 
people who view TV mA finally the audience in the movie is watching 
the final element, man himself. 

The problem is. as the movie points out, the good guys don't do a 
damn thjng. And even worse, perhaps this movie b tryii^ to teH us thtt 
there's no way anyone can do anything. I don't know really, but I do 
know that 1 sat there and watched people being beaten in Chicago and 1 
sit and watch people dying on the tube and Vm no cfc>ser to helping 
thom than anyone else who stands behind a camera. Pretty soon, as it 
did in the movie, Ufe becomes no more than watching something 
through a viewfinder. 



"A Generation of Leaves," an international series 
of 90-minute dramas based on the generation gap, 
wfll present its first propam Thiuaday njg^ on 
WFSU-TV at 8:30. The initial program is entitled 
"America, Inc.," and stars David Silver and Jean 
Shephod. 

Thursday's program launches an eight-part series 
of plays under the title "A Generation <^ Leaves." 
Its central theme is the seemmgly worW-wide breach 
between youth and elders. The title it derived from 
Homer's "IDiad," Book VI: "A generation of men is 
like a generation of leaves: the wind scatters some 
leaves upon the ground, wtiile others the burgeoning 
wood brings for-the season of firing comes on. So 
of men one geoeratkMi ceases and anottwr springs 
forth." 

Some of the plays are off-beat and experimental, 
while others are conventional drama. The series 
"I initial play, "America, Iik.," is listed as a drama 
comprised of three elements, with each faction 
offering a different outlook on American society. 

Silver portrays a young married man of 26, who 
leaves wife and child to pursue "a search for 
feeling." His aim is to get beneath the images and 
facades of America and experience "what's 
happening." The odyssey takes him to Boston, 
where he becomes involved in a love feast; to the 



Bowery of New York City, where he strikes up 
acquaintances witn several of the local derelicts; and 
to Washington, D.C. during the November 
Moratoriimi, wlme he meets Yqipie leader Abbie 
Hoffman . 

Most of the events of Silver's travels were filmed 
without scrqtt or stagii^, and alt sequels were filmed 
on k>cat»n. 

Interwoven into Silver's odyssey is the 
commentary of Jean Shepherd, who provides hu 
own iromc and personal view of America, which has 
won him four Playtxqr awads for the Besi 
American Humorist. 

The third element of the play is the "sponsor's 
commercials." The sponsor is a mythical, nun prufit 
corporation, "America, Inc.," which penodicalK 
flashes its commercials to the viewers thioi^ut 
the play. 

America, Inc. affects the nature of a large 
philantrophic organization seeking to promote love 
peace and helping the indigent of America. \u 
commercials are public service spots (parodies of the 
real thing) about brotherhood, urban plight, 
freedom of expression, etc., which always piojeci 
ihe positive view. 

"America, Inc." is a National Educational 
Television (NET) production.

Gov. Claude Kirk's special

"super board of education" be 
established to take over many 
duties now handfed by the 
cabinet. 

He also urged that the state 
constitution be amended to 
provide for tiie appointment of 
the commosioner of education 
by the governor. The 
commissioner presently is an 
elected cabinet member. '"The 
super board would create 
pr^essional programs and 
guideUnes baaed on educational 
realities," Maloy said. These 
can't come from the cabinet 
which is concerned rather wtth 
political realities." 

"The super board would 
create professk>nal programs and 
guklelines based on educational 
realities, " Maloy said. "These 
can't come from the ari>inet 
which is concerned rather with 
political reahties." 

He proposed that a board be 



set up to administer the state's 
elementary and secondary 
schools. It would be similar in 
nature to the junior college 
advisory board and the Board of 
Regents. The "super board" 
would be made up of members 
of these three boards.

Judge Carswell 
Approved by 

Committee 

WAiSHINGTON (UPI)-Thc Senate Judiciary Committee 
overwhelmingly approved Monday the Supreme Court 
nomination of Judge G. Uairokl CarMniL'Deh^ on his 
confirmation in the full Senate could b^in sometime next 

week. 

The vote was 13 to 4 with the oppositimi coming from 
the committee's four Danociatic liienlt. 8m. Marlowe 
Cook. R-Ky., abstained when the committee voted but was 
given permission to vote later and cast his ballot in 
Carswell's favor. 

Sen. James O. Eastland, Delias., cnnniittee chairman, 
predicted Hk Senate weidd qiprove FmUeai Nixim's 
nomination of the TaOahaaee, Fb^ federal i^peab court 
judge by a 2-1 margin. 

The c ommi ttee, said Eastland, agreed to give the four 
dissidents 10 days to file a minority report and would then 
formally send the nomiiution to the Senate floor. The 
Senate leaderdiip could then call up the wmiMtimi for 
d^te the day after it was received . 

In Florida, Carswell said, "I am grateful for the favorable 
vote of the Judiciary Committee in the exercise of its 
important responsibility." But there would be no 
cdebratk>n, Carswdl told newsmen, until after the fid] 
Senate votes. 

The four dissenting votes came from Sens. Philip A. 
Hart, Michigan; Edward M. Kennedy, Massachusetts; Joseph 

D. Tydings, Maryland; and Birch Bayh, Indiana.

JACICSONVILLE, Fla. (UPI>-U)v. Claude Kirk gave newsmen a list 
of 226 persons who contributed S20U23 to his disputed ( ovorn r s 
Club" over a 2:-month period, then went on sUtewide television late 
Monday to defend the club. 

The Republican governor did not give newsmen a list of the amounts 
contributed by each individual. But he promised to make all reconU 
available to the House Elections Committee, whfch fought a successfii 
court battle to force the public disclosure. 

The committee seeks to investigate whether contributions to the di* 

grineditatefavDn. 

"Of course there are members of the club who do business with tW 
sute," Kirk told his news conference on the air. "But 1 think it wo^ 
be more stgnificaot if they (legislators) would determine those im 
business with the state who are not members of the club."

ClilCAGO (UPl)- A federal court Monday deliberated for a third 
day the fate Of the "Chicago Seven" on riot conspiracy charges while 
two attonqrs prepued kgai moves to free the seven defendants and 
themselves from contempt sentences. 

The jury, which failed to reach a verdict in 2 1 W hours of 
deUberatioa Siturday and Sunday, went back to its task at 9:30 ajn. 
Monday wMKmt givrng a hint as to how near it was to a decision . 

Police kept a close guard around the home and family of U S. 
District Court Judge Julius J. Hoffman, after receiving an anonymous 
telephone tip that a bomb would be placed in the GM Ccml 
apartment hcnise where lie lives. A search turned up no bomb. 

The defendants— jailed by Hoffman on contempt sentences after the 
jury retired-conferred in Cotik County Jail with attorneys William M. 
Kunstler and Leonud 1. Weinglass on plans to appeal the contempt 
citations and win freedom on bond. 

Kunsller and Weinglass. who also drew cinitenipt sentences for their 
conduct in the tumultous 4V&-month trial but remained free for the 
present , went before ddef Judge WS!^m J . Campbdl to get tlim dieats 
out of jai! and to the federal building for consultations 

Campbell denied their motion but gave them permission to leave 
the proxhntty of the federal buOding and go to the jail, nx miles away 
to confer with the defendants. 

Kunstler told reporters work had begun on an appeal of all the 
coniempt sentences. The sentences ranged in duration from four years 
and 13 day«.lbr Kunstler himself to two months and 18 days for Lee 
Weiner, known as the quietest <rf the defendants.

School Integration Amendment 



WASHINGTON (UPI)-The House 
Appropriations Committee today approved a 
scaled-down education and health money bill but 
attached a "rider** anendment on sdiool 
integration that is expected to stir new 
controversy over the once-vetoed measure. 

The committee cut fimds in the appropriations 
measure from $19.7 bfflion to $193 billion as a 
titgp towud meetng Ftasideiit ra»»*s objection 



that the amount was inflationary. The committee also 
voted to give him authority to refuse to spend 
some of the money at his disaetion. 

But the compromise also restored 
Southern-backed language which would ban 
compulsory busing of pupils to achieve 
desegr^tion and woidd overrule a Supreme Court 
decision that freedom-of-choice plans for local 
school lystems aie unconstitutional.

Sharks

From the time he first wait to sea, man has feared sharks, and for 
good reason. Sharks were and are hostfle to his presence to salt water. 
But it was not until much more recen! Iiistory that men turned the 
tables and started going after sharks. When it was discovered tint shark 
hvers were high in vitamm A content, a profitable commercial fishery 
(price better than S14 per pound) was established in various areas. 
Subsequent synthetic production ul this put an end to the shark tishing 
in most places, however, and the monsters oontfained to nnitei|riy 
virtually unmolested. 

Shark meat is good to eat, but for some reason it is appreciated 
mostly in the Orient, though it is served in some European restaurants 
under various succulent headings, none of which indicate to the 
prospective diner than he is about to order flesh of shark. Nevertheless. 
sh.irk ineat is quite palatable and with a world food crisis building 
pressure on the siiarks could mount. 

Of more immediate interest is the fact that many of the 300-plu^ 
species of sharks may be considered game fish and prime lod and rei 
subjects. .Sharks will hit a wide variety of baits, both natural an. 
artificial, and can be cai^ht in the deep sea, inland shallows, fron 
boats, beaches and bridges. But for some reason the shark is sti! 
considered by most to be an inferior sporting catch, a bait-steaier anci 
generally undesir.i - S' isk^ are responsible for the mutilation of many 
big-game catches and constitute a serkius problem in that respect. 

Naturally, some sharks are better fighters than others. Scmie w31 hii 
artificial lures more leaJily than others . In fact, while not iH duffks aie 
great game fish, most wiii battle hard when hooked. 

Why catch sharks? Well, for openers, they are big, strong and 
plentiful While the leaping mako is the most spectacular of the sharks 
many of the others are capable of doing back-breaking battle. 

In fact, most anglers encounter their sharks by chance while fishing 
for other species. Whether it's sand sharks in the bays, hammerheads on 
the flats or brown sharks of fshore, the angler is usually upset by the 
meeting because it means his bait will be stolen, the game fish he is 
seeking will be frightened from the area or his catch will be mutilated. 
No wonder he is upiKt. 

But there is a new breed of angler, dedicated sharkmen who like to 
concentrate their efforts on sharks exdnavdy and who go to a great 
deal of Uouble to find and attract these fish that others aeek to avoid. 
Also, diark clubs, shark tournaments and shark categories in other 
fishing tournaments are building sportsmen's interest in monster 
nshmg. 

According to Tom Paugh, salt-water fishing editor of Sports Afiekl 
magazine, one thing has given new impetus to the shark»for-sport 

movement- the belief by many leading experts ilui the best known 
method of shark control known to man is fishing. Siiarks continue to 
molest beaches and hathers. And, wfafie some dianiber of coiTunerce 
members prefer to shut their eyes to this reality, shark populations in 
many prime vacation centers are building to all-time highs and shark 
attacks on homan «« oa the increase. 

Ironically, the shark's best instinct his role as a scavenger draws 
hull lu our shores. As our ocean pollution increases, more and more 
sharks are drawn in to feed on garbage and other filth. Mm may be 
poisoning the waters for himself and his friends, but his enemy the 
shark is thriving.

Bomb Scares 



Salley^

A bomb scare yesterday 
afternoun sent several hundred 
residents of Salley Hall and 
students al Tully (iyiii out into 
chilly February weather. 

A man who kientified himself 
as a member of the Ku KIux 
Klan told Tallahassee police by 
plione early Tuesday afternoon 
that he had planted bombs in 
the ''athletic gym and athletic 
dorm" at PSLl. 

Campus Security was notified 
at 2:10pjn. 

At about 2:25 p.m., Richard 
Hoover, residence manager of 
Salley. said, a Campus Security 

olficci entered his oftice and 
told hmi. "We have a bomb 
threat. will you please 

Within three minutes. Hoover 
said, about 200 people were 
cleared Iron: the men's jnd 
women's divisions of Salley. 
with alarms wailif^ throu^ the 
building. The alarms were left on 
and people were kept outside for 
half an hour. 

One deiccfive and three 
uniformed olliceis Iroin Campus 
Security searched halhvays, but 
not the rooms. Hoover said. 

Similar precautions were 
taken at Tully Gym. which was 
also searched while students and 
faculty were kept watting at a 
sale distance loi hall and hour 

Campus Security Lt. Delbert 
McGarvey said police interpreted 
"athletic dorm" ;is referring to 
Salley. which is wiihin a block 
of the ^m. 

He said nothing at all was 
found in the searches. 

There were four bomb scares 
in the period between July t. 

and Jan. 31. 1970. he 
said, and the campus had seven 
bomb scares in one week just 
prior to finals last spring. 

"There have been a goodly 
number of them," McGarvey 
said, "and we are concerned. 
One oi these times somethmg is 
goiiij; to blow." 

I asi spring's series of scares 
was largely concentrated at the 
Business Building. 

"It got to the point that the 

piol'essois. as soon as they saw 
us coming, got their classes out, 
went to a special place under a

Buchwald Takes Potshots 
Before Capacity Crowd

"I'm going to talk about the "CIA for fun and 
profit' tonight," said Art Buchwald, as he opened 
his ^>eech for the University Lecture Series last 
night in Westcott Auditwium. 

Buchwald, noted Washington satirist and 
columnist, spoke on everything from Paris, where 
the "streeu are paved with mattrestej" to the 'XM 
Nixon" who, according to Buchwald, is "hiding in 
a White House closet writing Spiro Agnew's 
speeches." 

Buchwald gave an analysis of student unrest on 
college campuses. "No one is in class to teach, and 
the students have nothing to do. The pnrfiesaors 
are husy writing a book, or going to a convention, 
or writing a paper for President Nixon. The 
graduate students they appoint to take their 
classes are busy writing a PhD thesis, or picketing 
in Montgomery. The graduate student picks a 
bright undergraduate to take over the class. The 
undergraduate is busy working on the campus 
newspaper, in student government, or is a delate 
to his fraternity's national convention 

"With nobody standing in front of the class 
when the students arrive, a socialist takes over the 
class, and leads it to the administration building, 
the vice-president is at the state capitol, and the 
Dean of Men is at a convention in Fboenix, 
AiiaEtMia. 

"Consequently, the only person left is the chief 
of campus police. Not knowing what to do, he 
arrests the ringleaders those standing in front. 

"This plays right mto the hands of the 
demonstrators, for now they have somrthing to 
demonstrate about. They circulate a petttkm, 
calluig for the release of the students arrested. 

"Meanwhile, the president fUes home, and is 
about to grant the request, when the Board of 
Regents meets to back the president's stand

Two brothers who teach at FSU and share an interest in psychology 
and music have authored "Experimental Research in Music," published 
by Prentice-Hall, inc. 

The book itsell' js a unique effort to teaili advanced music student! 
the techniques of experimental research in areas of music teachei 
educaticm. The co-authors are tvro assistant professors-Clnrles Madsoi 
of the Department of P^chdogy and CBfTord Madsen of the School of 
Music. 

The book outlines the techniques of applying scientific research to 
«uch prohlems in music education as the best method to use in teachmg 
music literature or piano piayuig. Most of these areas have been 
doininated by tradition and may be "out of step with the denuuub of 
modern-day instruction, " according to the authors. 

"MiKh time is wasted when conflicting opinions, which could be 
tested experimentally, are argued and debated." the authors said. 

Music therapy, using music to relieve physical and psychological 
discomforts in persons, is another field needing better scientific 
methods, the authors said. Both of ihc M ad sens ha«e been omcemed 
with music therapy m their academic fields. 

When a music therapist is asked. "Is music really p>od for people?" 
he must have an opinion based on evndence.noi conjecture. "As inusit 
therapy continues to develop into a behavioral science, it must be based 
on scientific principles demonstrated through research," they said. 

The book is part of Prentice-Hall's "Contemporary Perspectives in 
Music Education Series," edited by Chartes Leonhard. Leonhard 
wrote about the .Madsens' book. "Their book is remarkable not only loi 
its clarity and comprehensiveness but also for its refreshing and highly 
readable style. 

"This book will make a real contribution to a higher level of 
professionalism in music education which can only be achieved by 
research-oriented teachers of music," Leonhard concluded.

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The Obscure World 
Of Tmy Alice'

Edward Albee'* advice to hit audience, in the 
matter of "Tiny ABee." ii ddK aee tiie play, let it 
happen to you, and thai rit back and wonder. So I 
did. (I am ahrays oo the ride of the writer in theae 
matters.) The resuft b a hng night of very good and 
very mysterious and often confusing entertainment, 
toilowed by another long night of trying to figure 
out just what iUbee had in arind. He hai dedioed to 
clarify "the obscure points of the play", probably 
because he couldn't if he uied. And neither can 1. 1 
am left with the powerfid qnnbol oH a man dying 
alone in a tragic and myiletiDaa universe h»iQg 
made a very bad bargain. 

The trouble with overly symbolic writing-it 
seems to me— is that the real world which I inh^it 
dally is mysterious enoi^; I (fon't need further 
. ::u-,ion. Even when I know what's really 
iiappening 1 often don't understand it, and 1 need at 
least a basic foaadatk» in reality as a takmg off 
p^)int. 

The tridi in writing symtwlically is, 1 thinl(, to 
provide a real backgyoaad, and to limit the symbols 
to a dominant few. Albee provides a real 
background, but 1 thmk the symbob proliferate, 
and finally get out of hand. 1 am left with more 
?u//.lement than synifiBthy. The symbols, in short, 
^c; m the way of the people. 

Nevertheless the play has Albee's bitter dialogue, 
many moments of nasty charm- particularly in the 
pening- and tlie ending is peculiarly powerful. I'm 
not sure now whether I was more taken with 



Albee's ending than with Thomas Cooke's 
remarkable performance as the dying Brother 
Julian; it may be that Mr. Cooke was so good one 
was ctMnpdled to feel for him. But he was certainly 
very good mdeed, and I hope to see more of him in 
other roles. 

Mr. Cook's pwtiayal of Brother Julian, ihioere, 
trastir^, a gentle vA obvknis man, is nicdy 

balanced by Joel Harvey's portrait of the butler 
named Butler. Mr. Harvey is nasty, witty, bored, 
<&tgntod, and, hi tlw end, moving. Between Aem, 
Mr. Cooke and Mr. Harvey divide the play. 

Dalton Cathey is excellent in too brief a role as 
the Cardinal. Much of the power of the play dnives 
from Albee's bitter assualt on the Church, and Mr. 
Cathey's limp-wristed emminence does the role 
justice. Bill Shipley is nicely unemotional, as 
lawyers should be, although porlu^ a bit too grey 
at the temples. He seemed so mach older dian the 
Cardinal, who was supposed to be a classmate, that 
it Jarred this reviewer, who is probably too picky. 

Bat I most aiy tiiat 9gtit* real pioUem widi 
Carolyn Werner, who plays Alice. There is simply 
something too schoolgirlish about her performance, 
particularly her voice, and tfae portnyal is ady 
partially oonvmcing. 

But these are minor com[daints. "Tiny Alice ** is 
essentially a powerful, entertaining play, deserving 
of a wide audience. Even if you come away 
confused, you can have the satisbction of knowing 
you haven't hurt Albee's feelings. 

And even if you don't like Albee, you really 
ou^t to see the new Fine Arts BuBding, and, by 
George, a real revohrlng stage!

On Free Press 

: The Board of Student Publications at Florida State 

University wishes to make public its concern related to the 
recent incident in which 15,000 copies of THE 
FLAMBEAU were removed from centers of distr8>ution 
and destroyed. While there is some financial loss related to 
advertising contracts and expenditure of funds without 
intended benefits of publication, this is not our most serious 
concern. 

Suppression of a newspaper by removing it physically is 
the rankest kind of censorship to be deplored and opposed 
in any community and especially so in a iHiimsity, 
dedicated to freedom of inquiry and of communication. 
Such suppression, whether intended as a humorous prank 
or as a serious effort to interfere with communication, has 
serious implications in a free society. Responsibility for 
freedom of communication must be assumed jointly in a 
university by students, faculty and administration.

FOOD SERVICE FOR WHOM 

The dismissal of thirty-two employees of the university food service prompts us 

to make the following observations: 

1. It is immoral and inhumane to dismiss persons without notice or severance pay. 
Those who came to work one day to find ^at they were— then and there— without 
work were faced simultaneously with the cutting off of their livelihood and an 
affront to their basic human dignity. 

2. It would presumably be argued by the Ogden Food Service that these firings 
were necessary because of financial losses on the service. Where are these losses 
coming from? It would be evident to anyone who took the trouble to check the 
figures that losses are coming from these elements of the food service operation: the 
faculty club, the arrangements made with the athletic department, and the 
presidential dining room. 

Employees are paying with their jobs and those students who eat in the university 
dining rooms receive lower food quality because of these subsidized operations. 

These employees should be reinstated. These loss-causing subsidies should be 
ended.

John Shaw 
Children And Poetry

In the course of researching 

for a term paper, many students 
have probably wandered past the 
room on the second fkmr with a 
door sign which reads sinq>le, 
"Shaw Collection." 

If one is sufficiently intrigued 
to enter the room, he will be 
greeted by a kindly, white-haired 
gentleman. The gentleman is 
John Mackay Shaw, a retired 
business executive who has spent 
half a century compiling a 
fascinating collection of 
children's literature and art. 

He began his 50-year love 
affair with children's poetry 
when Ills i)wn children were 
small. Shaw began to compose 
verse for his children and later 
fur tils jziandcliildren 

Still later, his interest in 
chMdren's poetry led him to do 
some superficial research into 
the field. He discovered that a 
great many major and minor 
poets had written for children. 
He then began to study this field 
during his spare time and to 
acquire the books in which the 
poems were first printed. 

F rom this point on he said his 
collection "jiut grew, like 
Topsy." In I960, when the 
Shaw Collectk>n came to FSU, it 
contained over 5,000 volumes. 
Since then, through gifts from 
faculty, alumni and other 
benefactors, the collection has 
more than doubled to 
approximately 12,000 volumes. 

The account of how the Shaw 
Collection, along with its 
curator, finally wound up at 
FSU is almost a complete story 
in itself. 

Director of the library, Orwin 
Rush, recalls that he was 
organizing the Friends of the 
Library, an organization to raise 
money to suppkment regularly 



appropriated funds. Rush had 
sent out pamphlets to all alumni 
concerning this project. One 
alumnus got word to Rush to 
■go see John Shaw because he 
has a pretty good collection of 
children's poetry." 

By a stroke of good fortune, 
Shaw was preparing to retire at 
this time to devote full time to 
his collection and he was 
searchii^ for a university to 
house it. 

Shaw, who was a vice 
president for the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co.. at 
the time, had sent out feelers to 
numerous universities. He was 
adciag not only that they house 
the collection (which by this 
time filled shelves from floor to 
ceiling in his spacious New York 
apartment )bui also that he be 
allowed a place in which to work 
on a bibliography for his 
collection and the opportunity 
to lecture on themes relevant to 
it. 

By another stroke of luck. 
Louis 9iores, FSd's dean of the 
School of Library Science was 
on academic leave in New York. 
Through correspondence with 
Rush, Shores and Shaw got 
together. As a result Shaw was 
invited to visit FSU. 

"It was just a case of we liked 
him and he liked us," said Ru^. 
"He moved his collection here in 
1960 and now he's the hardest 
working member of my staff, 
even though he's paid the least." 

Shaw is not paid for his 
curator's post. In addition he 
donates all royalties from his 
bibliography, "Childhood m 
Poetry," to the lOtrary.

In the course of researching 
for a term paper, many students 
have probably wandered past the 
room on the second floor with a 
door sign which reads simple. 
"Shaw Collection." 

If one is sufficiently intrigued 
to enter the room, he will be 
greeted by a kindly, white-haired 
gentleman. The gentleman is 
John Mackay Shaw, a retired 
business executive who has spent 
half a century compiling a 
fascinating collection of 
children's literature and art. 

He began his 50-year love 
affair with children's poetry 
when his own children were 
small. Shaw began to compose 
verse for his children and later 
for his grandchildren. 

Still later, his interest in 
children's poetry led him to do 
some superficial research into 
the field. He discovered that a 
great nianv major and minor 
poets had written for children. 
He then began to study this Held 
during his spare time and to 
acquire the bo<_>ks m which the 
poems were first printed. 

From this point on he said his 
collection "just grew, like 
Topsy." In I960, when the 
Shaw Collection came to FSU, it 
contained over 5,000 volumes. 
Since then, through gifts from 
faculty, alumm and other 
.benefactors, the collection has 
more than doubled to 
approximately 12.000 volumes. 

The account of how the Shaw 
Collection, along with its 
cuiaror, finaDy wound up at 
FSU is almost a complete story 
in itself.

Be prepared, the Scouts' 
motto, can well be applied to 
Florida State's basketball team 
as the varsity Seminoles prepare 
to meet JacksonviOe Univei»ty's 
Dolphins tonight at 8 pjn. inthe 
Jacksonville Coliseum. 

In their second meeting of the 
season, the FSU-JU game wiUbe 
the biggest basketball game ever 
played in the state with a 
10.000-plus capacity crowd 
expected at the Dolphins' arena. 
The long-awaited rematch has 
beat sold out f« six weeks. 

In their first meeting of the 
seaviii, Jan. 27 in Tully Gym, 
the Seminoles toppled the 
Dolphins from the raiiks of the 
unbeaten by an 80-83 margin. A 
capacity crowd in the Tribe's 
arena saw the "Moles jump from 
a three-point half time lead 
(40-37) to as much as 1 5 points 
ahead (58^3) with 15:05 
remaining when the Tribe 
wingman Skip Young fouled 
out. 

Seminole center Dave Cowens 
fouled out with 4:01 remaining 

as the IXilphins closed tiie lead 
to lour at 80-76 with 2:25 left. 
But the Seminoles spurted ahead 
and extended their lead to end 
ilic contest six points on top. 

Tonight's contest has the 
added extra excitement of two 
top ten powers coming to battle. 



Jadcsonville and Florida State 
are ranked sixth and eighth 
lespectiveiy by the Associated 

Press. 

Jacksonville's credentials are 
impressive. According to the 
latest NCAA statistics the 
Dolphins are the nations's 
leading offensive machine. Their 
104.4 scoring average and 34 per 
cat field goal percentage are 
good enough to top all other 
teams in the nation. The 
Doll^iins are also second to none 
with a team rebounding average 
of 60.4 and winning point 
margin of 31.2; 

Individually the Dolphins' 7-2 
center Artis Gflmore is the 
nations leading rebounder with a 
252 average. FSU's Cowois is 
sixth in the country with a 17.2 
pace.

Arm y Doctor Wounded 



'Ritualistic Murder' 



FT. BRAGG, N.C. (UPl)- Three men and a 
blonde woman chanting "Acid is great . . . kill the 
pigs," burst into an Army doctor's home Monday 
night, wounded him and killed his wife and two 
small daughters during wha! the Army said was an 
apparent "ritualistic murder. " 

The only survivor of the ordeal. Army Capt. 
Jeffrey MacDonald. apparently was left for dead. 
Wounded by a knite thrust in the stomach, 
MacDonald managed to get to a telephone early 
today and summon help. 

Investigators said the assailants wrote the word 
"Pig" in blood across the headboard of the bed 
after fatally stabbing MacDonald s 26-year-old 
wife. When the officers arrived, they found 
MacDonald lying in the master bedroom with his 
Wife's body. The two girls, aged 6 and 2. were 
found slain in their bedroom. 

MacDonald said the assailants were two white 
men, a Negro man, and a blonde wotnan wearmg a 
floppy hat and muddy boots and carrying a 
candle. 

"They may have been on an LSD trip. " said 
Army authorities. LSD, a mind-expanding drug, is 
referred to as ""acid." 



Military police arrived at the MacDonald 

apartment, located in a two-story, red brick 
building on the base, about 4 ajn. They found the 
front door locked but the rear door open. 

The girls were found in their bedroom near the 
rear door and the parents in the master bedroom. 

Investigators found an icepick and a club 

outside the apartment building, but would not say 
whether they were the weapons uivolved 

MacDonald was taken to the Woinack Army 
Hospital on the base in satisfactory condition and 
was able to relate the details of his ordeal. 

The Army said the apartment was a shambles, 
with furniture broken and thrown about as if there 
had been a terrific struggle. 

MacDonald described the assailants as "two 
young male Caucasians, a male Negro wearing a 
jacket with sergeant's stripes, and a blonde female 
Caucasian wearmg a floppy hat and muddy 
boots." 

The Army said that "the wounded MacDiinald 
stated that the female was carrymg a candle and 
members of the quartet were repeating, "Acid is 
great . . .kill the p^s." 



Verdict Expected Monday 
In 'Chicago Seven' Trial 



CHICAGO (UPI)-A 
govemmoit source said Tuesday 
chances of a clear-cut 
prosecution victory might be 
lessening as a federal court jury 
deliberated the fate of the 
"Chicago Seven" for a fourth 
day w ithoui signs of a verdict. 

The defendants and their 
lawyers in the riot conspiracy 
trial debated in Cook County 
Jail, where the seven anti-war 
militants were serving contempt 
sentences, when \u move for a 
mis-trial and discharge of the 
jury as deadlocked.

He said "politicar' defendants 
in the future "are not going to 
be supine and passive."" He said 
they "will stand up and should 
stand up like Dave Dellinger did 
many times and say, 'I m going 
to be heard. If you "re going to 
lie about me, I'm going to be 
heard.'" 

Henr\ 1 Pitts, president of 
the Illinois bar Association, at a 
news conference accused the 
defense lawyers wl "j bold and 
deliberate assault upon the 
judicial system itself."' He called 
for an investigation leading to 
possible disbarment of the pau.

Pro posal Endorsed 

Lower Voting Age? 

WASHINGTON (UPI)- The Nixon administratwn Tuesday warml> 
endorsed a proposal to let Americans start voting in national elections 
at age 18 and termed today "s youth "better equipped" for it than ever 
before. 

But Deputy Attorney (icneral Richard (i. Kloindiensl. speaking on 
behalf of President Nixon, said the voting age should be lowered only 
for the electmn of Presidents ana members of Congress, leaving slates 
with the discretion in local contests. 

Kleindienst testified belore a Senate Judiciary subcommiiiee 
considering proposed coiistitutional amendments to lower the voting 
age to 18. He told the panel the President, after "careful study and 
consideration,"' concluded the change was desirable. 

"However," he added, "in recognition of the proper role in which 
the states are called upon to play in our federal system, and m order to 
make possible prompt ratificatkMi of the proposal, the PriMdeni leels 
that an amendment permitting 18-year olds to vote in national electiom 
only is the best solution of alternative extreme positions those whKh 
wouW leave the matter to each state on the one hand, and one which 
would provide the right to vote in state as well as national electionsofi 
the other." 

Kkimfonst said the experience of the four states which allow voting 

by those under 21 indicates this would bo hencricial for llio njlidiuij 
whole. The voting age is 18 in Kentucky and Georgia. Im in Alaska and 
20 in Hawaii.

"You just can"l believe how unconcerned people are," a 
representative of Hondas Conservation 70's, Inc., told FSU's 
Enviionmental Actkm Group last night in the Bdhmy Buildiiig. 

"I've seen (legislative) committee meetings where they were 
considering bills worth $2 or $3 million and three pteople were there," 
Loring Lovell. a member of the board of directors said. 

He uiged members of Enviroiiinental Action to reverse this trend and 
"remain visable'' at legishtne meetmgs considering Conservation 70's 
package of 55 bills on pollution and ccmservation. 

Conservation 70's is a coalition of groups and individuals formed last 
July in Orlando. Fifteen of its menriiers are sbo FkMida Iqislstors. 

BUIs supported by the coaUtion, which are either in committee or in 
the process of being drafted, include laws on everything from alligators 
to throw-away bottles. 

The group wants to preserve the former and ban the latter. 

Lovell told FSU students that if they wanted to help, they ooukl 
write l^islators, spread the word to friends, attend committee meetings 
and l^islative sessions or help Conservation 70's wtth its publicity 
mailing chores. 

This is an issue, he said, that can band ctmservatives, modentet and 
liberals together uilo a unified force for better environmeat. Florida, he 
saki, is the first state to have a unified coalition in support of 
conservation and if it is successful here the idea may spread. 

"Let's don't say "what are they going to do about it' anymore, let s 
say Vhat are we going to do about it. ", he said.

Chicago Seven 
Trial Ends - 
Five Convicted 

CHICAGO (UPI)- A federal court jury Wednesday found 
all the defendants in the tumultuous trial of the "Chicago 
Seven " innocent of conspiring to incite riots during the 
1968 Democratic National Convention but convicted five 
of crosang state lines with intent to incite riots. 

The jury of 10 women and two men returned its verdict 
after more than 41 hours of deliberations over five days. It 
came 21 weeks to the day after tlM iditant aatjknur 
protest leaders went on trial Sept. 24 b^Die MS. Diltfict 
Judge Julius J. Hoffman. 

GUILTY VERDICTS 

Guilty verdicts on the intent-to-incite riot charges were 
returned against David T. Dellinger, 53, and Rennard C. 
"Rennie" Davis, 29, leaders of the National Mobilization 
Committee to End the War in Vietnam; Youth 
International Party Yippie leaders Abbott H. "AMue" 
Hoffman, 32, and Jerry C. Rubin, 31; and Thomas E. 
Hayden, 29, a co-organizer of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS). 

University professors John R. Froines. 30. and Lee 
Weiner, 30, were acquitted on both counts against them. 
They were charged with plotting to firdxHnb aa 
undeigioiind garage near convention headquutm. 

Hoffman did not immediately aentmce the five 
convicted men. They face sentences of iq> to fhe ytmt in 
prison and $10,000 fines. 

AB of the defendants already are in jafl serving contempt 
sentences. The sentences, which range up to almost 254 
years, were imposed Saturday and Sunday by the judge for 
courtroom disrupticMis dmiig the tiobident, 4)64iMHith 
trial 

Hoffman refused to grant bail after Wednesday's 
convictkms. "I have detemuned they are dangerow men to 
have at hige," he said. 

NEWOUTMJRSTS 

The climactic day of the trial was marked by new 
violence and courtroom outbursts. The wives of Hoffman, 
Rubin and Weiner were evicted screaming from the 
courtroom on the motion of Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Richard G. Schultz, who said the trial had seen "miniature 
riots." 

Outside the modernistic federal building, members of a 
crowd of 1 ,000 demonstrators threw pennies, stones and 
confettie and yelled obscene epitiiets at the jurors as they 
were hurried to their hotel quarters in a yellow school bus. 

The jury reaches its decision as the defense was 
demanding that the panel be dismissed as deadlocked and a 
mistrial declared. The defendants were brought to the 
courtroom from Cook County Jail unaware that a decision 
had been reached on their fate. 

They learned that their long wait was over only when 
Hoffman entered the courtroom and sakl, "I undastaad a 
verdict has been reached." 

REMAIN CALM 

Defendants remained calm, taking notes, as the verdict 
was read. Each juror was polled at request of chief defense 
attorney WilUam M. Kunstler. 

Kimstler deplored the jury's decision as "a compromise 
verdict," and said, "1 wish it had been hung." He 
denounced Hoffman's order to clear the coiulroomand the 
failure to give the defendants advance word that a verdict 
had been reached. 

"I think it was owed to them as human beings to be 
informed that was what they were coming here for," he 
said. He called Schultz's request to haw spectators and 
families of defendants ejected as "the last 
indignity in a trial that has become a shame." 

"At this time, no man diouM be alone," he said. 
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Changes Forthcoming 
In Modern Languages? 



Signifkant changes involving course content and 
sirwAtBe miy be fortfaccmiiag ffl Modem Lmgwset, 
according to Dr. Heniy Hoge, doiniUBi of the 
department. 

A committee of modern language students and 

faculty has worked for some months to draw up a 
program to be presented to various committees for 

Hoge explained that the basic problem with the 
pment ^stem of instruction is tlie structure of the 
courses. **Our problem is not a hdc of knowledge 
about teaching procedures to get the. best results, 
but rather the circumstances in which we fmd 
oursehes. FSU it one of the few uaivarsities that 
teaches a modern language on the thiee^xHir 
system." 

Hoge said that a class with no previous language 
experience is doing weU if the structure of the 
language is barely covered in three quarters of 
three-hour courses. However, after a year's 
instruction in tliis manner, only a small fraction of 
the students are able to control the language 
adequately enough to take 200 level courses. For 



this reason, the second year has to involve review to 
a great extent. 

According to Hoge, what is needed in eiementaiy 
(100 level) courses is more cumulative hours of clan 
contact. He explained that a different distribution 
of hours, whereby a student would complete the 
ekmentary and intermediate levels in four instead 
of six, would yield better results. 

Under this proposal, which has been suggested by 
the revision committee of the department, the 
student would spend the first three quarters learning 
the structure of the language. Three different types 
of courses would be offered for the fourth quarter 
course which would complete the requirement. 

The student could elect an oral course, a reading 
course, or a cuhure course. Akhough the instruction 
in each course would necessarily overlap and involve 
elements of each, the student couhl ooncentiate in 
oral proficiency, reading profkieacy, or culture, 
involving an introduction to literature. 

Hoge said if the program is approved by the 
Humanities Curriculum Coinnuitce and the 
Academic Standards ConimiMee. major problems 
wiJl be involved 111 implementation.

832.22 of Florida statutes 

prohibits the state from 
nitrating with an organizatran 
wfakdi asMrte the rfi^t to strike, 
and inspite of the statute, Clark 
met with and made an apparent 
agrecmoit with Locil 909. 

In a written memorandum 
from Clark's office dated Nov.7 
(the date of "La Traviata), he 
addressed himsdf to "All »agB 
Hands working on the 
Goldovsky Opera Theater 
Touring Production of La, 
Traviata.** He was aware the 
stagehands were members of a 
union, but the memorandum 
made no mention of the tuuon. 

The memorandum stated that 
a stage crew of 18 men was 
approved, and that "payment 
will be made on Monday, 
November 10, 1969, by Jade 
Lavin." An appendage to the 
memorandum was a schedule of 
wages for the st^ hands, ndddi 
shows an increase for some key 
jobs of 25 cents per hour over 
the pay scale the Ifjggrrsliad in 
a "Report on the Stage Riggers 
Club" submitted to Dr. Cecfl 
Mackey on Oct. 28, 1969, by 
Robert K.Haydea. 

Further in a letter to the 
state's Department of Business 
Regulations, dated in Nov. 1969 
(the mrmth of "La Tntviate'O 
Local 909 stated they had been 



recognized by a representative of 
the legal staff of FSU, according 
to a Department administrative 
assistant. Ostenafely, Local 909 
assumed recognition by FSU 
because of the meeting between 
James Clark and the union's 
George Moore, 

With the meeting of Clark and 
union r ep res e n tative Moore, and 
the memorandum to the stage 
hands following the meeting, 
Clark inadvertantly fulfilled the 
second requisite for the state's 
union definition, recognition. 

With the jettlement of the 
"La Traviata" dilute, Local 
909 agreed to work the 
remainder of fall quarter's 
productions without 
interference. And according to 
uruon spokesman Fan the 
university agreed to bargain with 
the Local after Christmas. The 
productMHis hiduded the 
Lettermen concert. The Book of 
Job and the Odetta Concert , The 
presumably mutual and 
unwritten agreement was Uwied 
by Local 909 as tfw 
"gentlemen's agreement." 

The LettenMi iww, 
howevw, did not come off 
without "interference.** The 
Student Union Board, who 
qponaored the concert attempted

Riggers for productions had long 
been a sore spot with the Board , 
One Board member epitomiiod 
the Riggers as "the Mggeit

The First Step 

Many of tiie tilings wMdite¥e boned Vludk stodnits at 

FSU were pointed up recently by the report of an HEW 
investigation team and the list of proposals submitted by 
the Blade Students Uroon to die Faculty Sniate. 

The HEW team fomd die nniventty's desegregation 
efforts to be lagging in the aieas of blade partjcqiation in 
stuftent organizations, recruitment of black facidty, 
recruitment of black students, and black participation in 
jp-aduate research and financial aid programs. 

The i3SU also expressed concern over inequalities wliidi 
exist in diese »eas, but went furdio- by proposing 
sijecifics such as recruitment of black coaches, acquisition 
of black administrators, and hiring of black residence 
counselors. 

In addition, the BSU raised several critical questions: 
How many blacks are members of the Faculty Senate? 
How many blacks are receiving scholarships and 
fellowships'.' How many are living in scholarship houses? 
What educational experiences are being provided by the 
university to stamp out racism, prejudices, and 
discrimination'.' 

Much of the discontent which before was limited tu 
frustrating, internal discussion is now out in the open. 

The next step is alleviation of the inequalities, an end of 
what the BSL Ins described as "the state of emergency 
which exists among the black community at FSU." 

Thus far, the Faculty Senate has responded quickly and 
effectively to the USU charge that it take a leading role in 
impro\ing conditions of blacks on campus. The senate s 
Steering Committee, in response to one of the black 
student's proposals, has established a provisional 
Commission on Jlack Student Affairs. Tlie commission, 
which must yet be approved by the senate as a whole, has 
Ix-en e haracd with invevtiuatini- the 31 BSU proposals and 
tlien initiating appropriate action. 

The commission should address itself immediately to 
the Black Students C ultiiral and Educational Center whidl 
is. and has been tor almost two months, ready fw 
occupancy. We urge the commission to instruct President 
Stanley Marshall to make every possible effort to open the 
centiT inimcdiatch . including authorizing the hiring of a 
resident manager which the administration initially agreed 
to do. 

With much discontent out in the ojicn. manx members 
of the university community will be watching with interest 
the steps taken by the newly created commission and the 
administration to accommodate legitimate black 
complamts. What formerly bugged only blacks, for the 
most part, now bugs many others.

Other projects planned by the group indude a day care center for 
bUck diiMren. a Iftieration school in Frenchtown, a meetmg place 
where blacks who want lo talk things over can get together and a 
luioiing service for black children similar to the FSU-FAMU Gadsden 
County Tutorial Program. 

Jugger said his organizatkm hopes lo spread ihroughout the South. 
While maintaming its identity as a separate group, the U>eratton Front 
will promote solidarity with the Panthers, whkh Ji«ger calls **the 
vanguard party."

They suggested that 
groups of approximately 200 
students be formed. All 
university activities wouU center 
around this body. The students 
would Iflce to see the system run 
on a cooperative basis, which 
would result in lower housing 
rates and highei efficiency.

Celibacy, concupiscence, 
conscience, copulation, 
confesaon, oomimaeration, and 
finally crucifixion -these are in 
essence the substance of "Tiny 
Alice," a piay by Edward Afcee. 

It is not essentially a symbolic 
work; rather it is an extended 
metaphor which continually 
reminds us of the contradictions 
which exist between the 
chimeras of spiritual perfection 
wiiich some men pursue, and the 
immediate realities they Uxe. 
Hk realities in this case being 
gold and the flesh of an 
archetypal nnage of the 
temptress Eve. 

The plot IS simple. It tells the 
story of liin Afioe, a very 
wealthy young woman; a lawyer, 
who is also her lover; and her 
butler. All of them are obviously 
Ihnng with her in a state of 
discipleship. Brother Julian, a 
lay brother of the Catholic 
Church, is sent by his Cardinal 



to live with Miss Alice in 
exchai^ for SlOO mllion a year 

for 20 years. Brother Juhan's 
faith is the central issue. 

The play is not a study of the 
development of human 
character, but rather a study of 
vriiat peofrie say about 
themselves and others. 
Admittedly there is much fine 
philosophic, psychological, and 
reUgious rhet<»ic, often written 
with a keen seme of the drama 
of the language, but a good deal 
that makes a play a 
phy— action— is misiing. When 
not confessing, the characters 
are commiserating or msulting 
each otiier. In the final scene 
they are all preaching, except 
Julian who is admittedly 
confused. 

The central symbol of the 
play is a playhouse-type replica 
of the house owned by the 
wealthy Alice. The replica seems

NEW YORK-Most of the 
legal isnes •involved in Curt 
Fkxxl's fi^t to overthrow the 
reserve clause were argued four 
times before the Supreme Court 
from 1922 to 1957. 

But the reason the four 
decisioris left the matter of 
sports and the anti-trust law 
unclear is even the high court 
admitted m 1957 that its rulings 
in these cases might seem to be 
"unrealistic, mconsistent and 
illogical." 

The court made that 
statement when it ruled in 1957 
that pro football is subject to 
the anti-trust laws even though 
baseball is exempt. Admitting 
that it's a contradiction to rule 
that baseball is exempt and 
football isn't, the court said, 
"The orderly way to eliminate 
error or discrimination, if any 
there be, is a Congressional 
investigation." 

However, in the 13 years since 
the court made that statement. 
Congress hasn't acted. Now 
Flood's suit has brought the 
matter back to the courts and if 
there isn't an out-of-court 
settlement, it's likely the Hood 
case could be appealed all the 
way to the Supreme Court; this 
process could easQy take two 
years but until the Supreme 
Court rules, the issue will be in 
doubt because the hi^ court has 
twice overruled the decisions of 
the lower courts in this matter. 

The basic ianie at stake is 
Arhether or not baseball is 
jxempt from the anti-trust laws. 
If it is. It can continue to 
;nforce its present reserve 
:lause. But if it loses that 
:xemption, some changes will 
rave to be made in the present 
;ystem. 

Baseball's current exemption 
.taftds from the 1922 "federal 
)asebair' case-the only 



Supreme Court decision dealing 
with the anti-trust aspects of 
piofesaonal spoits that was 
ufumimoiis— when the court 
nikd that basdudl is not 
■aterstate commerce. 

Contrary to what is 
commonly believed, the court 
did not rule that baseball is a 
sport and not a business. 
Baseball has always been 
considered a business legally. 
But Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes did write that baseball 
games are "purely state affairs" 
and weren't the "subject of 
commerce." 

However, in the intervening 
48 years, the Supreme Court, in 
a host of decisions, has 
continued to broaden the 
constitutional concept of what is 
interstate commerce; for 
example, the court's opinion in 
the baseball case cited two 
previous decisions involving the 
question of whether a company 
conducting an insurance business 
in several states was engaged in 
interstate commerce. 

At that time, it was thi 
court's interpretation that sellinr 
a [>olicy of insurance "is not j 
transaction of commerce;" the 
court claimed they were "local 
transactions" as basd>all games 
were "purefy state affairs." 

But in 1944, reversing an 
unbroken line of cases which 
extended over a period of 75 
years, the court rukd the 
insurance business was interslati 
commerce. That decision would 
seem to have destroyed the 
rationale upon which the 
baseball case was built. 

Baseball, though, survived it^ 
next challenge before the 
Supreme Court in 1953 when 
the court backed baseball by a 
7-2 vote in the "Toolson ' case. 
George Toolson was a pitcher in 
the yankee farm system who 
fought his transfer from Newark 
to the Birmingham club in 1950 
and sued to overtum the 1922 
nding. 

The court decided to sidestep 
the major issues and it looked to 
Congress for a solution. The

been left for thirty years to 
develop on the understanding 
that it was not subject to 
existhig antitrust legislation.'' 

The court added, "^e think 
that if there are evils in this field 
which now warrant application 
to it of the anti-trust laws it 
should be by legislation." 

Two justices. Burton and 
Reed, di»ented to that decision. 
They said, "It is a contradiction 
in terms to say the defendants in 
these cases (baseball) are not 
engaged in interstate 
commerce," because, among 
other things, "The teams are 
constantly traveling between 
states" and are profiting by 
radio-TV income. 

Bui the contradictions didn't 
really start to get confusing until 
1955. Up to that point, other 
sports assumed they had the 
same exemptions baseball did. 
The lower courts i^eed in 1955 
when the Departmoit of Justice 
filed an anti-trust suit against 



George Radovich sued the 
National Football League. 

But both times the court 
overruled the lower courts and 
deckled boxmg and footbaB are 
subject to antitrust laws. The 
Radovich decision, involving a 
phyer who jumped to the old 
All-America Conference in the 
late '40's and then claimed he 
was bhckMsted by the NFL, was 
especially interesting since 
football, like baseball, is a team 
^rt. 

It was this decision the court 
admitted mi^t seem illogical 
since football and baseball are so 
similar and it again looked to 
Congress for a solution as it had 
m the 195.1 Toolson decision. 
Congress has failed to act 
although numerous bilk have 
been introduced and the issue 
hasn't come up since the 
Radovich decision because no 
football or baseball player has 
gone to court on the matter.

A police chief said today his department got 
numerous tips that Detroit Tiger star pitcher Denny McLain was a 
partner in a 1967 bocricmdm^ operatimi in Michi^ and investigated 

them fully. 

However, Chief James Rutherford of Flint, Mich., said he was unable 

10 file any charges because the sources of the information refused to 
testify in any criminal proceedings so he turned the case over to federal 
ofTicials. 

McLain was in seclusion, but United Press International's Milton 
Richman learned the cdebrated 30^me winner told friends he was 
duped" and "used" m the mattn. "My biggest crime is stuiMdity," 

McLain said. 

His wife, Sharyn, arrived at the Tampa, Fla., airport without her 
husband Tuesday night and told newmen she was "behind Denny 100 
percent. He hasn't done anything to hurt baseball." 

Rutherford said the informatkHi he got from outside sources dosety 
paralleled that in a oopyri|^ed stoiy ta ibm wedc's ioae of Sfom 
Illustrated. 

The magazine said McLam and a w/St drink executive contributed 
money to support a Mafia-sponsored bookmaking opention that had its 
headquarters in a Flint restaurant where McLain worked as an organist 
in the off-season. 

The story also moitioned Lou Boudreau, McLain's father-in4aw, 
who was named recently to baseball's Hall of Fame. It aid Boudreau 

asked a man who won S4(i.CKK) on a horse race to be patient and he 
would get his money. McLain was being pressed to come up with the 
money. 

Sports Illustrated also add its sources reported that a foot injury that 
kept McUin from playii^ from Sept. 18 to Oct. 1 in 1967 was caused 
by a Mafia enforcer who stepped on his toes. 

A spokesman for the magazine said today it had not been contacted 
by McLam. his lawyers or any other pwiMS mentioned in the story.

President Nixon's report to Coopess on VS. 
Foreign policy lor the 1970's: 

VIETNAM -Vietnamizat ion of the war has 
progressed to a point that Hanoi should see its 
bargaining power diminidiing. In this context, this 
country would continue to withdraw troops on "an 
orderly schedule," but not without remaining alert 
and ready to deal with any sudden increase in the 
level of enemy violmce 

MIDDLE EAST -Nixon is disappointed that 
discussions with Russia and the four power talks 
have not produced measurable progress toward an 
Arab-Israeli settlement, but this country has "gone 
as far as we believe useful in making new proposals 
until there is response from other partks." He 



repeated his intention of providing VS. arms to 
"friendly states as the need arises" to maintain a 
balance of power, but essentiaify. the path to a 
Middle Eattem settkuMnt is long and pdDM.

Nixon Proposes

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nixon proposed an end to the 
Cold War and a new "era of negotiation" with the Soviet Union 
Wednesday, starting with joint efforts to end the Vietnam War and 
avert a nudear confrontation over the Middle East. 

Nixon ejqnessed concern in a special foreign policy message to 
Congress over growing Soviet nussSe advances, and promised 
appropriate VS. responses to meet the challenge. 

But he made clear that American combat Uoops were no loi^r to be 
sent niriiing from me crisis to another aroiuid the ^obe. He specificaOy 
rejected future U.S. commitment of ground forces to Vieinam-slyle 
guerrilla wars, short of outside aggression, overt conventional attack or 
a dev threat to vital AraeticaB iBtemts; 

In defense and economic assistance, Nixon said, *^e will help when 
it makes a real difference and is considered in our interest." 

In the rust Soviet ictctioa, the official news agency Tass said that 
despite a call for a new approach to the problems of peace, Nixon's 
basic theme was that "Hhe United States continues to lay the accent on 
military force as the basis of American foreign policy." 

Senate Democratic leader Mike Mansfield said he was pleased that 
Nixon stressed negotiations and partnerships, rather than America's 
position ot predoniinanLC in free world affairs. 

The message, drafted largely by Nixon's national secunty affairs 
advisor. Dr. Ifemy A. Kosiager, is tlK first tif an mmial series the 
President plans to make on fordgn policy.

Webster's New Collegiate Dictionary 
defmes "ecology" as: "Biology dealii^ with 
the mutual relationship between orpanisni-, 
and their envuonment." Within the past iwo 
years ecology has taken on a new and far 
nH)rc frightening connotation After decades 
of unlieeded warnings, ignored statistics, and 
repeated assurances thai nothing was really 
wrong, the public is awakening to the fact 
that the human race is polluting itself out of 
existence. 

Belatedly, mm has discovered that the 
artifacts of his technologicaj civilization wiB 
not simply disappear. The air is clogged with 
smoiies, rivers and streams have fallen victim 
to all sorts of sewage and waste, there is 
more DDT present in human milk than is 
allowed by the federal government in 
foodstuffs, the Great Lakes are rapidly 
becommg devoid of life, amidst predictions 
that the Gulf of Mexk» wiD be the next to 
fall. Many scientists have predicted mass 
deaths from environmental disasters within 
the next ten years. What has man done? 

Mankind ignored the concept of ecology. 
Ecology implies that all forms of life are 
Mentepeadent. and that life extstt as a 
cyde. 

Four classiticaiions of matter interact in 
the life cycle: non-Uving matters such as 
water, oxygen and other chemical 
compounds whkh act as plant nutrients. 
This classification includes sunlight -the 
primary source of energy, without which 
there could be no life. 

The second dassification is plant life, 
ranging from the smaOest plaidcton to the 
largest tree. The function of the plant is to 
convert carbon dioxide and water, from the 
first classification, into carbohydrates, 
necessary to sustain life in both the plants 
themselves and other forms of Ufe. 

WhBe |dants are die |m>ducers, animals 
are the consumers. Animal life, the third 
classincation, feeds off the plants. The final 
category is the bacteria, insects and other 
plants and animal organisms that feed on the 
remams of higher organisms. This process 
frees the diemkai compounds from the dead 



animals and returns the compounds to the 
soil for reuse by plants. What is man's place 
in the cyde? 

Untfl it became necessary, man refused to 
set himself as a part of the ecological cycle. 
This myopia on the part ot the human race 
is primarily respcmsible for the ecological 
crisis that has befallen it. 

As technology advanced, man was able to 
gain a near comfriete <tominance over the 
forces of nature. Man's dominance over 
nature virtually destroyed the balance 
between 'he non-living, living, and dead 
matter. Man shaped the environment at his 
conmnience. After hundreds and thousands 
of years of adapting the environment to suit 
himself, man finally began to feel the effects 
of his disruption of the ecological cycle. 

Man has just begun to realize that whoi 
any one portion of nature's cycle is 
destroyed, all members of the cycle will 
perish. He is beginnii^ to realize that he 
must make amends to nature if he wants to 
continue on this planet. 

But the reparations will not be cheap. 
President Nbcon has committed SIO billion 
to be spent over the next five years to clean 
up the nation s water by installing "modern 
munudpal waste tieatowitt plants in every

In flyers handed out to passing students 
and speeches made at a raUy on the steps of Moore 
Auditorium yesterday, they accused Ogdwi Foods 
of racism, male chauvinism, anti-imiraiiHn and 



nmcenary treatment of workers. 

Ogden took over management of the Union 
cafeteria and the Semiaoie Urifag WkhAi^ 
from Morrison FoodSeivice. 

Phifer pointed oot last week that since that 
time seven blacks have been promoted to 
managmal positioBs and atatin have been raised to 
$1 .45 an hour mndmnm. He said wmkers ha*e 
alwa> s been laid off during slack periods. 

Last week Phifer told a Flambeau reporter that 
when it comes to hiring and fking crfeterk 
workers, "I have to make the ultimate decision."

Grass Concrete Or 
Concrete Grass?

As concern for environmental abuse mounts 
nationwide, there is a growing awareness that the 
campus of Florida State is not somehow magically 
inunune from the iOs epidnnk in other parts of the 
country. Campus concern is inoiiiltiiv over the 
proliferation of sidewalics. 

Henry C. Martin, supervisor of the University's 
^ Building and Qrounds Department, is aware of that 
concern. But Martin, who holds a degree in 
agriculture from the University of Florida, feels he 
is left with no other choice than to construct 
sidewalks in the paths stunts have worn into the 
grass. 

"I've tried everything there is," said Martin, "and 
nothing else works." There's an air of fatalism about 
Martin as he ponders the effects of a campus 
population explosion no one could have foreseen 20 
years ago. "There's so much more traffic to 
accommodate these days," he explained. 

An attempt to catch up with the student 
population explosion is Martin's exphnatioa of the 
sudden burst of concrete spreading on campus. 

When pressed to explain rejection of alternative 
^solutions, the disconsolate Martin prefers to talk 
about human nature. There is no {dant to his 
knowledge that cannot and wfll not be destroyed or 
circumvented by students. Even the so-called 
Spanish bayonets have to be planted three-deep 
before they stop the bulk of campus traffic. 

Many students have recently expressed feelings 
that sidewalks were being poured without regard for 
the aesthetic beauty being siipplanted. No rnie can 
talk long with Henry Martin and stiU feel that is his 
policy. He has spent much of his professional life 
building beauty into the Tallahassee campus, and winning 



there seems to be a line in his face for every 
concrete line on campus. 

The possibility of planting hardier grass has been 
exptored. A form of Bermuda grass which is 
extremely hardy is used on the football Held, but 
requires fertilizer 1 2 times a year and must be cut as - 
often as three tunes a week. Martin compares that 
with the grass on the campus which is fertilized 
once a year and cut once a week at the most. He 
says the cost of installing and maintaining the 
tougher grass is far beyond funds amiiable to 
Buildings and Grounds Departmmt. 

Martin and his assistant, Ned Scott, can tell you 
stories about past attempts at gentle persuasion. 
They have seen students calmly snap baby trees in 
half and stomp the life out of them; they have beat 
told by passing students that the Spanish bayonets 
planted today would be dead by tomorrow; they 
have given up such efforts. 

Visitors to the campus and students alike can 
appreciate the symmetry of Landis Green, but few 
know that Henry Martin designed the beauty into 
the green. But the time is coming when that 
balanced, pleasing appearance may have to be 
destroyed by another supn-tidewaik running 
diagonally from the Green's southeast oomer to the 
northwest one. Already there is one main rut and 
several smaller ones among the pine trea. 

Martin would desparately like to find another 
solution, but he knows from experience that hedges 
die violently at the hands and feet of hasty studoiU 

who have none of his reverence for green life. 

The life and death of Landis Green is shaping up

What can I do to speed it up? 

The best advice is to file a 
oon^ete and accurate return 
and to mail it early to the 
address hsted in the 1040 
inatiactions. The largest singje 
reasim for delays in refunds last 
year was a missing or inaccurate 
social security number. Be sure 
to enter an accurate number for 
yomaelf and your spouse if it is 
a joint return. Other reasons for 
refund delays are the failure to 
attadi required W— 2 forms, 
failure to sign the return and 
omission of other forms or 
schedules that may be required. 

I hawe aevnal W— 2 fonns 
daoe I woiked for several people 
last year. Should I attach all of 
them to my return or can I add 
them up and give the Mdaf 

You should attach to your 



Copy B of each W-2 you receive 

although only the total income 
and withheld income tax need 
be entered on your Form 1040. 
FaOure to do so will hold up the 
processing of your return and 
any refund that might be due 
you. If you did not get a W-2 
form from your employer, 
contact him and ask for one. 
Your return must be filed on 
time. If you cannot get all your 
Form W-2's, report all of your 
income and attach a statement 
explaining how you computed 
tax withheld for which you 
claim credit, but for which you 
have no W-2. 

As a student who is a 
candidate for a degree, must I 
report as income amounts 
received under a schoiarshqi or 
fellowship grant? 

No, such amounts are 



generally excludable from 

income. However, amounts 
received for part-time 
employment, such as for 
teaching and research, are 
included in income even though 
these services are required as a 
condition to your receiving the 
scholardiip or fellowdiip grant. 
However, if such services are 
required for all candidates for a 
particular degree, the amounts 
received therefrom arc excluded 
from income. 

As a studoit who is NOT a 
candidate for a degree, must I 
report as income amounls 
received under a schoiaiA^ or 
feUowsh^ grant? 

If you are not a candidate for 
a difgiee, the amounts received 
under a sdiolaiship or fellowslup 
grant nuy be excluded from 
income up to $300 times the 



number of months you are 
under the grant during the tax 
year. The exclusion is limited to 
a maximum of 36 months, 
which may or may not be 
consecutive. Thereafter, all 
amounts received under the 
grant must be included in 
income, including those portions 
designated as expenses incident 
to the grant, and the value of the 
services and accommodatiom 
given you as part of the gram. 

Do I have to pay Social 
Security tax on ti^ earned as a 
waitress? 

Tips have always been taxable 
income, but unta 1966 they 
were not subject to Social 
Security. Since then, tips 
amounting to $20 or more in a 
month while working for one 
employer have had to be 
reported to the employer tor 
withholding purposes.

A graduate student in East Asian Studies, Ross entered FSU in 1%7. 
Since then he has worked to devdop the FSU judo team program, 
serving as both player and coadi. Now ranldng number two in the 
nation, the team has 14 nMsnbert with Made bdts icoeifed in the 

United States and abroad. 

Ross has also been mslrumcntal in implementing the Japmeae course 
in the modem laagm y ii depa r t m e n t. 

A native of OUo, Ross grew up in Germany, Switzerland, and 

various parts of the United States. His interest in judo began in Europe 
during his father's stint in the service. He has been active in tiie sport 
l or some 24 yean. 

Ross spent six years in the Air Force as a Chinese and Korean 
anguage specialist. While in Korea, he was e^iecially impressed by 
ludent activism in national politics during the overthrow of the Rhee 

regime. "My friends were risking their lives," Ross said. "And a lot of 
them got shot. But they did accomplish something— they got rid of 
their prerideot. 

"Of course we doat have problems of that nature in dw United 

States." 

Apathy. Ross contended, it the worst malane infecttag the American 
studrats. 

Upon his dacharge from the Av Force, Ross qient four years in 
Taiwan playing judo. uccasionaUy spending time at the KkxMcui, the 
Japanese judo college in Tokyo . 

"All of us," he said, "were just foreigners. Hiere were judo men at 
the Kodokan from every country but Haiti— and we aB got dong. We 

lived and worked together without friction." 

Koss was the 1969 NCAA light heavyweight champion. He also won 
ihe 1968 and 1969 YMCA championship and was the 1965 national 
champion of China. He holds the further distinction of being the only 
American ever to win a national judo championship of more than one 
country. 

Nationally, Ross said. "This country has got to get rid of the 
America-love-itor-ieave-it attitude. If everyone had thought that way, 
we'd stm be in caves.

tomorrow afternoon on WFSU-FM. 

Singing principal roles wfll be soprano Birgit Ninon as the Princess 

Turandot, soprano Luciiie .Amura as Liu. tenor Piadd© Domingo in the 
role of Calaf, baritone Theodor Uppmaii as Ping, and bass Ronaldo 
Giatotti as Tmiur.

Puccini died before he finished "Turandot." A friend, Frahco 
Alfano, completed the last half of the third act from sketches left by 
the composer. 

The world premiere of the opera took place at La Scala Opera House 
on April 25. 1926. a year and a halt after Puccini s death. Al that 
performance the conduciur. Arturo Toscanini, insisted on ending the 
opera with Puccini's final notes. Then he turned to the audience and 
said, "Here the Maestro laid down his pen." Since then. "Turandot" has 
usually been given with the Alfano ending. 

The American premiere of "TtHandot" took place at the 
Metropolitan Opera House on Nowemba 16. 1926 with Maria Jeritza ia 
the title role.

doublmg since 1940. Some four milhon women, or oiw oat of each 
seven empkiyMl, were in professional or technical occupations as of 
\pril, 1958, the btetfooort. 

In the professional category, teaching continues to be the most 
popular profession. The 1.7 million women teaching at the 
below-colege lewl represented 42 per cent of aU the professionals. 

But the bureau aid there had been a dedine in the proportion of 
women teaching at the college and university level. It didnt say why. 

Medical and health worlcers make up a large number of the 
professionals, the laiBBst single number. 659,000 in 1968, being nurses. 

The bureau says that the number of women physicians has increased 
about 26 per cent since 1960. yet for some unexplained reason the 
actual number of practicing physicians has remained unchanged, at 
aboitt Kven per cent <rf' the total. 



WASHINGTON (UPI)-Thc 
House and Senate voted 
Thursday to ban federally 
ordered busing despite liberal 
protests that the South was 
putting the country "on the 
road bade to a^fegation." 

The votes came on separate 
bills, and on differently worded 
proposals. But both barred the 
Department of Health. 
Education and WcMue (HEW) 
from requiring buaog to 
integrate schools. 

The House, adopting 
amendments to a new $19.3 
billion HEW and Labor 
Department appropriations bill 
also voted to l^lize "fieedcnn 
of choice" school assignment 
plans. 

Neither the Senate nor House 
amendments, even if agned into 
law, would stop federal courts 
from requiring buang. The 
Supreme Court has ruled that 
busing is necessary in some 
Southern districts to overcome 
the effects of unconstitutional 
school segregaticm. 

The Senate amen^noit was 
approved by voice vote, after an 
even tougher antibusing 
amendment was defeated, 49 to 
36. The Senate also killed, 58 to 
24, a Southern amendment 
guaianteetng every child the

right to attend the school 
nearest his home. 

On Wednesday, the Senate 
adopted a Southern sponsored 
amendment requiring the same 
school desegregation rules for 
both North and South. 

Support by Sen. Abraham 
Ribfcoff, (D-Conn.), was largely 
credited for the victory. 

Thursday, Sen. John O. 
Ptetore, (1>-RJ.), like RAicoff a 
longtime civil rights cham(»on, 
joined Sen. SuD J- Ervin, 
(D^.C), in spcHisoring the 



antibiBing amendment. 

Federal law already prohibits 
federally ordered busing "to 
overcome racial imbalance," but 
Ervin complained that 'Swe have 
passed three times statutes about 
racial imb^ance and HEW pays 
no attention to them." 

The HoBse antibusing 
provision was a "freedom of 
choice" rider and didn't even 
mention race. It forbade the 
government from ordermg any 
child to ride a biu to school 
t ha parents' wishes.

PoUce enmgency units also had to use tear gas as the protesters later 
retreated to George Washington University several blodcs away and the 
confrontation intensified. 

The clash was marked by the throwing of rocks, some bottles and a 
barr^e of snowballs from the nodes of die demonstrators. 

Rush-hour traffic in the area near the college and the State 
Department was snarled to a standstill as the skirrnisliing between 
hefaneted poUce and the demonstrators spread.

Following the Christmas 
bieak, the Riggers letumed to 
campus with expectations of the 
university fulfiUiiig its half of 
the intimated gentiemen's 
agreement. Discussions wot to 
take place regarding another 
agreement in tlie labor dispute. 

The r tpiu e HUw <rf 
Riggers (Local 909, 
International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Emftoyces and 
Moving Picture Machine 
Operators) contacted university 
officials regarding the 
discusaons, but was told a new 
pay system had been airanged 
for stagehands. The new pay 
system apparently was the 
uaivets^'s intimated half of the 
gentlemen's agreement. 

Local 909 maintained the 
university had received 
"professional crews for the first 
quarter of the year" by the 
agreement, and that the 
University had shown "bad 
faith" by refusing to discuss 
labor grievances after the 
Christmas break. Union vice 
presidait Grayal Farr described 
the administration's attitude in 
the agreement as "a quick way 
out" of the Riggers' dispute. 

The new pay system showed 



an increase in some key 
positions, Farr said, but for 
other positions the pay was 
inadequate and the system ruled 
out several workers altogether. 
The stagehands, as a unit of the 
International Alianoe, iqected 
the pqr qritem. 

In a further attempt at terms 
with the university, the union 
sent a request for contract which 
was returned because FSU, as a 
part of the State of Florida, 
could not make contracts with 
any poop nmr^ tfw li^ lo 
strike. 

With permission from 
International Alliance 
headquarters. Local 909 changed 
its proposal-deleting tiie strflce 
clause— but the university's 
contention was that 
Internatioaal Ailiaace's 
constitution also would have to 
be amended. 

Vnth its back ^amst die wall, 
the union felt it had no other 
alternative than to display force. 
In February, correspondence 
was sent out explainiog the 
situation at Florida State to 
union officials. 

On M(Miday. Feb. 9, Fan 
talked widi Dr. Hardin M. 
Goodman, chairman of the 
Artist Series, and divulged Local 
909's urtoition of ckning the 
"Rosencrant/ and Guildenstern" 
production scheduled for Feb. 
1 1 and 12. Dr. Goodman, who 
subsequently has been toU by 
FSU general coumel James Claifc 
not to speak anymore about the 
cancelled performances, chaired 
the committee that selected 
■Roscncrantz" for production at 



FSU. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 10, one 
day prior to the first scheduled 
performance, James Clark met 
with Bill Sullivan, a r^onal 
representative of the 
Internationa] Alliance, and 
Stewart Parsons, Local 909 s 
tiwyer. When aiced by tiM 
Flambeau of the meeting, Clark 
would not disclose information 
regarding the subject matter of 
the union-administration caucus. 

On the Wednesday morning 
of the scheduled performance, 
the road show's carpenter Qtad 
stageman) would not allow 
non-union labor to unload the 
truda oontaimng the stage 
draw's equipment, props and 
wardrobes. Thus, Rosenoantz 
and Guildenstern died. 

The decWoQ to riiut down 

••RoaBBcrantz" stemmed from 
the oniversity's exhibition of 
iMd Mh" in their half of the 
alleged gentlemen's agreement. 
Local 909 was able to 
accomplish the closing because 
tiie production was union, which 
honored Local 909's yievaacw. 
Local 909 received authorization 
of its grievances for 
International Ailiaace 
headquarters, and according to 
vice president Farr, the 
authorization remains valid for 
presentation to other ixmoa road 
shows.

Gardella Th^Fi^S To Challenge Clause

NEW YORK-The Supreme 
Court has never taken away the 
exemption it gave baseball from 
the anti-trust law in 1922. That 
it might well have done if it had 
ever had the opportunity to rule 
on the Danny Gardella case. 

Circuit court Judge Jerome 
Fraric made it dear he felt that 
way when the Second Circuit 
Court of Appeals ruled in 
Gaidella's favor in 1949 by a 2-1 
vote. Frank said the 1922 
decision which gave baseball the 
exemption wis "an faqiKMent 
zombie." 

The similarities and 
differences of the Gardella case 
with Curt Flood's lawsuit against 
baadnB make an interestmg 
comparison The Gardella case 
never got lo itie Sdpieme Court 



out-of-court settlement for an 
estimated $65,000. 

Biit-legally Gardella did have 
a stronger case than Flood. 
Gardella was an obffi^ler fot 
the New York Giants who Wt 
.272 in 1945 and then jumped 
to the Mexican League the 
following year. Even though he 
hadn't rigited a Giant contract 
for 1946, he was bladciigted 
from organized ball. 

The key difference between 
the Flood and the Gardella cases 
is that Gardella was being 
punished for playing in another 
league. Flood's case, though, is 
within one league which gives 
the court the opportunity to 
rule-as it did in the 1953 
Toobon case-that it is now a 
matter for Congress to decide. 

But Judge Frank, in his 
opinion m the Garddia case, 
made it obvious that he felt the 
reserve clause should be struck 
down. He said the clause "results 
in something resembling peom^ 
of the baseball player." He 
added, "If the players be 
regarded as quasi-peons, it is of 
no moment that they are 
well-paid; only the 
totalitarian-minded will believe 
tiijt high pay excuses virtual 



slavery." 

That obaovation sounds very 
much like Fkxxl's contention 
that he is a "slave, a well-paid 
slaw but still a dave." 

Since Frank's ruling, both 
boxing and football were placed 
imder the anti-trust laws in 1955 
and 1957 ruhngs. But baseball 
hasnt lost its exempflonjiecause 
of the 1953 rulmg that it S t^, 
to Congress to act in this nutter 
if it chooses to. 

It could well be that this 
whole matter could be dealt 
with better in Congress. That's 
the opinion of Samuel R. Pierce, 
Jr., a New York lawyer who was 
a counsel to the House Judiciary 
Committee on anti-trust in 1957 
and 1958 when it was holding 
hearings on sports. A former 
Cornell halfback who is 
interested in sports, Pierce 
continued his research into the 
subject and wrote a 50-page 
report entitled "Organized 
Professional Team Sports and 
the Anti-Trust I^ws" for the 
Cornell Law Quarterly in 1958. 

PSeroe says that Congress is 
better suited to handle a matter 
like this because, "it can hold 
hearings and work out 
compromises and it can change 



thmgs much more qukkly if 
they shoidd be. If a law doesn't 
work out well and needs some 
changes, it can be done more 
quickly than in the courts where 
an appeal can take two years." 

But Pierce said it's 
understandable why Congress 
hasn't acted. "In fairness to 
Congress, there are a lot of 
matters that are probably of 
~jgreat^ importance and it gets 
tied down -with more immediate 
matters." 

If Flood does eventually win 
the case, there will then be mOrc 
pressure on Congress to make a 
"modified" reserve clause legal 
so every player isn't 
automatically a free agent every 
year. It is baseball's contention 
it would cause chaos if Flood 
wins because the best and richest 
teanfs would buy up all the good 
players and destroy the 
competitk>n. And even Flood 
has dahned he oidy wants a 
"modified" clause. 

But it is a disputed point 
whether it would cause chaos. 
Jay H. Tofioi, who is iraw a 
lawyer widi Arthur Goldberg's 
law firm and is working on the 
Flood case, argued in a 1948 
article in the Yale Law Journal 



that "letting free competition 
rule does not seem particularly 
dangerous." He said that 
baseball survived m the past 
when the richest did>s bought 
the best players such as the 
Yankees' piBcfaaae of Babe 
Ruth. 

Pierce, though, figures some 

sort of "modified" reserve clause 
should be made legal by 
Congress. He noted that in the 
sports heariqgs, the majcHity of 
players said the reserve t^use 
was good for the game. But he 
said the plqrers do need 
protactitm. Ilwy AouM be able 
to jimip to a new league without 
fear of being blacklisted and 
dioiild be able to ask for the 
servkes of an arbitrator in salary 
disputes since they can't sell 
their services elsewhere. And 
Other modifications are also 
possible. 

But since Congress hasn't 
acted. Pierce said he has been 
"surprised" that no player has 
sued since 1957 because "I can't 
understand how -3?-)) :-, ?3 
3/3j05-4!99S?-))8,T." 

A player has sued now, 
though, and it's up to the courts 
to wrestle with that question.

DDT 

'poison to virt uolly all 
forms of onimai life'

Milk from the Iweast of American women has a .10 to .30 part per 
mUlion conceiitntion of DDT, 3 to 10 times greater than the federal 
government allows in milk for commercial sale. The brown pdican and 
the Bermuda petrel are facing extinction. Interference with the calcium 
metabolism of the birds has caused the eggs to have extremely thin 
aheft. nd the mortality rate among Ae mbnt birds k hi^. MIT is 
bought to be the culprit 

The insecticide DDT and its various derivatives have been around for 
almoal a centoiy. bat it has been in widespread use only in the last 
three decades DDT was a great boon to farmers around die world. It is 
cheap and easy to produce, and the widespread use of DDT has brought 
an increase in worldwide food production. DDT has been instrumental 
in coatroUing noect-bome diseases. DDT, however, has proven to be 

DDT is poiwa to virtually all 
forms of animal life. It is so 

persistant in the environment 
and so slow to break down that 
DDT cm escape its ori^nal area 
and eventually permeate all areas 
of the world, it seeps with the 
ground water and eventually 
finds its way into stremis and 
rivers. According to Dr. Robert 
J. Livingston, of the FSU 
Department of Biological 
Science, around 10 tons of 
pesticide are dumped into the 

Gulf of Mexko in the fonn of silt from the Mississippi River. W hen the 
pesticide is sprayed into an area, much b taken faito flie atmosphere and 
tran^orted by the wind. 

There is no escaping DDT. DDT is found in the fats of Antarctic 
seab and penguins, and traces of die insecticide haw been fimod far oirt 
at sea. And, DDT is found in the human body. 

Chlorinated hydrocarbon pesticides. DDI and their derivatives, are 
fat-soteUe, that is. they are aUe to accumulate in fatty tissues. This 
causes the poison to move into the food chain. Dr. Livingston calls this 
biological magnification. First, bacteria and phytoplankton absorb u 
pesticide. These organsms are eaten by larger organisms, until the chain 
reaches to man. The pesticide becomes more and more concentrated as 
the food diam progresses. For example, pianktmi in a Honda estuary 
were found to have a DDT concentration of 50 parts per billion, vAile 
porpones, who feed on mullet who feed on the plankton, have a 
concentntioa of 800 pvts per mllion of DDT Ten porpoises have 
more than a pound of DDT within their tissues. The concentrations of 
pesticides in animals can be as much as a million times greater than the 
mmI or water in which they live. 

The concentration of DDT in the tissue of animals does not have to be 
lethal to be dangerous, as proven by the threatened extinction of the 
brown pdican and the Bermuda petrel . Both birds are predators and eat 
a lagt number of contominated fish. The concentration of the 
naecticide m Arir bodies upsets the calcium metabolism vital for the 
foimatkm of a aonaal Hie c«g shells are thin and pione to

breakage, and the bird often destroys them. A worldwide decline of 
eagles, fokons, and some other hawiis is mute testimony to the 
destroctireabilityof DDT.Fieidstiidtesof OebafdsAowttHittheyaR 
having little success in reproduction, and thatAtytg^mKlkmmaHiIfy 
thin as compared to those in museums. 

Continued use of DDT destroys the balance of nature in the 
farmbnd. When the balance of nature is upset by the introduction of aa 
alien element like DDT, nature tries to con^iensate, and sometimes 
over-reacts. Many times the pesticide is used in excess to destroy an 
insect infectng a crop. The DDT not only kflk the insect, but birds 
whicheataeiMeclsMwdl.Asaitaalt,tlttGrop is kftatOeiiiacy 
of other, pestkide-RsistaBt iuects by the de alinHkm vt the predatory 
birds.

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Head Doesn't Know 
If Boosters are Blacks

The Seminole Boosters Club, which, according to the New York 
Times, was chartered by Supreme Court nominee G. Hanold Carswell 
as an organization for whites only, may or may irat be s^r^rated, 
Boosters president William Dubey said Saturday. 

"Since its records don't indicate race, I have no idea if it's all-wliite," 
Dxbey said. He added that the Sendnole Boosters, Inc.. chartered by 
Carswell in 1953, has never had an official meeting. 

The Times reported Saturday iliat Carswell, then U.S. attorney for 
the Tallahassee area, swore to the accuracy of a cliarter sidnnitted to 
LeoTi County Circuit Court in 1953. 

That ch^ter. the new^aper said, stated "the qualifications of 
members shall be any white person interested in the purposes and 
objectives for which this corporation is created." 

Dubey said he was certain some of the club's 1 ,600 membm were 
negroes, but had no way of saying definitely. 

"If you are a season ticket holder, you are automatically contacted 
to join and no one knows whethn you're. tJack, wUte, or ydkrar." he 
said. 

"We solicit members wherever we can find them, personally and by 
mail." 

Dubey said the S30 fee gives the club member priorities in seating at 
athletic contests and a weddy letter from FSU coaches docussing 
present games. 

Dubey said the boosters club was founded soon after FSU was 
reorganized to admit male students. 

'^t needed outside support for intercollegiate athletics," he said 
"I'm a businessman, some of the other members are businessmen, and 
this is our team. We support it as businessmen." 

He said he liad never seen the club's charter, and did not know of 
anyone who has seoi it. "1 d<Mi*t know redly if there is a charter," he 
said. 

"Probably if there is one it was drawn up by lawyers, and none of 
the members really ever saw it. Back m those 4Ky% they oked only one 
Question: "Is this lecal and proper for the umwRiity?*'

Borden said he and maniage 
counsekK Don Murfrihy, who 
works at Alumni Village, counsel 
about 15 people a week.

"Their biggest problem is that 
they're alone, or, if not alone, 
have a sense of being alone, of 
beii% ahoiated, of not havu^ a 
friend," Borden said.

drugs. 

The latter is kept "strictly 
ctmfidential," Borden said. "I'm 
not going to tion in a studmt 
talcing drugs, of course." 

Race problems, he said, aie 
seldom broi^t to his office*. 

Borden ready and virflhng to 
accept suggestions for new 
projects his office can work on, 
but he hopes he isn't flooded 
with more advice seekers than 
his small staff can handle. 

There are only three full-time 
and four part-time people on the 
payroll at Off-Campus 
Counseling. 

With the expected increase in 
the percentage of students who 
do not live on campus, however, 
there could be additions to 
Off-Campus Counselings three 
full-time and four part-time 
peofde in the foreseeable future.

Oiv fervor for an end to 

the Vietnam War appears to 
be waning. In October and 
November it was quite the 
style for those who were 
^in" and those who really 
knew fibat was going on 
around them to oppose the 
war. 

We don't mean to be 
beating a dead horse and, of 
course, no one likes to be 
out of style but perhaps just 
a simple nemoider: 97 
Americans were killed in 
Vietnam last week and 
several hundred more were 
wounded. Those 97 are just 
, as dead as the Gls killed in 
. Novenriier. 

What about it? Are we 
afraid to risk not being cool 
I by opposing something we 
' opposed last year? 
< Maybe some of us felt 
' tiiat die iVesident was really 
sincere in trying to get us 
out of the war We must 
j concede that the troop 
, withdrawals were certnnly 
impressive and indeed a 
: giant step in the right 
direction. But talc about 
; something that is not "in," 
that's it! 

The lenewed bombing 
attacks on North Vietnam 
were enough to turn most 
people off and e^qrase the 
President's ideas for what 
they really are. 

Former Assistant 
Secretary of State for the 
Far East (hence Vietnam) 
Roger Hilsman, has 
disclosed that there have 
been secret peace feelers 
from the Communists for 
several months but 
IVesident Nixon has refused 
to explore those 
possibifities becanae the 
settlement woule invohc a 
coalition government in 
Sai^n. Hilsman described 
the proposed settlements as 
"on terms that many 
Americans might find 
perfectly acceptable." 

No one can complain 
that a coalition government 
will not represent the 
people of South Vietnam 



because the Saigon regime 

in power now doesn't. 

One might argue that the 
present regime wil come 
closer to representing the 
people of South Vietnam 
Hum a coafition with the 
Conununists.

Forces. This it your c^figntion 
I II J in some way yoa must fulffll 

The amount of time spoit on 
;jivo duty and in the reserve 
logram depends upon the 
service you enter, the type of 
program you enter and the 
amount of schooling received in 
service. 

The law requires that all 
ligible males serve a term of six 
years in the mflitary service. This 



important years in life, and 
much thought must be given to 
your decision to I'ulfiU your 
miUtary obligation. 

You may be drafted; that is, 
involuntarily ipclucted into the 
Armed Forces. Wittun five days 
after a male's 18th birthday, he 
must register at his local draft 
board, even though he can't be 
drafted until he is l8Vi years old. 
The penalties for not doii% » 
are severe (immediate induction 
into the service or a fine or 
imprisonment for up to five 
years). 

When and if you are drafted, 
you will be required to serve for 
two years on active duty with 
the remainder of the six years

Of this four years reserve 
lime, you will be in the Ready 
Reserve for two years. This 
means you will be required to 
attend weekly meetings plus a 
two-week tour of active duty 
each year (normally held in the 
summer). Two more years wfll 
be spent in the Standby Reserve 
which has no meetings but is 
subject to recaU in the event of a 
national emergency. (More on 
the reserve program will be 
discussed in the next article.) 

If drafted, you have no 
choice of duty assignment; you 
usually end up in a combat 
branch, and usually spend your 
active duty time as an enlisted 
man. And, a private receives 
S 102.30 per month, with pay 
inaeases given as promotions are 
received. 

Your chances of being called 
are pretty good. About 9 out of 
every 10 men will serve in the 
Armed Forces either by draft or 
enlistment. 

Although most male students 
have been granted a student 
deferment, this is only a 
postponement of fulfflling the 
military obligation and they still 
must serve in the Armed Forces. 
How you fuifm this obligation is 
up to you. 

To be discussed in subsequent 
articles are the enlistment 
programs and -their reserve 
obligations, officer candidate 
schools, and the Reserve Officer 
Training Corps program for high 
school and coU^ students.

Hello, carbon monoxide. 
The air, the air is everywhere. 
Breathe &ep, while you sleep,

Anyone wlio has ever tried to take a deep breath inside the 
Jacksonville city limits appreciates the immediacy of the problem of ak 
pollution. For several years urban dwellers have aUowed tbenisdves to 
be subjected to the stinking, stinging pestilence commonly referred to 
as smog. Afanost every city of any size is infected with smog, frwn New 
York City to KnoxviDe, Tennessee. Smog, besides being pahifid to the 
eyes and offensive to the nose, takes a toll in human lives. 

It is inipotal>le to |snpoint a sii^ death on air pollution, but U.S. 
Surgeon General mffiam H. Stewart produced convincing evidence in 
1967 that sulfur dioxide, a major ingredient in smog, seriously affects 
people with reipiiitory diseases. This would account for the increase in 
caths dura« periods of incieaied pt^ion. On Thanksgiving Day four 
years ago 1 68 people died when a crip{riing layer of the fumes was heU 
captive over New York City by a temperature inversion-a layer of 
warm air with a layer of cold air trapped below it In I'^^^Z a similar 
situation in Londcm resulted in the death of 4,000 people more than 
normal and a doubHng of the rate of ilbiess among cardiac and 
lespiratory victims. In most cases the deaths were among the aged and 
the very young, or among people with a history of respiratory illnesses. 

And the situation could be worsming. According to eoologitt 
Kenneth E.M.F Watt, California can kx* forward to a wave of mats 
deaths around 1975 unless the poHuthm problem is lessened. At the 
present time over 200 nulhon tons of waste are put into the air each 
year. Automobiles are responsible for approximately 60 percent of the 
air pollution in urban areas, and are the most serkMit tmgle pdhrtion 
threat. 



Automobile exhaust consists of five mqor poDntants: carbon 
monoxide, sulfur oxide, hydrocarbons, various nitrogen oxides, and 
tiny lead particles. While Detroit is trying to decrease the exhaust 
m newer cars, dwy have to iacreate ^ heat of tlie engine to 
taAmaA prfhitkm; v^ikh cauaet an increased ou^ot of mtiogen

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Meet the Typical 
Off-Campus Student

The typical off -campus 
student lives with a roommate in 

an air-conditioned apartment 
within three miles of campus, 
has an income of under S2,000 
fw the academic year and 
recdves some form of financial 
axl. 

Men who' live off-campus 
typically have grade point 
averages between 2.5 and 2.9. 
The typical coed living in 
offcampus housing has a 
somewhat higher average, 
between 3.0 and 3.5. 

These and other conclusions 
about students who don't live in 
dorms are part of a report called 
"The Florida State University 
Off-Campus Student: 
Characteristics and Attitudes . 
Toward Counseling'", prepared 
by the Office of Off-Campus 
/ Counsding. 

The report, presented to the 
Southern College Personnel 
Association in November, 1969, 
is the work of Off-Campus 
Counading Director John 
Borden, Leo Eitada and Ebpeth 
Stowdl. 

The report points out that 
"the majority of university and 
college students now live off 
campus." 

At Florida State, 
approximately 69 per cent of 
the student body does not live 
on campus. Of these, 45.6 per 
cent are married, and 35.4 per 
cent are graduates. 

Rapid growth in the number 
of college students nation-wide 
of all classification living off 
campus is expected, the report 
adds. 



Four factors are expected to 
contribute to this growth. They 
are: an end to all supervised 
housuig in some universities; 
relaxation of 
"university-as-a-parent" rules 
forcii^ students to live on 
campus; the growth of 
Uve-at-home junior colleges; and 
just plain growth in student 
bodies which can not, or will 
not, be matched with an equal 
increase in dorm space. 

There are a variety of places 
besides dorms for students to 
hve. These include fraternity and 
sorority houses, scholarship 
houses, married student housing, 
supervised off-campus housing, 
privately owned residence halls.

The typical ofT-campus 
studoit, according to the survey 
taken for the rqwrt last spring, 
is an undergraduate, a male and 
a white Fk>ridian. He comes 
from an upper middle dass 
background and is commonly a 
native of Dade County. He is 
sii^, has a tete|dioiK, 
phonograph and television in his 
apartment and pays below $100 
a month for rent and utilities. 

He studies between 10 and IS 
hours per week and is a senior 
with a major in Arts and 
Sciences or Education.

SIGMUND, Austria 
(UFI)-Foar parsons, indhiding a 
teenage mother and her infant 
daughter, were killed Monday 
when an avalancfae destroyed a 
tourist hotel on the 
mountainside above this 
Tyrolean village before dawn. 

Police said nine other persons 
were racued from the wreckage 
of the Alpenrose Hotel on the 
outslcirts of this winter resort 
about 12 ndes west-ioudiwest 
of Innsbruck. The avalanche, 
apparently triggered by a sudden 
thaw, thundered down <hi the 
hotel before dawn. 

Other avalanches blocked the 
roads into St. Sigmund and 
helicopters fkw in rescue teams 
with dogs and other aid.

Reports blamed the avalanche 
on a sudden thaw which moved 
into Austria over the weekend, 
undermining the huge banks of 
snow irfiich had piled up on 
mountaintops in the A^ daring 
the winter.

Maloney, paid more than

oxkles. These oxides, when 
acted ufoa by luidi^t, create 
PAN (peroxyacyl nitrate), one 
of the deadliest elements in 
smog. PAN causes the tmog to 
irritate the eye. along with an 
acrid smell. Ozone, another 
destructive element found in 
smog, causes rubber to aack and 
cotton to deteriorate. The 
brown coloring of smog is 
{Kovided by niuogen dioxide, 
«4iidi abo destroys the tissue of 
the lung. 

Factories and power plants 
pour SO milkHi tons of aA and 
26 million tons of sulfur oxides 
into the air each year. Carbon, 
oil, grease, and metal oxides all 
find their way into the 
atmosphere from smokestacks. 
In one case in central Florida 
fluorides emitted from a 
pho^hate plant affected the 
bone structure of nearby cattle, 
causing the animals to become 
cripi^ed. 

It will cost an estimated $700 
milUon annually to clean up 
industrial air pollution. The 
alternatives are shattering. Some 
scientists bdieve that die 
continuing outpour of air 
pollution will raise the overall 
temperature of the earth enou^ 
to trigger the melting of the 
polar caps. Other scientists fear 
mass deaths from increased 
poUution. In any case, it is 
getting harder and harder to find 
a place to breathe, and the 
future shows even fewer. 
Perhaps Tokyo coffeehouses 
have the right idea. Gulps of 
pure oxygen are now offered to 
tiinr patrons.

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Audit Critical of 
Homecoming Policies

A recent university audit which criticized 
student handhng of Homecoming '69 was attacked 
Tuesday by lack Whitley, Homecoming steering 
committee co<hainnan. Whitley said the audit was 
not based on fact, but was an attempt to discredit 
him. 

The seven-page report, released Jan. 30 by 
Ernest WOianis, director of internal oontrcrf, 
concluded, 'The fiscal activities relating to 
budgetary preparation and control, record 
keeping, gqiwidiliue aoatni, and the general 
financnd ■ pbmmg and organization of 
llomeconiing activities were poorly managed and 
not condocted in acoMdmce with a diniwi s lrath e 
polides." 

Both Whitley and Frank Johns, Pow Wow 

chairman, said they felt the audit, the first such 
audit on an FSU Homecoming, was deliberately 
critical. 

Johns said in an interview Monday that Marshall 
asked for the report because "he was angry at Jack 
(Whitley)." 

Univeraty attorney Jim Clark said Tuesday that 
it is notnud ludvenity policy for an audit to be 
made of anything of the scope of Homecoming. 
"This was the first complete audit of 
Homecoming, but such reviews now are being 
made in all areas of the university," he said. 

The main points in the audit were: 

-That Whitley author izied his own payroll 
appointment of $100 a month. 

Thai laculty members of the Homecoming 
committee were not hmdved in mqor fiscal 
Iccisions. 

That a baidc account opened by Whitky at the 
WIS State Bank was in GontncBctioawiUt Bond 
I Regents policy. 

That there was a hck of accounting records on 

isiiics:^ transactions. 

Ihat expenditures exceeded revenue by 
S2. 909.96. 

ThM President Marshall intended for the 
ioiiiecuming budget, before it became final, to be 
pproved by the committee, then by Ura,butthe 
Hidget never was aniroved by either. 

That contrary to the directive of Marshall, 
Wlutley did not prepare a final l"iscal report and 
that it appeared he had no intention of submitting 
the report. 

In an interview, Whitley reputed the audit's 
major contentions. 

He said at the time he authorized his own 
salary, there were no faculty members on the 



Ifomecoming committee. Five or six students had 
been working on Homecoming five months before 
fbs faculty were appointed, he added. 

Of the bank account, Whitley said, "I didn't 
know 1 couldn't do it. I thou^t 1 could cut the 
red tape and protocol." 

The account authorized the signatures of 
miitley and Susan Bridges, one of his assistants, 
for the "Florida State University Homecoming 
Account." Checks included one for $SS2S for a 
travel retmbursonait, and one for $29.50 to a 
local tavern. 

The check to the tavern was for a keg of beer 
for Gold Key, a men's honorary organization, and 
the money was returned the next day, Whitley 
said. 

"This type of thmg is common on canqms," he 

said. 

Despite the fact that expenditures exceeded 
revenue for Homecoming, Whitley said he felt the 
committee had done well. Citing the 1968 
Homecoming budget, he said last year's committee 
lost more than $7,000, and the deficit was 
compensated fOT by a tiaasCer of vending machine 
funds.

Questionable Commendability 



To the Editor: 

in reply to the letter in last 
Wednesday's Flambeau by Mr. 

Mazek. assistant professor of 
economics, let us examine some 
of Ogden Food's "extremely 
commendable" jwlicies. Ogden 
workers receive wages as low as 
SI .35 an hour (not SI .45 as Mr. 
Phifer said). There is no job 
security, and attempts at 
uruonization have been met with 
intimidation and firings. Workers 
were laid off witliout notKe, and 
the workload on those who 
remain has been inaeased. To 
verify these conditioos. mk some 
of the workers, 

Ogden s cafeteria workers are 
almost all black. Because of 
racism, blacks are forced to 
accept knver wa^s and living 
standards. In the U.S., the 
average annual income for 
non-whites is $3,000 less per 
year than the average annual 
income for whites. Weekly 
earnli^ in fuQ-time jobs for 



black high school graduates are 
less than those of white 
dropouts. 

In an attempt to appear less 
disctimmaiory, Ogden has hired 
black managerial personnel. 
However, the real conditkms for 
Ogden's workers has remained 
the same: they still receive low 
wages, have no job security, and 
are harassed if they taOt of 
forming a union. In fact, a black 
boss fired the workers. Ogden 
and other businesses use this 
form of radm to incRaae dwh 
profits. 

By offering to fin sttidait 
workers in return for rdiiring 



fired full-time workers. Mr 
Phifer has attempted to divide 
students and workers. Besides 
the rehiring of fired workers 
who want their jobs back, we 
also demand that there be no 
more lay offs. Workers and 
students must stay together to 
light to end this form of racism 
that only serves to make more 
profit for businesses like Ogden. 

Two fired workei'v ha\c 
already been rehired. This is a 
small start, but mote must be 
done.

annual Tallahassee City Fathers' 
Award Banquet last night which 
vus held hi^ atop the Round 
Ituliday Inn owlookii^ the 
c in vi^ of West Tennenee 
Street. 

Several promownt citizens 
were being honored for their 
outstanding efforts in 
attemptii^ to make Tallahassee 
the New Ydrk C ity of the South. 

The first award of the evening 
went to Deacon Ronald 
Righteous of the Fvst Baptist 
Church for his plans to raze that 
ancient eyesore, "The 
Columns," and haw it replaced 
with 1,000 square feet of 
beautiful asphalt. Banquet 
emcee Sturgeon Bivouac, a town 
council member, noted that 
Deacon Righteous is facing 
conadetabie opposition to his 
beautincatno plans from a 



group oi local malcontents. The 

opposition, he noted, claims to 
represent the interests of all 
Floridians over those 40 
car-owners who will benefit 
from the new parking lot. 

In his acceptance speech, 
Rigliteoiu remarked, "Only a 
Commie woidd suggest that it 
wouldn't hurt the church 
members to park a little further 
away and waBc to the services." 

Next to receive his award was 
J. C. Matehenski (remember 
him '). .Matehenski, a meoriwrof 
the FSU Grounds Crew, was 
cited for his amazing progress in 
covering the entiie campus 
with cement. 

Matehemki, in his acceptance 
speech, noted that during the 
past year, the percentage of 
FSU's 332 acres under cement 
has risen from a mere 36 per 
cent to the current S4 per cent. 
"However," he continued. 



The Budget System 
For the University 

Geoigp Kaludis, director ol Plannmg and tvaluation for the Board of 
Kegents and other Board staff members explained the development of a 
Planning Programming-Budgcting System (PPBS) for the sUte 
university system to FSU deans and department heads last wedc. 

Dr. Kahidis said that with annual instead of biennial appropriations, 
the budget^ process on campus and through the maze of government 
agencies would be an almost continual process. 

Althoi^ the new system wffl take more time. Kaludis said benefits 
wouM result in that the best educational judgement available would be 
involved in the pbinning. 

In previous years, a university budget had to be cleared through the 
Ikiard of Re^nts, State Budget Director, Budget Commission (Cabinet) 
and the Li^ture. Now it has to go througli these additional 
checkpoints Depart mcnt of Education, State Board of EdiKaUon. 
Bureau of Budget, Bureau of Planning, Secretary of Administration, 
Governor, and finally the Legislature. 

In addition to annual budget reviews, the system also consists of a 
SIX year financial plan based upon specric prc^am <*jecUves, and 
seeks to relate these ol^ectiws to the eosts and bawfite leoeived from 



"recent cutbadu in imivenity 
funding may hinder our 
progress." Matehenski added 
that current plans call for 
completely ehminating grass 
from the campus by early fall of 
1975 (except for the small strip 
of Astro-turf which will be 
placed under Fresidrat Stanley 
Marshall's window.) 

Following Matehenski was 
Tallahassee International Airport 
manager RoUo Flightplan who 
was cited for his progressive 
efforts during this past year. 
Flightplan spoke briefly, 
admittmg that Tallahassee is 
lagging far behind other cities of 
comparable size in the field of 
jet noise. "Sonic booms and 
other aircraft noises are of 
utmost importance to a growing 
mdustrial center," he noted. 
"How can we ever hope to 
attract industries such as New 
York's Con Edison and the St. 
Joe Paper Compai^ is we don't 
have the proper noise levels?" 

Also cited in last night's 
banquet was Thomas I. Square, 
diief architect of FSU's new 
Fine Arts Building, and Andrew 
Kiunk of the Tallahassee 
Outdoor Advertising Company. 
Kiunk, it was noted, has done 
yeoman work durutg the past 
year covering up all those ugly 
trees along the highway with 
colorful signs. 

In closing, Councilman 
Bivouac lashed out at those 
infividuals who have accused the 
Tallahassee Democrat of being 
the major source of pollution in 
Tallahassee. 

"Why." said Bivouac, 
"everybody knows the real 
source of pollution here comes 
from the FSU campus where all 
those effete snobs run around 
making speeches about 
individual's rights and city 
beautifkation. What could be 
more beautiful than a factory or 
a shopping center?"

Board of Regents guidelines 
permit only limited shufflmg of 
the academic calendar. Each 
quarter must contain from 48 to 
52 days of class and the four 
quarters must vitatfi SO days 
each. 

The summer quarter must 
begin early enough (June 16) to 
enable public school teachers 
takuig summer courses to finidi 
the term in time to report for 
pubUc school duty. Any delay in 
sdieduling of sfving quarter 
would make this impossible. 

There is insufficient time to 
notify all persons plaiming on 
attending school in the s|mi% 
quarter of scheduUng changes. 

The present calendar provides 
students with a five or six da> 
break, tonger than breaks for the 
past two years, wbA the 
adndnirtration included the 



break at the request of students 
last year.

"He (McGuire) is not pleased,

"shocked" that the fKAA 
would try to move the Warriors 
out of the Mideast, where they 
have competed the last two 
years, finishing second to Purdue 
a year ago. 

Tom Soott, Davidson athletic 
dkactor a«d ch a i r m an of the 
NCAA tournament committee, 
said Marquette had been rated 
third by the oommittee oi the 
mideast. 

"Whenever we have only two 
at-large berths in the Mideast, 
it's the third team we aaring to

DETROIT (UPl) Jerome 
"Dizzy" Dean, whose very 
helpful infocmation led to 
several arrests in a goveinmeat 
gambling crackdown, was one of 
five co-conspirators named 
Tuesday in a federal indictement 
diarging 10 other nm with 
gambling conspiracy. 

Dean, the Hall of Fame 
pitcher, was not indicted. But 
U.S. Attorney James H. Bricklay 
indicated he might be called to 
testify at any trials. 

Tlw indictments, handed 
down by a 23-member grand 
jury Feb. 16. were sealed until 
Tuesday because one of the men 
indicted was betng tried oa 
another charge. 

Though federal investigators 
hinted at the beginning of the 
crackdown into an aUeged sports 
betting ring based in DetnHt tint 
well-known sports figures might 
be involved, there were no such 
names among the lOindicted. 

All 10- seven of them from 
Michigan and three from 
Mississippi-were arrested Jan. 1 
OT shortly after and have been 
free on bond. 

The only "new" name in the 
nearly 2-month-old imcstigation 
was Itad Dean Jr., bdieved to be 
Dean's nephew. He, too, was 
named as a co-con^irator but 
not as a defendant. 

Bridday said that being cited 
as a co-conspirator means thatt 
"the grand jury believed the 
pason was invohed" but not to 
a snfflcint deptt to be 
indicted. 

Denny McLain, the star 
Detroit piUher under 

indefinite snapeasion from 
baseball for alleged involvement 
in Fhnt. Mich., bookmaking 
activities in 1967, was not 
named on dlOta Kst. Mdoi 
testified before the grand jury 
two days after the sealed 
indictment was handed down. 

Dean was searched but not 
arrested as his Las Vegas motel 
room Jan. I . Bricklay said later 
that the flamboyant St. Louis 
Cardmal aoe of tiw 1930's had 
been "very helpful" to 
investigators. Partly on the 
idbnaatiaa he suppUed, three 
men were anested in Biloxi, 
Miss., Bricklay said. The Aree 
were among those indicted. 

The one-count indictment 
charged conspiracy to use and 
cause die use of facilities in 
interstate commerce in 
furtherance of an illegal 
gambling operation. Conviction 
carries a maximum five-year 
prison seateace and a $10jOQO 
fiae.

Maddox Causes Trouble 



WASHINGTON (L'PI)-Gov. I^ter Maddox of 
Georgia and a Negro House meinber engaged in a 
shouting mttch in the House restaurant Tuesday 
when the c oHgrewHiMn objected to Maddox passing 
out ax and pidc handles in the restaurant. 

Rep. Charles C. Diggs. D-Mich., a Negro, said he 
threatened to throw Maddox out of the restaurant. 
In fetuni, Maddox caBed Diggs an ass and a 
baboon. 

Other lawmakers having lunch nearby agreed 
there was i^ty of shouting and namecaOii^. 

Some said they thought Diggs and Maddox mjght 
come to blows, but a plainsclothesman, whom 
Diggs and he toiA to be an FBI ^ent, broke them 

up. 

Shortly afterward. Rep. John Conyers, D-Mich., 
anodier of the dine blade House members, 
denounced Maddox's conduct on the Houae floor. 
Di^ said he was preparaig a resolution decfauing 
Ma^lox unwdoome In the House restaurant from 
now on. 

Maddox, in Washington to testify before a 
Senate subcommittee on a proposed extension of 
the voting rights law, was eating lunch with a 
Georgia state patrolman in the restauiant. 
Although the restaurant reserved for House 
members, state governors are also welcomed since 
they are among the pabUc officials specifically 
enjoying "the privilege of the House floor." 

Maddox said he bioii^ along his customary 
box of autographed pick and ax handles. They are 
souvenirs of the period when he barred Negroes 
from his Pickrick Chickai House in Atlanta 
wielding what usually has been described as an ax 
handle but winch in fact was a pidt handle. 



Now, as governor, he carries and distributes 
both. ttiicQy by request, Maddox said. 

He said he had passed out about 30 or 40 to 
members and restaurant employees Tuesday, some 
of the latter Negroes. The handles are full-stead, 
heavy and each carries Maddox's signature. 

"I was sitting their enjoying my broSed afanon 
steak when a member identified to me as 
G>ngressman Diggs threatened to throw me out," 
Maddox said afterwards. 

"I challenged him to go ahead and do it. I told 
him he was acting more like an ass and a baboon 
than a member of Congress." 

Diggs' account differed only in detail. He said 
when he heard what Maddox was doing he got 
restaurant manager Kermit Cowan and Rep. John 
C. Kluczynski, D-UI., chairman of the House 
Restauiant Committee to accompany him to 
Maddox's table 

The gmap told Maddox passing out piclc and ax 
handles was inap p ropriate, Diggs sud. Maddox aaU 
he didn't see why anybody should be offended. 
Diggs replied that he certainly was, and that he 
was sure his feeling was sliared by other Negro 
coi^ssmen and blacks generally. 

"I tdd him he was the guest of the House, and 
obligated to abide by its rules of decorum. He said 
he had as much ri^t here as ! did. I said I was a 
member and he wasn't and he had no right here at 
all. Then things started heating up. He got red in 
the face, thiew down the money for his lunch, and 
got up." 

It was about then that "the FBI man"- later 
identified as a District of Columbia plainsclothes 
officer m^ned to die CMp&ai-mmei m, 
apparently to mdce sure no bkiwt were exchanged.

The St. Petersbuig ofl slick brought the probkan of water poOution into the 
headlines. Oil from a ruptured tanker left a thick coat of the sludge along St. 
Petersbiug's Aonhat, trapping thousands of seabirds in the ooze. 

While the public becomes enraged at such a disaster, about 200,000 tons of 
hydrocarbons are pumped into the sea pa year from offAofe wdb. The total 
spillage from all sources could run as high as one million tons per year. Unless 
changes are made in the handling of offshore oil, the amount of spillage will 
sttiefyf 



Oil spillage is only one facet 
of the eter increasii^ problem of 
water pollution. The nation's 
lakes, rivers, and streams are so 
choked with pollution that, in 
extreme cases such as Lake Erie,. 
aB life within the body (rf' water 
has been destroyed. 

Water pollution takes many 
forms. Much of the pollution 
comes from municipal sewage 
treatment plants, or the lack of 
them. Many cities along the 
Mississippi Riva in mid-America 
dump their sewage duectly into 
the river.

Another major offender is industrial waste. Industries dump a staggering 25 
trillion gaflons of waste per,year back into the American reservoir. Such waste 
products as man-made toxins, industrial acids, hydrocarbons, and oth» 
byproducts of technology are dumped into the nation's waterways. 

Lake Erie, sunomded by industries of types, is devoid of life due to the 

industrial poisons dumped into it, and the odier Gfeat Ldces may soon fi^ow 
suit unless revisions in the industrial waste tretfmnt m made. 

The primary form of pollution facing coastal residents is oil poUution. All 
offshore rigs suffer from some spillage. While marine organisms break down 
some oS the components of crude ofl, other components are assimilated into the 
food chain without aheratkm. bi VKgt oonomtfations, these conqmnents are 
poisonous to'the otguiiara. 

According to Jiames A. F^, prcrfessar of mnchaiiical eogineering at M J.T., the 

contamination of the world's fish food supply has become a reality. Fay also 
says that oil spillages of massive proportions are the result of management's 
MffiB to siqienne potrattially dangerous evoits adeqnatdy. 

"The value of oil lost, expressed as a percentage of the value of the oil 
transported or mined, is too little to pay for the expense of preventing its 
esd^," s^ Pqr in a Januanr issue <tf Teduwtegy Review. 



The only way oil spills and other forms of water pollution can be avoided is to 
pasuade poUuters that it is easier to stop polluting rtfher than try to resist or 
evade pollution controb traced on them by hiw.

Welfare Program 
Pushed by Nixon 



WASHINGTON (UPI)-President Nixon 
ignored the s i u n nei u i g desegregation issue at 
the National Governors' Conference 
Wednesday and asked the governors to help 
pudi his welfare program "over the top ." 

The annual mW-winter conference, 
intended primarily to press Congress for 
action on programs of federal aid to the 
states, faced a concerted effort by several 
Southern governors to bring the school 
desegregation issue formally to the 
conference fkwr. 

Nixon confined Ms remarks at a 
mid-afternoon speech to a plea for 
governors' support for his welfare programs 
and anti-pollution fight. 

He said there was "at least a SO percent 
chance" that his wdfare proposals, featuring 
his family assistance plan, would be passed 
by Congress. He toki the sUtes' chief 



executives that their personal lobbying while 
here could put the program "over the top." 

He warned, however, that his program is 
limited by budget restrictions and asked 
them not to pressure for an increase in the 
immediate outlays for the program. 

Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of New York 
said the govomors would meet Thursday 
with Chainnan Wflbur Mills of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. Several 
governors intended to ask Mills to increase 
the federal dure of the wel£ue burdoi 
beyond what the budget offers. 

Nixon also asked their help in rekindling 
congressional interest in his plan to 
distribute a portkn of fedecal tax reveaaes 
to the states wtthoirt strmgs.

When Mr. Ruad announced that he had decided to "nol pros" the case 
of Mr. Ed Ball's traffic violation, he stated that the main reason for the 
nol (Kos was that it was the word of the state trooper against that of Fd 
Bafl. bi effect, the word of a policeman against that of a citizen. 

By stating that he intended to nol pros, Mr. Rudd has made the 
exciting precedent of considering, in the eyes of the law, that the word 
of a poHceman is not sufficient evidence for conviction if it is the only 
evidence 

This decision was opposed by abnost all law enforcement agencies in 
the South, but fortunately, prosecutor Rudd had the strength of 

conviction to uphold his views 

Here is what it means: If you are stopped for a traffic violation and 
the policeman is the only witness, that prosecutor Rudd will not 
prosecute the caae. 

The reason for the opposition to Mr. Rudd's decision: 82% of all 
highway patrol cases, 90% of local traffic cases, and 25% of non-traffic 
cases (such as drug anests) have only the policeman as witness.

0. J. Keller, director of the state Division of Youth Services, was giving the cue to 
Dale, who twke had been a studmt at the Oozin State Training School for Boys m 
Marianna. 

"They would come owr every Saturday," Dak said. "They were somebody to talk to. 
"There's nothing to do there. It's dead. You just wait to go to the dining hall. 
"I never got any visitors, except my motha every now and then. But she would get in 
trouble and be put in jail. 

"The students were the only thing we looked forward to." 

The studenU Dak looked forward to seeing are from FAMU and FSU. With the 
sponaorrilip ot the Dhriwm of Y<Hith Sotvioes, they visit die kids at Marianna eadi 

Saturday. 

The itinerary is simple. A bus picks up students at FAMU at 8 ajn. and at Bill's 
Bookstore near FSU at 8 30. It arrives in Marianna, which is an hour bdiind TaUahassee 
since it is in the Central Standard Time zone, at about 9:30 CST. 

The morning is spent goofing off. The students and the Marianna kids Usten to music, 
y tmetimes a live band, ptay voDey baO and other games, read, and singly taflc. Then they 
have lunch together.

1l more goofing off until about 1:30 when the students must leave 



for TaBahassee. They arrive bii± at flieir canqms at about 3:30 TaBahassee time. 

Dale talked about that first Saturday "It took about ten minutes," he i^. 
"Everybody was shy. We really didn't know what to do. Then, it was OK. 

"Everybody just wanted to be friends. The students were sincere. They really had an 
interest in you. The staff at tlie school are nice, but that's tlieir ji^. It was differait with 
the students." 

About 20 FAMU students, but onfy a couple from FSU are presently partici{»iting 
each week, according to Kdler. Thm are a few co-eds as well as guys, but not enough to 
meet the demands of tlw Mniaima students, he said. 

"Many young people are fed up with the way things are today," Keller said. "They 
turn to Vista or the Peace Corps and try to help. But they can help right here; help people 
who are really desperate. 

"The students at Marianna are desperate. You heard Dale talk about his family life. 
Many of the others have similar backgrounds. They need someone decent to model 
themselves after." 

The weekly visits to Marianna require more dedication from the coll^ students than 
other volunteer programs, he said. "For one thmg, it memt raoct of a student's Srtunlay. 
And then it is hard for him to take the first step in associating witii indMdndl hi a 
coriectioiud institute. He must be really dedicated." 

"But I guess they figure it is worth it," Kdler sidd and tiien picked up a kx^leitfher 
strap from a comer of his desk. "This used to be die main method of contnd at 
Marianiia," he said. "But things have changed. The strap is no longer used. 

"Equally important is the recent concern for outside contact for the boys at the 
school. Another big change. And it's been possible because peo^ like our college 
students care. They figure it is worth it."

MINNEAPOLIS (Feb. 16) -Reacting to what was termed the 
"massive tastlessness" of the Minnesota Daify, the Boaud of R^nts 
Friday directed President Malcolm Moos to appoint a committee to 
study removing incidental (activity) fee support for the Daily within 
the next three years. 

The R^nts urumimousiy adopted a motion mtroduced by Regent 
Fred Hv^es, whidi said, "^wd that the president apptmit forthwith 
a committee to bring to the Board of Regents at the earliest possible 
date a plan to remove tee support from the Daily withm a period of 
ttoee years and, if the committee wishes, ahemative plans for fittuie 
support of the Daily " 

For 1968-69, the Daily received about $151 ,000 ($l26j000 student 
fees, S14XXX} summer fees and S 10,000 faculty auNcrqrticms) in 
subady from the university in additicm to aa advertisng income of 
$241,000. 

According lo a report presented by a commission on the ctdl^iate 
press to the California Board of Regents, about 80 per cent of ooHqie 
newspapers in the United States receive some type of institutional 

subsidy. 

The incidental fee received by the Daily is under the control of the 
Board in Control of Student PubUcatioDS, a IS member (1 1 studenU, 
two faculty monbm, and two adnUnistnton ) body created by the 
regents. 

MASSIVE TASTBLESSNESS

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Pompidou Speaks to Congress 



\VA.SHINGTON (UPI) French President Georges 
Pompidou told a politely applauding Congress 
Wednesday that the United States will win the most 

precious of victories, "a victory won first over 
oneself," when the Vietnam War is ended. 

On the Middle East, he declared that Israel's right 
to exist in security can only bo guaranteed by a 
settlement with her Arab neiglibors which renounces 
military conquest and solves the Palestinian refugee 
pn^lem. 

An imdertennkied nunriier of House members 
boycotted Pompidou's 33-fliinute speech before a 
joint meeting of Coi^iess, but then- snub in protest 
against France's Middle East policies went 

unnoticed in a nearly full Houst chamber. 

One congressman. Rep. Lester Wolff, D-N.Y., 
walked out on P(mq>idou. but no om except 
forewarned newsmen seemed lo pay any attention. 
The entire speech, and Wolffs walkout, were carried 
Uve on satellite television to Europe. There was no 
domestic broadcast coverage 

DRAWS BIG I URNOLT 
Although the boycott organi/er. Rep. Bertram 
Podell, D - N.Y.. claimed an "overwhelming success" 
for his side. Pompidou actually drew a bigger 
turnout of legislators than must speakers at a joint 
session more than half the House and Senate 
membership.

He said his country regretted the length of the

But Pompidou said he was convinced ih.i! 
President Nixon wanted peace. "1 know becauie 
France has e^^rienced it -how difficult it is to end 
such conflicts and that the stroi^r a people, the 
^eater the efTort required, but abo the greater the 
honor won,"lw»id. 

"Allow roe, as a friend, to tell you that the end of 
the war in Vietnam, for the United States, will be 
the most piecious of victories— a victory won first 
over oneself," he said. 

Aware that France's Middle East policies have 
been critici/ed in the Unites Slates as pn' Am- 
Pompidou insisted that his country has never 
intraded to "be detrimental to any nation nor lo 
serve another." 

He said there "is no assured luiure for Israc 
outside a lasting entente wiii: the world whiJ; 
surrounds it~entenie which unpiies renuncialHin ( i 
miUtary conquest and the solution of the Palestinian 
problem." 

LIKELY TO INFLAME

The rode concert scheduled for tonight, 
featuring the Byrds and the Grand Funk Railroad, 
could fall as another victim to the 
administration-Riggers labor dispute. 

Local Riggers union 909 vice president Grayal 
Farr satd Thursday alternoon the union will try to 
stop the rock dtow. The union leader's comment 
came after an article in Thursday's Flambeau 
quoted Login Budsong, assistant program 
oooaiitrat for the University Union, as saying the 
l»cal 909 and the administration had a 
gentlcmcn s agrcLincnt to let the show go on as 
scheduled. 

Birdsong denied Thursday afternoon in the 
pretence of three Flambeau editors he had made 




such a statement Birdsong made the comment of 
the administration and Riggers agreement to the 
Flait*eau's managing editor Gary &nith 

Wednesday afternoon. 

"Local 909 has made no recent 'gentlemen's 
agreement' with FSU or any of its employees 
concerning the Byrds show ... or any other 
university-sponsored show regardless of what was 
announced in the Flambeau." Farr said. "Until we 
have reached an agreement with the university, we 
will continue to do our utmost to see that no 
professional productions take place at FSl'." 

Farr felt the statement by Birdsong was a 
"deliberate effort to keep ticket sales from being 
hurt, and to undercut our (the Riggers) position." 
The statement of an administration-Riggers 
agreement was an effort to discredit to students 
the union's effort in the labor dispute. Fan said. 

Birdsong released a written statement Thursday 
morning which stated he would "take no credit ' 
for the statements attributed to him in Thursday s 
Flambeau. 

Farr, who has acted as de facto spokesman for 
the Riggers since the labor dispute started, said 
Local 909's attempt to st<^ the Aow stemmed 
from Birdsong's statement and his later denial. He 
cited Budsong s conduct as "another examine of 



the bad will of the program council." 

Amid the latest trouble in the administration 
diqHite, umversity officials instituted a new pay 
system for stagehands Thursday afternoon. Fan 
said the pay system was the same the Rogers had 
turned down after Christmas, and that the offering 
of it to the newly trained and recruited stagehands 
was a move to keep new stagehands from joiinig 
the Riggers side. 

Farr said he would contact the Student 
Govmiment officers to have them take a stand 
one way or the other in the labor trouble. 

The Riggers formed as a union in the summer of 
1969, and worked with the administration under a 
"gentlemen's a^eement" up until the Christmas 
hoUdays. The university did not keep ite half of 
the gentlemen's agreement, as the Riggen 
understood it. 

The Riggers felt the university had exhibited 
"bad faith" in the gentlemen's agreement, as a 
result closed the production of "Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern" in mid-February. 

The administration and Riggers have been 
unable to settle the labw dispute because of the 
Florida statute prohibiting any agency of the State 
of Florida from n^tiating with a r%ht-to-strike 
organization.

Today is "Reactionary J«*'s" la« as vice 
president for student affairs. John Arnold's 
resignation isn't effective until Sunday, but the 
end really is today, his last workday. 

Arnold, who was dubbed "Reactionary Jade" 
during the height of last year's SDS controversy, 
pondered his future in an interview Thursday. And 
he reminisced about his six and a half years as an 
FSU administrator and about the SDS days. 

"1 really don't know yet wtot I am going to 
do, " he said. "\ have been assured by President 
Marshall that I may remain with the university if 1 
so deare. And there are a couple of other

interesting possibiUties. I would like to sUy in 
Tallahassee." 

One position Arnold said he would find 
especially inttiguing is university ombudsman, a 
post which presently doesn't exist at FSU. A 
student ombudsman, patterned after the 
Scandinavian national officer who investigates 
citizens' comiJainte, has existed on and off hi 
student government. 

"There is no such job, so I haven't appBed fw 
it." Arnold said. "But I know the university and 
couU do it. It's the type of thing that appeals to 
me." 

As for his immediate future, he said he plans 
just to relax, to spend more time at his cabm on 
the coast. TB be getting mysdf ready to start out 
on something new," he said. 

He is calling it quits after almost ten years with 
the university. Three years were spent as a 
professor of military science in the Air Force 
ROTC program and six and a half in the Dhrision 
of Student .Affairs. 

"I'm happy about the years with the division," 
he said. "But I'm relieved to no longer have to 
make the necessary critical decfeions." 

One of the hardest decisions was whether to 
grant university recognition to SDS, Arnold said. 
The vice prcsid«it refused to rtK»gnize the 
organization, ovenruUng Student Govwnment 
which twice recognized SDS. 

The decision steamroUed into a controversy 
which led, to part, to the resignaUon of President 
John Champion, and later to the arrest of 58 
students. 

"Of all the decisions 1 made, 1 hated that the 
most," Arnold said. "SDS was never an effective 
force on campus, nevM a threat to the campus 
any time But the uniwysity's piOrffc im^ had to 
be considered. 

"SDS was associated with Berkeley and 
Columbia. By recognizing it, the extwnal rdatiwis 
of the university could have been adversely 
affected." 

Arnold, who was a student at FSU lor about a 
year, said he looks upon the university M his alma 
mater. "1 have two actual alma maters," he said, 
"but this has come to be the real one. 

"1 guess I wouM Kke to sUy aroiMl m some 
capacity. It's been a lo^ time."

For Faculty Support

The cmtor of SOLE and the director of the 
Center for Pkrticipant Education met with a small 
group of faculty departmoit leadm yesterday in 
an effort to gain support for dmr ideas. 

The meeting and luncheon, called by Dr. Roy 
Ingham of the Department of Adult Education to 
discuss his SOLE |irogmi, inchided disciwion of 

long-rang changes in the university's curriculum 
and the use of existing course slots for new 
student oriented study groups. 

SOLE is short for Student Oriented Learning 
Experiences and is similar in plan to the Student 
Government CPE, led by Director Chris Polivka. 
Both would allow students to choose subjects they 
want to study and then foid a professor willing to 
■Ap them explore tint subject with informal 
Jbcussion sessions. 

Student Go v ern m e n t is already working on its 
pto^uin Questionnaires are now available at the 
S(. iitlicc and in the Union Arcade which will be 
ii-^d til Compile a list of subjects of intaest to 
iunioiiis. sc. officials hope to offer courses, 
nuricfcdit and credit, next quarter. Existing 
channels, such as "selected topic" course sioU and 
■modified" ooorae slots may be used. 

The latter are courses officially listed in the 
catalog whidi have flexM>le subject matter that can 



be fitted to the wi^ies and needs of students 

signing up for the course. 

Robert Hull, chairman of the Biology 
Dqwrtment, warned Ingham and Miss Polnka tint 
they will have to face "hard realities" if they want 
their ideas to become part of the university's 
reguitt ciuricuhmi. 

He said many faculty members are "space 
fdlers" who will strongly resist any innovation or 
change in established methods of creatmg and 
teaching college courses. They expect the 
professor to iiold the power in the dassroom, not 
the students, he said. 

One way to get around this opposition would be 
to create a "university college", which would only 
exist in name, Hull said. This separate "coUe^" 
would include all of the student-chosen subjects 
and would be a vehicle for assigning money, space 
and faculty to student oriented groups. 

Most of those attending the meeting agreed that 
the present Directed Independent Study program 
would not be a good vehicle for the new groups. 
DIS is intended to be a program for individuals 
working alone with the advice of a faculty 
monber. A group working with a professor might 
be able to earn credits by signing up as DiS 
students, but this could be a questionable use of 
the program.

Recently, State Rep. John Robert Middlemas shocked a Gold Key 
aw&eaoe whm he revealed dw eaoent of air ami water poihitimi to 
Florida. 

Flambeau Associate Editor Mfchael Bane's m-depth series on this 
serious |Hoblem accentuates the crisis we face in the 1970's. 

There is no doubt that the dangers of air and water pollution 
constitute the most serious threat to life; yet, thus far little has been 
done to reverse the vicious trend which now threatens the very 
existence of all forms of life on this planet. 

Some Florida dttzens. recognizii« the seriousness of this 
far-reaching problem, recently organized Conservation 70's, inc., with 
relatively Uttle fanfare when considering what this organization is 
intending to do. 

Conservation 70*s cunently is gearing up for a m^or legislative battle 
designed to put muscle in the fi^t for clean air and water. 

At the heart of Conservation 70's purpose is a mammoth 55-bill 
l^idative package. The bills are grouped into 12 parts and will be 
introduced at the next ses^ of the l^idature, or sometime in April 
of this year. Rep Middlemas is qpenheading ^ introduction of this 
major legislative package. 

Essmtially, the bills deal with pollution control, submerged lands, 
environmental education, aquatic plants, pesticides, endangwed species 
of life, environmental research and inventory, wilderness and wfld rivers 
protection, oil drilling, fish and wildlife protection, beach preservation 
and inlet stablilization and the prohibition of the sale of throw-away 
or non-returnable glass beverage containers. 

This package represents perhaps the greatest single legislative 
program in Florida history, especially ui light of the gravity of the air 
and vrater pollution problem. 

People who are close to this program have suggested that interested 
people write to the Congressmen and slate legislators in hopes of 
instilling in them the sense of urgency that in fact exists. 

Coll^ and university students have been instrumental in pointing 
out basic societal inequities and have in the past suppcnied noteworthy 

There is no more noteworthy cause than fighting for clean air and 
w^, for all other major problems which beset our society become 
secondary or meanin^ess if we continue to poiioa ourselves. 

Conservation 70"s is located at 319 S. Monroe Street in Tallahassee. 
If there were ever a worthwhile cause, this is it. 1 urge all students to 
take part in jwwerving what dean air and water we have left, and in 
making certain that all peofde become aware of the ur^ncy of tliis 
problem. 

Some hard, self-sacrificing decisions and hard work lie ahead, and our 
courage and perseverence will be tested: but this problem must be 
resolved The existence of life depends upon n

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Statutes Side-Stepped 



In one of the classic examples of Greek literature, 
"Antigone," Sophocles wrote that it was against the laws 
of nature fmr man to remain inflexiUe, for in dcmig so, 
man will break against the unrelenting forces of his time. 

A parallel can be drawn to the Sophoclean philosophy 
in die administration's stand against the fwce of the 
Riggers' union. Local 909. The only difference in the 
analogy is that the students will be the suffering party and 
not the adnnnistration. 

Because of Florida statutes, Florida State cannot 
negotiate with organizations asserting the right to strike, 
and this antiquated statute has been the university's aoe ra 
the hole throughout the entire Riggers' dispute. 
Ostensibly, the administration has steered its way around 
the law on more than one occasion as a series of 
mvestigatiw artides in die Flambeau pcMnted out. FSU 
general counsel James Gark addressed a memo to the stage 
hands on November 7, 1969, which showed a pay increase, 
when the stagp hands were going to dose the "La 
Traviata" performance. The stage hands made it known 
they were union members, but were not addressed as such 
by Oaric's memtwandnra. 

Prior to the Lettermen concert, James Gark again 
sanctioned the use of union labor. After the University 
Union Program Cooncfl scab crew of stage hands was 
pronounced unqualified to handle the stage work for the 
Lettermen, Clark told Westcott stage manager Jack Lavin 
to use any means necessary to get the concert on die st^. 

The apparent malfeasance on Gark's part in these two 
m^lents was merely the administration's vehicle for 
steering sffound an otetade. Thoogli FSU contracts read 
that the university "operates non-union awfitoria,' 
labor has bera mqiloyed indirecdy on moce dun 
/Kcasion. 

In the past, the administration found ways and means to 
bypass the Florida statute prohibiting negotiation with 
right-to-strike organizations, but now the administration 
quotes the Florida gospel widi puritanical innoceiioe. 

The Riggers have threatened, intimated or 
intimidated— whatever your (weference might be— to create 
8 **cultanl desert" at FSU. in fliat diey wil keep 
professional road shows from performing on campus. 

And the Riggers say they will notify major televkion 
networics and inform ttem of the bbor dispute, if a 
contract is not agreed upon by June 1, 1970. The 
television networks, the Riggers maintain, wiO cancel any 
plais for televised footbaH to avoid die labor trouble, and 
FSU will lose both money and prestige. 
, The Riggers have shown they can exert force, at least 
enough to keep a major road show from Florida State. 
Students do not need more cancellations of shows wUdb 
would further their cultural education, but we have 
become the casualties of the administration-Riggers 
confikt. And both parties remain adamant in didr 
positions. 

For the sake of the students, the administration should 
open communicatimis with Oe Riggers and reach a 
tentative setdement. Further, it should soUcit state 
legMators for amendment of the law prohibiting 
negotiations with labor unions. The Riggers, in turn, 
should understand the univcfsity's position in the legal 
matter, and be willing to accept a clandestine or other 
unofficial arrangement until some legal maneuver is made 
Jhat will secure and open and pMidve iqireenient for both 
parties. 

Tonight's tock concert featuring The Byrds and the 
Grand FiariE Rairoad is te^en^ on Ae brink of 
cancelbtion, because there has been a lack of 
communication between union and administration. 
Ptrocrastination wiD only result in another student 
disappointment, and add more sand to tte kxHninf 
cultural desert 

Nearly 2300 years ago Sofriiodes penned his 
"Antigone," and in the following millenium and a half, 
man has seldom learned to bend with the wind. If 
casualties for the imion-adBunistnition need be, let tbem 
be inflicted on the wind or die wiBow, and not oa die 
by -standing students.

To the Editor: 

This Saturday, February 28, 
FSU Student Mobili/ation 
Conunittee, will sponsor a rally 
and a inarch at 12:30 pjn. on 
Landis Green. This march, fully 
supported by Tallahassee's 
Young Socialist Alliance, wiO 
demand freedom for the 
Conspiracy 8 and their 
attorneys. 

We feel that every individual 
and every organization 
concerned with freedom. justice, 
and social progress must unite in 
a matnve campaign to ovnturo 
the frame-up convictions of the 
Chicago ''conspiracy" 
defendants and their attorneys. 
Failure to wage a broad 
cnril^iberties campaign in their 
behalf can only stieagthCB the 
hand of reaction. 

So patently fraudtdent were 
the charges and so blatantly 
prejudiced the judge and 
prosecutor that even a carefuSy 
screened jwy was not persuaded 
of the mythical "conspiracy" 
served up by the prosecution. 
Even the guilty verdict on the 
inciting to nut charges against 
Dave Dellinger, Rennie Davis. 
Abbie Hoffman. Jerry Rubin, 
and Tom Hayden is icyirded a* a 
compromise. Some jurors 
favored full acquittal. 

The trial provided the entire 
world with a picture of 
American capitalist democracy 
at woik. A federal govcnunent 
which initiates such a 
prosecution in order to stifle 
dissent; a federal government 
which permits a judicial 
obscenity like that presented by 
Judge Hoffman-such a 
government has no concern with 
justice. The true face of 
American "justice" was reflected 
in the image of Bobby Seale 
gigged and shackled to his duir 

in the courtroom. 

Acquittal on the conspiracy 
charge represents a significant 
vktory for the defendants and 
for the cause of justice. Btit the 
conviction on the equally 
fraudulent inciting-to-riot charge 
must be reverted akMig with the 
savage and patently 
unconstitutional contempt 
sentence meted out to attorneys 
William Kunstler and Leonard 
Weinglass and the defendants 
who weie in ef&ct senteaced 
twice. 



The American Civil Liberties 
Union has branded those 
contempt jailings as an 
"extraordinary and 
unconstitutionar abuse of 
power. Indeed they are. as was 
every other aspect of the trial. 

Support ck organizatiotts is 
being solicited for a 
friend-of-the<ourt brief on 
behalf of the defendants. It 
should have wide support. But 
to give it teeth, it must be 
buttiened by a mass defane 



movement demanding freedom 
for the "conspiracy" victims. 

For all these reasons It-L'! n 
is essential that the citizens oi 
TailahasMe add their voice to 
the many voices in this counirs 
that have expressed their outrage 
at the Chicago sham and adi that 
as many individuals as can 
attend the march in order to 
make sure that this voice is 
recognized.

It is being reprinted at 
the request of the University Medical Center to assist the 
2000 married and unmarried women on campus who are 
talking the pill. Many women have experienced some 
anxiety over the recent unfavonble publicity about the 
pill's ade effects tad ae feefcu^ infarnnttioa about otha 

ITie relative effectiveness of various 
contraceptive technkiues has become a matter of 
presang ooncem in family- irfamung circlet as 
women drop the pill, in response to recent 
publicity regarding its alleged health hazards. 

Most of theie admie tqwrts cune oOi of 
Senator Gaylord Nelson's Senate hearing last 
month, at which critics of birth-control pills 
outnumbered proponents seven to one. Critics 
linked the pill to a host of diseases, including 
blood-clots, heart disease, cancer and diabetes. 

Polls indicate that 18 percent of pill users - or 
about 1 .7 million women - have dropped the pill 
as a resuh of thsK advene flaffiBgi: Ftdowingthe 
!icMrings, then wm a IS to 90 percat decHne in 
use among dine pMients. 

Several famity-frianning experts, noting that the 
pil! is their most effective weapon against 
unwanted pregnancies, predicted that at least 
100,000 such pregnancies will occur in the next 
lew months among tliose women wIk> abandoned 
the pill or other methods of contraception. 

"These women will be experiencing the most 
serious side effect," says Dr. R. Elgin Orcutt, 
president of the San Franc»co PUimed 
Parenthood Association. According to United 
Stales Mortality statistics, 100,000 pregnar.cies 
would result in about 25 maternal deaths - eight 
tunes the death rate associated with the pill 
resulting from blood -dotting disorders, the only 
, i! established lethal hazard of the pill. Of those 
A omen who terminate their unwanted pregnancies 
m illegal abortion, one in 1 ,000 would die. 

The figure of 100.000 unwanted pregnancies is 
hased upon the known failure rale ot various other 
methods of contraception. 

According to Dr. Tietze of the populatioo 
( ouncil, the pregnancy rate among women who 
take ihe cuiiihincd type of oral contraceptive is 
one for every 1 ,000 women a year if they never 
iiiiss a pili. 

The pill's main advantage as a contraceptive 



technique, aside from its extreme dfectiveness, is 
that iU use is unrelated to the.jexual act. The only 
other contraception method with the same level of 
effectiveness is sterilization, a permanent 
contraceptive and thus not suitable for women 
who want future children. Even this has a failure 
rate of .20 to .05 pregnancies for each 1,000 
women a year. 

The lUD is also unrelated to the sexual act and 
relies even less than the pill upon the motivation 
and intelligence of the user. But it has a 
considerable h^er failure rate than the pill - 
about 20 to 30 pregnancies for each 1 ,000 women 
a year. 

The diaphragm, if used consistently, with a 
spermicidal jdly or cream, is as effective as the 

lUD. But in clinic populations, it often has a 
failure rate of 100 to 300 pregnancies for each 
1,000 women a year, largely due to "taku^ a 
change." 

Temperature rhythm, if practiced consistently, 
can be as effective as the lUD and perhaps the pill, 
but the hooker is "if practiced consistently." It 
requires a tong period of abstinence - from 
menstruation to two days after ovulation - as 
indicated by the basal body temperature taken 
every morning upon rising. 

Regular use of the condom is also a 97 to 98 
percent effective contraceptive technique. But, 
again, too many couples who use the condom tend 
to "take a chance" with a resulting failure rate of 
6to 20peromt. 

Chemical barriers, spermicides in the form of 
foams, jellies, creams, suppositories and foaming 
tablets are generally less effective when used 
alone than wbm used to oimibiaation with the 
diaphragm. 

Despite the problems with other contraceptive 
techniques. Dr. Selig Neubardt, a New Rochelle 
obstetrician who has written widely on 
contraception, says that even "if the pill wen 

withdrawn from the market today, we'd be in a lot 
better shape than we were 10 years ago." 

He explained that the pfll has given many 
women "an appetite for contraception." and has 
shown women who previously thought 
that^contraception was for otter peofde, "that it 
can work for them too

Guest advocates wffl be Max Singer (m favor of further funds) and 
Jeremy J. Stone (opposed). Singer is president of the Hudson Institute, 
'lie policy research center at Croton-on-Hudson, N.Y., also known as 
"ne of the natnn's foremost "think tmks." Stone, son of new^per 
publisher I ( Stone, iswintematiafudafraksfeltowattheCouncilon 
Foreign Relations. 

Proponents of the land-baaed system-which nicludes the Safeguard 
inti-ballistic missile (ABM) to protect intercontinental ballistic missiles 
' lCBM)-daini it is needed to match the threat of Soviet Of Chuiese 
missile attack and that to lessen the U.S. defense might aacrease the 
likelihood of war, eqwcially with tlie Russians. 

They abo say that 05. political inflaence and prntige ^pend on 
^5. miUtary capabilities and that the billions already speflt <m a 
land-based system might go wasted if funds were cut now. 

Opponents see the system as a foly that may cost hundreds of 
billions of dollars and will duplicate an already massive "overkill" 
"Opacity, consider the system vulnerable to the point of inviting a 
preemptive flnt ttrl» by the Rusoam. mi consider it no matdi for the. 
^marine and air-borne missile systems opentive by the US. 

"The Advocates" question would take the form in Congress of an 
amendment to the military appropriations bill deleting funds. President 
Nixon has called for mcreaaed funds to provide the US. with a defense 
^g»nst "anudeaiattadcwMdiCommindstCUBaislikehrtobeableto

Bank Burned, Rioters Jailed 
Following Kunstler Speech 



SANTA BARBARA, Calif. 
(UPI)-Thirty-six rioters, 
including 22 university students, 
were jailed Thursday after a mob 
of 1 ,500 seized a shopping area, 
burned down a $250,000 bank 
building and assaulted poBce and 
firemen following a speech by 
the lawyer for the "Chio^o 
Seven." 

Deputies were summoned 
from two neighboruig counties 
and a force of 450 hd meted 
officers swept into the Isla Vista 
district at 2 a.m. to break up the 
six-hour rampage a few blocks 
from the campus of the 
University of California at Santa 
Barbara. 

Attorney William Kunstler 
had addressed a crowd of more 
than 5,000 students at the UCSB 
football stadium Wednesdav 
afternoon, exIiOTtii^ them to 
make the defendants at the 
Chicago trial a symbol. Kunstler 
said he did MM coMidcr sporadic 
Violence a "good tactic" but 
then added: 

"I think we have to show the 
soK:alled establishment a voice 
that's strong and clear and then 
they'll have to judge their future 
comae accordingly." 

Abnost all the studottt left 
the stadium peacobiy and 
diqiersed but a said ^roup 
gsthmd ni a park and as niglit 
feB the crowd grew, many of 
them non-students. They 
marched down the Embarcade 



to Del Mar and forced sheriff s 
deputies to retreat from a 
three-block area which they held 
until the mass assault by 
(rfficers. 

A Bank of America branch 
office was broken into and 
drapes and furniture set ablaze 
until the entire two-story 
structure was burned to a shell 
while onkxrfcers Aooted: '^The 
Bank of America break", human 
laws. Death to corporations." 

Thirteen fire companies 
responded to the alarm but the 
firemen were forced to turn 
back when the rioters hurled 
rocks at them and threw garbage 
cans filled with stones at the 
vdiickt. fte mA Ok tank 
withstood the flames. 



Twenty-six police officers 
were hquied. with four of them 
Ukm to a hoi^td. 

A patrol car was overiurned 
ud btnned in the middle of the 
street. A snudi group tried for a 
brief time to put out the bank 
fire, one youth crying, "It's 
stupid. It doesn't itaake sense. 
It's got nothing to do wMi the 
isnies." 

Student dissidents demed the 
lawyer's appearance was the 

cause of the violence. Thev 
blamed "poUce harassment" and 
the firing .of a professor. The 
sherifTs office said that trouble 
had been "brewing" for some 
time and that Kunstier's 
appeamce set it off.
